THE ROOSEVELT POLICY 


Statesmen Are Anticipating 


Future Events 


LIKELY TO STIR THE ARMY 


Gold Laced Officers at the Capital Not 
Up to the President’s Idea of the 
Soldier’s Life—Figure 
Heads May Be Placed on the Re- 
tired sheif 


Strenuous 


Washington, Oct. 1.-That President 
toosevelt will stir some of the military 
dry bones at the capital is contidently 
believed. {lis record is not such as to 
place him in sympathy with the  uni- 
formed figure heads who are constantly 
on dress purade at social functions, and 
who nominally are at the head of the 
army. 

Conferences of the leaders of the two 
houses of the incoming congress with 
one another and with President Roose- 
velt, to be held in November, will large- 
ly shape the action to be taken in the 
session beginning the first Monday iv 
December, 

President McKinley outlined in bis 
Buffalo address the principal recom- 
mendations he would have made in his 
message to congress in December. 
President Roosevelt has signified that 
he will make similar recommendations 
in execution of his predecessor's pur- 
pose. 

It is also known that he will submit 
to the senate the new istlhinian canal 
treaty negotiated by Secretary Hay, un- 
der the direction of President McKinley 
to take the place of the one which the 
Senate amended last session, and 
which then failed of acceptance by 
Great Britain. Now the British govern 
ment has yielded, it is understood, the 
principle of the senate amendmnis 
giving the United States full control 
over the proposed canal, and, therefore, 
the ratification of the treaty is antici- 
pated. 

Beyond these matters there is much 
speculation among the scnators and rep- 
resentatives who are calling daily at 
the White House as te what may be 
recommended by the President and 
what may be done by congress. A re- 
vision of the tariff! by reciprocity trea- 
ties, provision for ship subsidies, legis- 
lation affecting anarchists, domestic 
and foreign, and with regard to the so- 
called trusts, are generally regarded as 
likely to be pressed in both houses in 
one form or another. Party pledges 
and McKinley promises alike point to 
such effort. 


Hidden Trea ure Recovered 

Bennington, Vt., Oct. 1,—Ten thou- 
sand English souvereigns after lying for 
nearly a century aud a quarter inanold 
hulk at the bottom of East Bay, Lake 
Champlain, have been recovered and are 
now deposited in the Allen National 
bank in Fair Haven. For many years 
there has been a tradition in th’s see- 
tion of the state at the bottom of East 
Bay, near Carver's Falls, was a sunken 
boat containing a large amount of Eng- 
lish gold, with which it was intended to 
pay off the troops of General Burgoyne 
in 1777. A few days ago George B. 
West, a civil engineer, taking with him 
about thirty men changed the course of 
the stream, and then with pick and 
shovel soon had one side of the sloop 
free. A charge of dynamite broke up the 
hulk. In the cabin was found censid: r- 
able glass and other ware, fifteen musk- 
ets, much the worse for their long im- 
mersion, and other minor articles. An 
old iron chest was found in the captain's 
room. When opened it was found to 
contain ten thousand sovereigns. 


Postal Free Deliveries 


Washington, Oct. 1—The official es- 
timates for the fiscal year beginn ng 
July 1, 1902, which Postmaster-Ceneral 
Charles Emory Smith will subspit to 
congress at the opening of the session 
call for an aggregate of $6,250,000 for 
rural free delivery service throughout 
the country. This is an increase of $2,- 
750,000 over the expense of that rapidly 
growing service for the curreut year. 
The total for the free delivery service 
proper, which is that operated in cities, 
is $18,745,000, an increase of nine per- 
cent. The grand aggregate for the en- 
tire postal free delivery services, inclu- 
sive of both the free delivery and rural 
free delivery, is $24,995,000. 


No One to Blame 

Philadelphia, Pa., Oct. 1.—The ver- 
dict of the coroner's jury wh'¢h Inv.s t- 
gated the explosion of the port boiler 
of the steamboat Trentor in the Dela- 
ware river Ang. 2Sth, which resul ed 
in the death 6f 24 persons, was rend.r- 
ed today. The jury was unable to 
charge criminal neglect on the part of 
any of those who constructed the boiler 
or those who operated the beat.

AN ANARCHIST. SOLDIER 


Dishonorably Discharged and Put at 
Hard Labor For a Year 

Washington, Oct. 1—A most unusual 
ease has been reported to the war de- 
partinent. It is that of Private Peter J. 
Devine, troop H., 11th cavalry, who was 
tried by a general court-martial at Fort 
Ethan Allen, Vermont, on the charge of 
“using disrespectful words against the 
president of the United States, in vio- 
lation of the 19th article of war.” 

It appears from the evidence that 
when the news of the shooting of the 
president was received at Fort Ethan 
Allen, Devine expressed great satisfac- 
tion over the crime and applied an un- 
complimentary epithet to the late presi- 
dent. His comrades roughly handled 
him before he could be secured in the 
guard house. Ife was found guilty of 
the charge by the court and sentenced 
to be dishunorably discharged from the 
service of the United States, forfeiting 
all pay and allowances due him atid to 
be confined at hard labor for one year. 

The record of the case having been re- 
ferred to Major-General Brooke at New 
York, commanding the department of 
the east, he indorsed it as follows: 

“It is the opinion of the reviewing 
authority that the punishment adjudged 
by the court is not a sufficient penalty 
for the flagitious act the prisoner was 
found to have committed. It is not 
within the power of the reviewing 
authority to increase the punishment; 
but in order that the prisoner may not 
wholly escape punishment the sentence 
is approved and will be duly executed 
at Fort Columbus, N. Y., to which place 
the prisoner will be sent under proper 
guard.” 

General Brooke's action in the case Is

The Vergennes Bank Case 

Rutland Vt., Oct. 1.—Unusual interest 
is manifest all over Vermont, in the Oc- 
tober teri of the United States court, 
which will be opened in this city today. 
The affairs of the Farmers’ National 
bank of Vergennes, which collapsed last 
April, are expected to occupy much of 
the time of the session. The defendants 
in this case are David HL. Lewis, former 
cashier of the institution, Lieutenant- 
Governor Martin F. Allen of North Fer- 
risburg, vice-president and director, and 
J. W. Ketchum of Vergennes, a well- 
known newspaper publisher, and for- 
merly clerk for the cashier. Lewis is 
charged with embezzling the bank’s 
funds he having been placed under ar- 
rest on April 15 last, for that offense. 
The shortage at that time was placed 
at $90,000. The ex-cashier is under 
bounds of $25,000. Former Congressman 
Iieury Powers of Morrisviie is aéling 
as counsel for Lewis. Lientenant-Gev- 
ernor Allen and Mr. Ketchum will be 
tried upon indictments charging them 
with aiding and abetting Cashier Lewis 
in looting the Farmers’ National bank, 
Both men have been at liberty on bail, 
in the amount of $10,000 in each case. 
The lieutenan-governor has engaged 
Attorneys Seneca Haselton of Burling- 
ton and F. S. Platt of Poultney to de- 
fend him, while Mr. Ketchum has an- 
nounced that his counsel will be F. W. 
Tuttle of Vergennes.

Highland Light, Mass., Oct. 1.—The 
fixed white light on the high bluffs at 
the end of Cape Cod, known to mariners 
as Highland Light, will be changed to 
a flashing signal today, in conformance 
with the recent order of the light-house 
service.

The persons re- 
moved were nearly all prominent in po- 
litical affairs and some have been in the 
employ of the city for 30 years and up- 
ward.

Boers Attack a Garrison 


Durban, Natal, Oct. 1.—A force of fif- 
teen hundred Boers, commanded by 
General Botha, made an attack which 
lasted all day long, Sept. 28, on Porti- 
tala, on the border of Zululand. The 
burgers were finally repulsed, but at a 
heavy cost to the garrison, whose losses 
were an officer and 11 men killed, and 
five officers and 38 men wounded. In 
addition, 63 men are missing, of which 
number muny are believed to have been 
killed or wounded. The Boer command- 
ant Opprman and 19 burghers are 
known to have been killed. 


Tremont Temple Mortgages

Im Its Making by Nature.

but the hundredth one is of a 
rich velvety green and, if without oth- 
er flaws than its color, sells for $300 : 
carat or 240 times as much as its col- 
orless brother. The reason of the rich 
color which gives the emerald its value | 
is that nature, in making the stone, put 
in too much oxide of chromium, just as 
the cook sometimes gets too much sal- 
eratus in the biscuits. The standard of 
perfection in the laboratory of nature 
is the colorless emerald, and her deep 
green ones are some of her failures; 
failures which, nevertheless, delight 
mankind, however much they may dis- 
gust nature. You could buy a ton of 
oxide of chromium for the price which 
half a grain of it gives to a cheap and 
common crystal. 

When bBature makes mistakes in man- 
ufacturing diamonds, the results are 
equally remarkable. Her standard for 
& diamond is a pure white stone, but 
sometimes a foreign substance gets inte 
the crucible, and the result is a red or 
blue diamond. A fine white brilliant of 
one carat can be bought for $125, but a 
blue stone of that size would be cheap 
at $3,500. 4 red diamond is of even 
greater value, a red stone of fifteen 
grains baving been sold for $5,000. Yet 
the little particle of foreign material 
which nature carelessly let fall into the 
mixture when she was making that 
stone down in the heart of some prime- 
val voleano is of less value than a 
grain of common salt and only got 
there by mistake. 

Nature manwfactures in her laborato- 
ry a material called spinel. You can 
buy a block of spinel as large as you 
can carry for a few dollars. Somet 
in making spinel small guantities of 
chromic acid get into the material and 
color it 1e pleces so col 
ored nature 
making and throws them in the dust 
bin, from which men dig them out anc 
eall them rubies. A ruby of thirty-two 
carats recently sold for $52,000. Yet 
1e material of the cheap spinel anc 
valuable ruby are practically the

SIGSBEE TESTIFIES 


Captain of the Maine Tells 
What He Knows 


A QUESTION OF VERACITY 


Witness Thus Far In the Schley In- 
quiry Seem to Reflect on the Acts 


of the Commodore of the Flying 
Squadron 

Washington, Oct. 2.—In the Schley 
court of inquiry yesterday Admiral 


vans’ testimony was along the same 
general lines as was his statement of 
the day before but some points were 
presented in greater detail in response 
to questions by Mr. Rayner. The new 
witnesses were Captain Sigsbee, who 
commanded the scout boat St. Paul dur- 


ing the Santiago campaign, Mr. Thomas 


M. Diraide, a newspaper correspondent 
who was on the Texas during the Battle 
of July 3, and Chief Yeoman Gustav 


E. Becker, who was a clerk to Admiral 


Sampson during the war. 

The enlling of Captain Sigsbee, who 
conuuanded the Maine when she was 
blown up, and later the scout boat St. 
aul, caused a flutter of interest, as 
there is a dispute between Captain Sigs- 
Admiral Schley as to the pur- 
port of a report made by Sigsbee to 
Schley on May 26, off Santiago. Sehley 
in his letter to the senate com 
mittee that Sigsbee stated that he had 
no knowledgeof the location of the Span- 
ish fleet, and that he had said it was his 
belief it was not in Santiago. 

Captain Sigsbee admitted he gave bo 
information Admiral Schley as to 
the whereabouts of the tleet. 

Captain Sigsbee was asked if it were 
true he had informed Admiral Schley 

that they had seen nothing of the 
Spanish fleet.  Sigsbee admitted havy- 
ing said this, but he said he had stated 
believing they were in San- 
tiage harbor. Sigsbee made a plea to 
be allowed to state what he did say 
without technical objections. Admiral 
Schley’s counsel stated that they had no

A FAIR RACE TODAY 


Weather Conditions Off Sandy 
Hook Satisfactory 


DAILY RACES SCHEDULED 


This Morning the Velocity of the 
Wind Was,36 Miles an Hour, What 
Sir Thomas Would Call a **Scupper’”’ 
Breeze, With Chance For Increase 
New York, Oct. 3.—Yachting enthu- 

siasts and the general public were this 
morning expecting a most exciting race 
between the cup defender Columbia and 
the challenger Shamrock II. They base 
their high hopes on the strong wind 
which is blowing and which weather 
prophets assert, is most likely to keep 
up for 24 hours or more. 

The contest between the two yachts 
today is over a thirty-mile course, the 
same as that attempted on Tuesday. 
Under the conditions of this, the second 
race, the yachts will be sailed ten miles 
on each of the three legs of the course. 
At Sandy Hook early this morning the 
wind's velocity was 36 miles an hour. 

While yesterday was a quiet day with 
the yachts lying at their moorings in- 
side Sandy Hook bay, the officials of the 
New York Yacht and Royal Ulster 
clubs had a busy tome of it in comply- 
ing with the request of Sir Thomas 
Lipton, backed by the assent of Mr. E. 
D. Morgan, of the Columbia that in the 
future the races be held on consecutive 
days, not counting Sunday. In addition 
there came the request from Mr. George 
L. Watson, th designer of Shamrock I 
for a remeasurement, because of his 
intention to take out ballast before to- 
day's race. On the first proposition an 
agreement was fiually reached between 
the challenge committee of the two clubs 
for a race every day, but on the second 
Mr. Watson, after further considering 
the matter decided to let it drop and the 
yacht will sail with exactly the same 
amount of ballast which she carried In 
previous races. This will not prevent 
Mr. Watson taking out ballast at any 
time he may wish, which of sourse the 
club is willing to have done at any time, 
If, however, after today’s race Mr. 
Watson decides to take out ballast, it 
is probable that there will be no race on 
Friday, for under the new arrangement 
either yacht is at liberty to decline to 
race on the next day. 

The agreement as sigued is as follows: 

“The races shall be sailed on the fol- 
lowing dates until completed, October 
3, 1901, and each following day except 
Sunday provided, however, that im- 
mediately on the conclusion of the race 
of Oct. Srd and each of the subsequent 
races, the regatta committee shall in- 
quire of each contestant whether he is 
willing to start the next day and should 
either contestant reply In the negative, 
one day shall intervene before starting 
the next rac. Sunday shall not count 
as such intervening day.” 

Curry Estate Will Not Pay 

Pittsburg, Oct. 3.—Because he kept 
Henry M. Curry alive long enough to 
add $1,000,000 to his fortune, Dr. J. O. 
Fowler rendered a bill for $5243 25, 
included for a short period fees at the 
rate of $100 a day. Mr. Curry, who was 
one of Carnegie’s early partners, died 
a year ago. The executors of the estate 
refused to pay the bill, and the case 
came before the Orphans’ court. While 
Dr. Fowler was prolonging his life the 
value of his estate grew at least $1,000,- 
000, being DOW $6,000,000. 


Another Lawson Challenge Declined 

Buffalo, Oct. 3.—Harry Hamlin has 
telegraphed Secretary Wilson of the 
Kentucky Trotting Horse Breeders’ as- 
sociation declining to accept the chal- 
lenge for » race between Lord Derby 
and Boralma for a purse of $5000. Mr. 
Hamlin says Lord Derby will be reserv- 
ed for trisls at the record, and will con- 
test with no horse until he has beeu 
given every chance to lower the world’s 
record. 


Goldman Wili Nor Give Her Lecture 

Chicago, Oct. 3.—Mayor Harrison has 
ordered the police to prevent Emma 
Goldman's lecture here tonight. The 
anarchist organ Free Society was issued 
today for the first tiie since the presi- 
dent was shot. In it neither the mem- 
ory of the dead president or the grief of 
the public is.respected or even consider- 
ed. The leading article, a review of 
Czolgosz’s crime is by Emma Goldman.

“. urderer Brainard’s DGense 

Portland, Oct. 3.—The defense in the 
ease of G. H. Brainard, the electrician, 
who killd two of lis fellow workmen 
last June, introduced convincing testi- 
mony yesterday as to the murderer's in- 
sanity. 

Charles L. Saunders, the proprietor ot 
a hotel in Haverhill, Mass., proved te 
be the sensational witness of the trial. 
He testified that Brainard came to his 
hotel on Sundey night in 1898. In the 
morning Brainard approached him and 
asked, “What kind ofa hotel do you 
keep here?’ He said that people tried 
to break into his room during thenight 
Witness replied that he slept beneath 
Brainard’s room and heard no noise 
Brainard took a seat, in the dining room 
and Mr. Saunders saw him take out a 
jack-knife and cut a hole in a napkin. 
Brainard ordered his breakfast but left 
before it was served. He returnd to 
dinner. Witness saw him cut the centre 
out of a napkin and pull the napkin 
over his head. Witness asked him why 
he acted so and Brainard informed him 
that he had better settle his bill and 
leave the hotel,which he did after dinner 

Witness was sent for soon after to, go 
to Brainard’s room and found that 
Brainard had torn up a breadth of the 
carpet and rolled a cigarette in it. Wit. 
ness testitied that Sunday Brainard oc- 
cupied three different rooms. 


American Jockeys Not Given a Show 

London, Oct. 3.—Lester Reiff, the 
American jockey, whose license was 
withdrawn by the jockey culb yester- 
day and who was warned off Newmar- 
ket heath, in an interview today on the 
subject said: 

“Its all-a maze and muddle. There 
ure no explanations, The stewards de- 
cide that I pulled, or at any rate rode a 
crooked race on De Lacy and let my 
brother win on Minnie Dee. 1 bave been 
nearly at the top of the list this year and 
was the leading jockey in 1900. I have 
half as many mounts as some of the 
crack jockeys, yet I ride more winners, 
‘To do more than this I would have to 
ride the winner in every race. Yett 
Lord Marcus Beresford declares I rode 
crooked. The whole business is the out- 
come of the hatred and jealosy of the 
English trainers and jockeys of us 
Americans, I never rode a race in this 
country that I did not carry my life in 
my hand. All the English jockeys 
would take a hack at me. With the 
turf closed against me here, my fututre 
is unsettled.” 

Yale-Amherst Football 

New Haven, Conn., Oct. 3.—Ambherst’s 
football eleven treated the Yale team to 
a surprise yesterday in holding the Eli's 
dewn toa single touchdown ina game ot 
twelve and ten-minute halves. The 
Massachusetts men presented a line 
which, while not as heavy as Yale's 
showed up strongly on the defense and 
put up a remarkably aggressive offen 
sive game for their first of the season. 
Captain Morse at tackle was a tower of 
strength and easily handled big Goss, 
his opponent. For Yale Glass at guard 
and Hogan, for freshman tackle, contin- 
ued the good work begun in the game 
with Trinity, but the rest of the team 
was a distinct dissapointment to the 
coaches.

Company C the Victims of 
Samaran Treachery

FORTY-FIVE BODIES BURNED 


The Friendly President of the Town 
Led the Assault—The Body of Cap- 
tain Mcvonnell Tied by the Heels 
and Saturated With Kerosene 
Manila, Oct. 3—The latest advices 

from the island of Samar give the har- 

rowing details of the slaughter of the 
members of company C, 9th United 

States infantry last Saturday at Bal- 

angia. It secms that the president of the 

town, claiming to be friendly, led the 
assault in person. 

On hearing of the slaughter Colonel 
I. D. De Russy, of the 11th infantry, 
started for the scene immediately with 
a battaliou. Vhe body of Captain Con- 
nell had been tied at the heels, saturated 
with kerosene and partly burned. 

Forty-tive bodies had been burned in 
a trench, leaving seven unaccounted 
for. ‘the charred demains of many 
were recovered. Iu numerous cases 
the bodies had been badly mutilated. 
Three hundred Maccabebes will also be 
despatched to the scene of the massa- 
cre. 

The United States hospital ship Relief 
will leave here tomorrew with one bat- 
talion of the regiment, and at Megaspi 
will embark a battalion of the 26th regi- 
ment to reinforce the troops in the is- 
land of Samar. 

The American today publishes a tele- 
gram giving the account of the fight 
during which a majority of the men of 
company C of the 9th regiment were 
killed near Balangia, Sept. 28. The fight 
was long premeditated and the Fili- 
pinos were called to commit the slaught- 
er by the ringing of church bells at day- 
light. 

They got between the soldiers who 
were breakfasting and their quarters. 
The insurgents were mostly armed with 
belos, but they had a few rifles 


increasing Speed Scheduled 

Boston, Oct. 3.—In the long number of 
years that the Boston & Albany railroad 
has been in operation it is believed the 
record does not show, until the lease of 
the road to the New York Central, that 
it ever earned a place among the steam 
rail lines of the country noted for fast 
speed or exceptional longdistance runs, 

The marked conservativeness of the 
old management did not permit the en- 
gineers to get out of the locomotives all 
that was in them, as , under no cir- 
cumstances, were the drivers allowed to 
make up more than a few minutespof 
lost time on any part of the system. 
The road was splendidly equipped with 
motive power and the roadbed one of 
the best in the world, but there was a 
hard and fast rule to keep speed down 
to a comparatively low limit. 

After the Boston & Albany came un- 
der the control of the Central the fast- 
time injunction was considerably modi- 
fied, and now schedules are adopted, 
both for local and through trains, that 
are equal in speed to those of any other 
road in the country, 

A Tammany Orator For Low 

New York, Oct. 3—It is announced 
that W. Bourke Cockran will make a 
number of speeches for the anti-Tam- 
many ticket under the auspicies of the 
Greater New York Democracy during 
the campaign. Though at one time the 
“official orator” of Tammany, Mr. Cock- 
ran had a bitter quarrel with Mr. Cro- 
ker, and has siuce been an independent 
Democrat. 


British Copy Holland’s Boat 

London, Oct. 3.—The first of five sub- 
marine boats of the Holland type, build- 
ing at Barrow-in-Furness for the Brit- 
ish government, was launched this 
afternoon, without ceremony. She will 
be put through her trials during the 
course of a few weeks. ‘The other four 
boats will be ready for launching this 
year. 


Thrown From a Car 

Portsmouth, N. H., Oct. 3.—Nathaniel 
G. Wadleigh, who fell from an eleetr'e 
ear in Kittery yesterday, died shortly 
after 3 o'clock from his injuries. Mr. 
Wadleigh, who was 65 years of age. was 
standing ip the rear vestibule of a car, 
and when it rounded a curve at Wood- 
lawn avenue, he pitched out head fore- 
most striking on his head and fractur 
ing his skull.

Many who had in these 
years kept up a wordy war protracted it until the constitution was adopted, 
believing that the fruits of all the sacritice made would be lost with the rejec- 
tion of thelr own theories of government. Hence followed a new installment 
of political literature whose importance in tiding the new nation over danger- 
ous shoals cannot be overestimated.

The leaders in this great debate were 
Samuel Adams, Patrick Henry and Thomas Jefferson on the side of the estab- 
lished government. 

On the other side were ranged Alexander Hamilton, John Jay and James 
Madison as leaders of the party for the adoption of the constitution. With 
them were associated George Washington, John Adams, Fisher Ames, Thomas 
Paine, Albert Gallatin, John Marshall and Joseph Story. The first three of 
these made The Federalist famous as the leading collection of political writ- 
ings in this long and violent controversy. The constitution had been called a 
“triple beaded monster” and “as deep and wicked a conspiracy as ever was 
invented in the darkest ages against the liberties of a free people.” Evidently 
some one must arise to its defense and explanation. Hamilton undertook this 
with the help of Madison and Jay in 85 short essays, published in The Inde- 
pendent Gazetteer of New York in 1787-8, of which Hamilton himself wrote 
51. They did for the adoption of the constitution what Paine’s essays did for 
the Declaration of Independence. The writers did not have the creation of 
literature in mind so much as of a new government. Incidentally they accom- 
plished the first while laboring with all their might for the second, producing 
not only “the most profound and suggestive treatise on government that has 
ever been but also a piece of writing which reflects the spirit of 
liberty guided and controlled by the wisest law. In addition, it has literary 
values which cannot be overlooked. open- 
ing sentences declare in unmistakable terms the purpose of the writer and the 
importance of the question to be discussed.

It is impracticable of course to follow the discussion of these vital topics 
here even in outline. It must be read to appreciate the wisdom of its views 
and the dignity and moderation with which they are presented. Much may 
be argued for the good sense of a people to whom such a series of articles 
could be add@ressed with the expectation that they would be carefully read 
and thoughtfully pondered. That they were so received is evident from their 
continuation through SS numbers and their repeated issue in edition after 
edition when they were completed. That they were successful in their pur- 
pose is established by the fact that the particular community to which they 
were addressed was induced to do that which the majority had informally 
declared it would not do, and the people of New York, accepting this inter- 
pretation of the constitution as true, determined to favor its establishment 
between itself and the other states of the union.

That 
was on a Saturday. The lawyer told 
him that he had just two days before 
the year expired in which to make in 
Canada a new tack machine, to adver-

“Multer telegraphed a number of 
times to his home office, but received

Failing to hear from Dor- 
chester, he hired upon his own respon- 
sibility the entire force of a small 
foundry. Thirty men worked all that 
Saturday night and all of Sunday cast- 
ing a new machine, with the old one 
as a model. I saw the product of their 
labor, and I must say it was crude. 
However, they finished the machine on 


time, and they made about six tacks, 


with it. 

“The machine was offered for sale 
through newspaper advertisement. For 
the sake of form Multer asked two 
firms if they wanted it. Of course 
they did not. Thus the requirements 
of the law were met, and the Canadian 
patent was saved to the company. 
There was a great hubbub in Dorches- 
ter when they received a bill from the 
foundry people for $3,000. When Mul- 
ter explained the circumstances, the 
firm was so pleased at what he had 
done it raised his salary 50 per cent. 
It keeps that machine at its factory 
for a curio. The story shows that the 
young business men of this country 
can climb ‘out of a pretty deep hole

MISS STONE'S RELEASE 


Assured as Far as Ransom 
Money Is Ccncerned 


PUBLIC QUICKLY RESPONDS 


To the Appeal For Funds to Be Paid 
to Bulgarian Brigands—EKntire Sum 
of $110,000 Will Probably Be In 


Bankers’ Hauds by lomorrow Noon 


Boston, Oct. 7.—The urgeney of the 
case of Miss Sioue, the missionary held 
for ransom by brigands in’ Bulgaria, 
brought together the members of the 
prudential cominittee of the American 
board for two hours yesterday. Later 
the committee issued a statement based 
upon the views of President Capin of 
the board and Secretary Smith, on the 
result of their visit to Washington on 
Saturday. 

Both had interviews with President 
Roosevelt aud the officials of the state 
department. It was made plain to them, 
they told the prudential committee, that 
the only certain way to secure the re- 
lease of Miss Stone and save her life 
would be the payment of the ransom. 
The committee was informed that the 
governinent, by reason of constitutional 
restriction, is unable to pay the ransom. 
The committee was also made aware of 
the fact that the American board has 
no money with which to save Miss 
Stone. The only practical way, there- 
rore, was shown to be a popular sub- 
scription, which already has been 
started. 

The committee approved of this and 
began sending telegrams to many parts 
of the country urging subscriptions. 
The committee says that in view of the 
spirit with which the appeal is received 
there is strong ground for the hope that 
the amount will be obtained specd ly. 

President Capen says that the govern- 
ment at Washington, both the pres dent 
and the state department, have done, 
are doing, and will continue to do, all 
that is in their power to procure the re- 
lease of Miss Stoue. 

Just how much money has been given 
to the fund for the ransom of Miss 
Stone is not known. Those directing 
the effort in her behalf think that the 
figure is fully $100,000, if pot the neees- 
sary amount, which is $10,000 more, La 
Boston and vicinity the amount already 
on hand from a comparatively sinall 
number of sources reaches nearly $39,- 
000,and there are a host of shurches to 
hear from, 


TO SHOW A MODEL CITY. 


Rew York Art Soclety Proposes to 
Erect One at St. Louis Fair. 

Ou the call of Charles R. Lamb, 
chairman of the art committee of the 
Municipal Art society of New York, 
says the New York Tribune, a meeting 
of the society was held to discuss ways 
and means of definitely formulating a 
scheme for a model city to be erected 
in the contines of the St. Louls World's 
fair. As the exposition must have cer- 
tain buildings to carry on its work, 
such as the service building, postoffice, 
hospital, police, fire and sanitary de- 
partments, they could be constructed 
as the nucleus of the model city. 

The object of the society is to show 
the people of the United States and of 
the world how a city should be built. 
It is proposed to show, for example, by 
means of « miniature city how roads 
and streets should be laid out, how 
sewers should be built and how the 
corners of streets should be properly 
treated as regards lighting and num- 
bering, a subject in which, as one 
member exj¢essed it, New York sins to 
a degree thet is a disgrace to the repu- 
tation of the United States for in- 
genuity. It is also proposed to show 
how a city can be made beautiful and 
how to utilize toward that end the pub- 
lic buildings of every city, large and 
small. A letter sent to ex-Governor 
Francis, president of the St. Louis 
position, outlining this scheme 
elicited a favorable response.

STRIKE !S POSTPONED 


Fail River Textile Operatives Got 
Into a Tangle 

Fall River, Mass., Oct. 7.—The threat- 
ened industrial strike among the mills 
in this city for an advance of 5 percent 
in wages has been postponed for two 
weeks, by vote of the Textile Council. 
The secretaries of the various unions 
say that the movement was supposed to 
be unanimous. The carders and loom- 
fixers understood that the agreement 
was to be unanimous or the vote to 
strike would take no effect. The other 
unions understood that the majority 
was to rule, but if one union stood out 
against the strike it would be declared 
off. On these two different understand- 
ings the unions took their votes. In 
view of this difference of understanding, 
the members of the Textile Council 
thought it was wise to defer all action 
as far as ordering a strike was con- 
cerned until two weeks from today. 

When the announcement was made 
that the council had called the strike off 
for two weeks, the manufacturers 
seenied indifferent. They said it was 
the only thing the operatives could do 
under the circumstances and they 
thought it would bave been much better 
had the leaders come out and declared 
the strike off altogether instead of put- 
ting in the two weeks clause. They 
pointed out that in the next two weeks 
the situation will be in a very unse‘tled 
condition, all kinds of business will be 
poor on account of the uncertainty, and 
unseen complications may ensue. Be- 
yond that they refused to express any 
opinion. 

Secretary Whitehead of the council 
said that the action of the union in de- 
elaring the strike postponed was not to 
be taken as an indication that they ad 
mitted they had been defeated, but that 
the affair had been simply postponed 
until the preseut misunderstanding 
could be straightened out. It is ex- 
pected a meeting of the Textile Council 
will be held during this week to consider 
plans of action to be taken at the end of 
the proposed | term. 


SECRETARY WILSON’S CAKDS 


Declares the Ordinary Printed Ones 
Are Good Enough. 

There isn’t an engraved card to be 
found among the personal belongings 
of one of the hundreds of agents, chiefs, 
experts, professors and untitled scien- 
tists employed at the department of ag- 
riculture, says a Washington corre- 
spondent, although engraving for offi- 
cial cards costs nothing. Secretary Wil- 
son, who is a good deal of a farmer in 
every sense of the word, is responsible 
for this wonder’: 1 condition of affairs. 
Some time ago a recently promoted 
chief made out a requisition for 500 
engraved cards, stating his name and 
office. But he didn't get them 

“You think you need e »ngraved cards,” 
observed the secretary, who had sent 
for the young man when the requisition 
was laid before him for approval 

“Well, 1 don't,” said the secretary. 
“The bureau of engraving and printing 
has something else to do besides en- 
graving cards for us. 

“That's good enough for me,” obsery- 
ed the secretary, tossing out a very 
rummy looking card bearing the words 
in printed script, “James Wilson, Sec- 
retary of Agriculture.” “I guess we'll 
change this to printed cards and send 
{t to the printer up stairs.” 

Since that event the secretary has 
never used the new clief’s name. He 
refers to him as “the young man who 
wants engraved cards.” Since then all 
engraved cards have disappeared from 
the department. 


United States Grazing Lands. 

A report on the work of the division 
of agrostology of the department of ag- 
riculture since its organization in 1895 
has been submitted to Secretary Wil- 
son by Professor F. Lamson Scribner, 
the government agrostologist. The re- 
port says that of the unoccupied public 
lands about 365,400,000 acres are now 
regarded as fit only for grazing pur- 
poses, and in addition there are 124,- 
300,000 acres of forest land, the greater 
portion of which is also used for graz- 
ing. As a result of the field work al- 
ready done the department has been en- 
abled to recommend to farmers and 
stockmen throughout the country the 
forage crops adapted to their conditions 
and special requirements and to carry 
on experiments with introduced forage 
plants Itkely to prove valuable In any 
particular region. Within the United 
States are grown over 1,000 species of 
grasses and perbaps a hundred or 
more other plants of sufficient forage 
value to justify their investigation and 
cultivation. a 

To Teach Soldiers to S*vim, 

There is a certain inexplicable back- 
wardness in all armies in making the 
ability to swim as compulsory as other 
requirements of far less practical im- 
portance, says The Army and Navy 
Journal. If a soldier would not learn 
how to execute “fours, right,” he would 
be at once attended to, but the fact that 
he doesn’t know how to save his own 
life if he falls overboard is considered 
of less importance. This indifference 
prevails not only among landlubbers, 
but also among seamen. The accident 
at Bilancourt, where four French cav- 
alrymen were drowned while engaged 
in crossing the Seine during a military 
reconnoissance, has caused a good deal 
of discussion in France, and the minis- 
ter of war has issued an order that in 
every case where rivers are to be cross- 
ed in peace operations by swimming 
certain regulations shall be observed. 
The chief oi these is that when men un- 
able to swim are engaged in the opera- 
tions they shall be accompanied or be 
closely followed by certified swimmers 
in equal nun'‘ber. _— “Huse sho # 


SAMPSON DISAPPOINTED 


At Non-Participation In En- 
gagement With Cervera 


THE OPINION OF ALGER 


the Admiral’s Conduct 
Toward the Army Before Santiago 
—An 
Miles-Figan Beef Controversy 


Regarding 


Interesting Chapter on the 


New York, Oct, 7—General Alger's 


book on the Spanish-American war will 
be issued next Thursday. 

Opening his book with the survey of 
the Cuban situation in 1898, General 
Alger says: “The thoughtful observer 
of public events during the years of 
1895-1897 need hardly be reminded that 
both the Clevleaud and McKinley ad- 
ministrations sought by every honorable 
means to avoid complications with 
Spain though protesting against the con- 
ditions prevalent in Cuba.” 

He then comments upon our unpre- 
paredness for war at that time and the 
splendid spectacle of the country’s re- 
sponse to the government's ultimatum 
upon Spain. He then leads the reader 
throug hurried preparations for war. 
The account of the march on Santiago 
is graphically pictured and prepares one 
for the fight at Caney and San Juan. 

The “round robin” incident comes in 
for a fair share of space. While the 
negotiations for surrender were pend- 
ing before Santiago, the general otlicers 
of Shafter’s army met and signed a 
“round robin,” which was given out 
for publication. Of the “round robin” 
itself, General Alger says he has no 
criticism to offer. But he does criticise 
the publication of it, saying that it was 
one of the most unfortunate and re- 
grettable incidents of the war. : 

General Alger reviews at length the 
difficulties between General Shafter and 
Admiral Sampson and quotes many of 
ficial letters. He concludes this chapter 
in these words: “It is difficult to ac- 
count for Adiniral Sampson's seeming 
attitude towards the army during the 
operations before Santiago, as well as 
to excuse him for his contradictory 
statement, subsequently made in his of- 
ficial report. After July 3 the admiral's 
conduct may have been due to the keen 
disappointment resulting from his nun 
participation in the engagement with 
Cervera’s squadron. Possibly he felt 
that Shafter’s request for a conference 
on the morning of July 3, innocent 
though it was, was responsible for his 
being deprived of the honor of actively 
participating as commander-in-chief {n 
one of the most remarkable victories in 
the annals of naval warfare.” 

Of the Miles-Egap controversy on the 
alleged furnishing of “embalmed beef” 
to the army, General Alger says: “The 
commission appointed by the president 
at my request to investigate the con- 
duct of the war department in the war 
with Spain met on Sept. 24, 1898. On 
Dee. 21 the major general commanding 
the army of the Unitd States appeared 
before the commission and made his 
statements with respect to the beef fur- 
nished to the army during the war. 

“Although the commission had been 
sitting nearly three months the charges 
with respect to canned and refrigerated 
beef were now made for the first time: 
and, stranger and more Inexcusable and 
more unsoldierly still, during all those 
months, with this pretended knowledge 
of facts which, if they existed, should 
have been made known to the secre- 
tary of war, for the protection of the 
army. General Miles had never 
mentioned the subject. 

“General Miles seemed to be pleased 
with the notoriety which his startling 
statement before the commission and 
his subsequent newspaper interview 
gave him; for again, on March 31, 1899, 
in New York city, he published addi- 
tional charges. This unmilitary and 
questionable method of making in pub- 
lic grave and scandalous charges re 
garding a brother officer and the work 
of his departinent—charges which sub- 
sequent and careful investigation 
proved both unwarranted and untrue— 
seemed to appeal to certain character- 
isties of the major generalcommanding 
to which the question to which refer- 
ence here would be out of place. 

“If we were to believe written eyi- 
dence to the contrary it does not appear 
that General Miles was even honest in 
making his dilatory charges that the 
tinned beef was issued as the ‘pretense 
of an experiment’ and that it was nota 
part of the ration. On June 17, 1898, 
his most confidential! staff officer signed 
a letter by ‘direction of the major gen- 
eral of the army’ instructing the depot 
commissary at Tampa to furnish to 
General Nunez 10,644 pounds of canned 
roast beef, to be issued from the sub- 
sistance stores of the army. If we are 
to accept the reading of this letter as 
correct, it proves that General Miles 
knew that canned fresh beef was a part 
of the ration; that he knew there was a 
large"qQuantity of it at Tampa for issue 
to the troops; and that he so far ap- 
proved of its use as to direct that the 
ration be furnished in large quantities 
to our allies.”

Granite Buildings. 


The old adage that ‘‘shoe maker's 
children go barefoot,’’ is in a measure 


other evening for the lecture, I was/ verified by the comparative few granite 


structures in Quincy, where granite is 
native to the soil. 

A stranger, on a visit here, might 
look about to see how many edifices 
were composed of this native material ; 
but there is not much of it to be seen 
outside our stone yards where such 
artistic work can always be enjoyed, or 
ia the quarries which impress one by 
the granite in its natural state, or in 
the cemeteries of the city. 

The very inpressive decoration these 
days, upon our classic Town Hal! which 
lends itself to designs that a more orna- 
mental style would not match, attracts 
one daily, and the mind dwells upon 
the building today, and the material 
that composes it. Directly across the 
way, the old stone Temple stands, a 
monument in granite. 

These buildings harmonize, bat they 
do not show what granite is capable of 
today. Better specimens of the stone, 
better finishings by polish can be seen 
elsewhere. 

Again the public drinking fountain 
in Quincey centre is of this imperish- 
able material. It resists the great force 
that comes to it, by tbe gigantic 
weight of teams laden with stone, and 
it tells too, of pablic spirit and gener- 
osity as well as furnishes water to the 
wayfarer and the teams and animals. 

The hugh circalar basins were hewn 
from one block of granite and this 
structure is a good example of granite 
for durable purposes, for granite is not 
a beautiful stope by any means unless 
unusual specimens are found, or it is 
polished. It suggests rugged strength 
rather than beauty. 

The picturesque and more ornate 
Chris’ts church with its surrounding 
walls and pretty fountain at the corner, 
are highly ornamented. 

Further along school street, a sombre 
block of a building that served for 
mapy years as a schoolhouse, then as 
an engine house, and now as a police 
station, stands as an old land mark. 

Over the valley from here, across the 
railroad cut, the attractive Swedish 
stone church perched upon a miniture 
quarry and approached by a high 
flight of stone steps is a most credit- 
able monument to our industry. 

Near East Milton Junction is another 
sombre structure, old, solid, but made 
of the gray stone which surrounds it. 

In spite of its plainness, our granite 
is an attractive trimming as well as a 
fine foundation to places and buildings, 
as seen in the Adams academy, the en- 
trance to the John Quiney Adams es- 
tate, and a part of the base of the man- 
zion house there, in the front of the 
Quincy Savings Bank building, of 
which it forms ‘an important portion, 
in the entrance gates of our cemeter- 
ies, within their Walls where it marks 
the last resting place of so many of 
Quincy's illustrious dead, and in va- 
rious other places. 

The first story of the home of Mrs. 
Charles H. Hardwick on Chestnut 
street is of granite, as is the under- 
structure of Mr. Henry Hardwick’s on 
Washington street, selected with the 
admixture of iron which gives it a 
mellow tone. 


Rough granite lends an added and a} 


tine effect to buildings as can be seen 
in the private library of the ol ld Adams 
house near the President’s bridge, the 
stable there and also in the picturesque 
Unitarian church in Wollaston. These 
are some of the municipal examples of 
granite in buildings, still prominent 
structures like our City Hall are very 
few in Quincy. 

‘To see this material at its best, oue 
should visit our quarries which form 
a barrier at the outposts of our city, 
see it in its impressiveness and realize 
what a steady sonrce of industry and 
wealth it has been, then go into our 
stone yards and sheds and see what 
graceful and delicate beauty in smaller 
work can be wrought from this stone. 

The only social society which incor- 
porates its name is the Granite City 
club, which is composed of leading busi- 
ness men of the city. 


Debt Raised. 


The First Presbyterian church was 
very successful at its se rvices cn Sun- 
day in practically wiping out the debt 
for churzh improvements made last 
year. A balance of $1,200 was the 
amount desired, and $1,075 were 
pledged. None o! the pledges were for 
over $50. Such loyalty to chureh by 
wage earners is commendable.

RICHES IN PHILIPPINES | When You Need Flour CLAS: IFIED ADVERTISEMENTS, 


Will Not Be of Benefit to Us For a 
Generation or Two 

Denver, Oct. 7.—-Congressman Shaf- 
roth, who Lax beea travelling in China 
and the Philippines for the past four 
months has reached home. Speaking of 
the conditions in the Philippizes he 
said: 

“Peace has been practically restorcd. 
There is still a little insurrection in 
Samar, but aside from that, everything 
is fairly quiet. 1 do not believe, how- 
ever, that the retention of the islands 
will be profitable, as the government 
will have to expend a great deal of 
money on them, even in times of peace. 
It costs now between $60,000,000 and 
$75,000,000 a year to keep the soldiers 
there, and even if the number is_ re- 
ducedto 30,000 the expense will still be 
greater than the profits from the islands 
will warrant. The islands are unques- 
tionably rich, but their benefit to the 
United States will not materialize until 
a generation or two shall have passed 
and the need for an army in the island 
shall have gone.” v 

Mr. Shafroth looked into the silver 
question in the Philippines aud will sub- 
mit a plan to congress for the reopen- 
ing of the mint at Manila and the es- 
tablishment of free coinage of silver of 
the islinds. Mexican and English silver 
coins are now circulated in the islands, 
and as American bills and gold com 
wand a premium in China and neigh- 
boring countries most of the American 
money is now driven out of the country. 


Hodgson Read Correspondence 
Washington, Oct. 7—Only one session 
of the Schley court of inquiry was held 
Saturday. Vractieally the only witness 
of the day was Lieutenant Commander 
Hodgson, who was navigator of the 
flazship Brooklyn during the campa'gn 
of 1898. Almost his entire time was 
taken up with the reading of correspon- 
dence which has been published and this 
fact rendered the proceeding of 

comparatively little popular interest.

Cammish, dying 40 minutes later. The 
two men had been bitter euremies for 
nearly a year, owing to Brown’ being 
jealous of the relations between his 
wife and the minister.

Pendleton, Ore, Oct. 7T.—A_ black- 
smith of Alba named McWilliams ma- 
ligned the lite president McKinley Sat 
urday. A mob secured ai rope and 
started to lynch him. McWilliams tled 
to this place, having spent the entire 
night ip running ‘and walking. 


Sheriff Killed Would-Be Lyncher 

Ashville, Ala.. Oct. 7.—Sheriff North, 
charged with the murder of Joln T. 
Blankenship during the aitempt of a 
mob to storm the jail for the purpose of 
lynching a negro, was acquitted. The 
trial was held under the protection of 
the state militia.

Mrs. Anna Coleman died at Somer- 
ville, Mass., as a result of being envel- 
oped in flames by the overturning of an 
oil stove. 

John Mayher, one of the most promi-

The men now lecked up are Howard 
unemployed reporter; 
Heury Wallace, seciety editor of one of 
the morning newspapers; J. K. Findlay, 
Stenographer in the business office of 
another morning paper, and Oscar 8S. 
Dunlap, a barber employed in one of 
the most promineut shops in the city. 
The victiin is Mrs. Mabel Goodrich of 
North Tenth street. The four men were 
arresied Saturday night. 

Last Monday Mrs. Goodrich went to 
police headquarters and told a story of 
Kidnapping and robbery so daring that 
the police at first doubted its truth. She 
said that a young man, who represented 
himself as a resident of Germantown 
last Wednesday week, proposed a drive 
through Fairmount park. She went out 
with him in a carriage with a pair of 
richly caparisoned horses and with a 
coachman on the box wearing stylish 
livery. At a lonely place in Fairmount 
park the carriage was stopped by aman 
whom she said represented himself as 
D, Clarence Gibbony, the secretary and 
attorney of the Law and Order society 
of Philadelphia. ‘This man, she went on 
to say, told her that he had a warrant for 
her arrest on the charge of keeping, a 
disorderly house, but that the matter 
could be fixed up. 

He was invited into her carriage an] 
the next moment she was gagged and 
blindfolded. The men conveyed her 
into a building where a fire engine and 
a hook and ladder truck were standing.

without any- 
thing to eat or drink, and was then 
taken on another long drive, blindfolded, 
to a house where she was kept from 
I'riday until Monday. 

In the latter place the men, who were 


| asked, stripped her of her jewelry and 


at the point of a revolver compelled her 
to sign bank checks for various sums of 
money she had deposited in the Third 
National bank. The men finally put her 
out of a carriage about a mile from her 
house. 

The detectives secured several clues 
which led to them to a fire house in 
Wayne, 15 miles from Philadelphia. The 
fire company is a volunteer organiza- 
tion and the key to the place was kept 
in the nearest dwelling. ‘The nearest 
house was occupied by a family named 
Iindlay and there the police learned 
that one of the sons was J. K. Findlay. 
Getting a description of him the police 
returned to the city and found the young 
man, who is 21 years old, inthe office 
where he is employed. He was charged 
With the crime and broke down and im- 
plicated three others. 

Findlay said that he had impersonated 
the coachman; that Sloan, the unem- 
ployed reporter, acted the part of at- 
torney Gibbony; that the barber played 
the part of the rich Germantown resi- 
dent; and that Wallace, the society ed- 
itor, had rented a house in German- 
town, where Mrs. Goodrich was to hare 
been held captive.

BRAINERD NOT INSANE 


g| Jury Returns a Verdict of Murder In

Portland, Me., Oct. 8.—That 
HE. Brainard was not insane when he

GOVERNMENT Ai WuRK 


In Endeavor to Secure Release 
of Miss Stone 


MISSION BOARD'S POSITION 


Relterates That It Had No Right to 
Pay a Rausom, Thereby Establish- 


ing a Dangerous Precedent, Even 
If it Mad the Funds 


Hartford, Oct. 9.--After devotional ex- 
ercises at last evening's session of the 
American beard, President Capen rea‘ 
the official report of the board concern- 
ing the captivity and ransom of Miss 
Kilen M. Stone. he report was as fol- 
lows 

There is such universal interest in 
the case of Miss Stone that it seems wise 
for the officers of the board to make a 
brief statement of the facts as they ex- 
ist at the present time. For several 
weeks the government authorities at 
Washington have been at work, us’nz 
every possible effort to secure her re- 
lease. We have been in frequent com-—- 
munication with our representative in 
Constantinople. Last Thursday we re- 
ceived a dispatch from Washington 
Which told us how increasingly grave 
the situation Aad become. On the re 
ceipt of this telegram the prudenfial 
colmmittee came together and cons'dered 
the situation most thoroughly. On the 
oue side Was the fact that if we yielded 
to this demand for ransom it was put- 
ting a premium on the lives of the mis- 
sionaries of every society in the world. 
The question was even broader than the 
cease of missionaries; it practically cou- 
cerned the safety of any and = every 
American cltizen. 


Recognizing the full gravity of the 


lsituation, the committee decided that it 


had no right to pay a ransom and es- 
tablish a precedent which would be sure 
to be dangerous in all the future. Fur- 
j thermore, we Were restrained by the 
eartiiar fact that we had uo funds that 
could be employed for this purpose. 
The goverument was restrained from 
paying the money by constitutional lim- 
itation aud the American board seemed 
equally restrained from paying a ran- 
Soll. 

The solicitude of the committee was 
such and their purpose to do everything 
possible was so strong that they sent a 
deputation to meet President Roosey: lt 
and the officials of the state department 
This conference was held last Saturday 
forenoon.” lt is impossible to overstate 
the sympathy and interest of the presi- 
dent, the acting secretary of state and 
other officia!s. 

The government showed what steps 
it was taking and how every power of 
diplomacy was being used to effect the 
release of Miss Stone. Contidential de- 
tails were given and the friends of the 
board can be assured that everything 
conceivable is being done to further the 
recovery of Miss Stone. The heart and 
the persistence of the president in this 
effort were most significant. They as- 
sured us that apparently at the mo- 
ment the only practicable method to se- 
cure her life was to have the funds 
promptly at band to pay the ransom. 

gut it ought to be clearly understood 
that this is but one step; that when she 
is released there will be a vigorous at- 
tempt not only to secure the return of 
the money, but, furthermore, to bring 
about such conditions that such an oc- 
currence shall pot be possible inthe fu- 
ture. No one doubts that our govern- 
ment will not drop this matter uutil the 
rights of American citizenship are es- 
tablished. 

Meanwhile a movement was begun 
under the leadership of the family of 
Miss Stone to secure by popular appeal 
the amount of the ransom. 

Under this new advice of the govern- 
ment a meeting of the prudent’al com- 
mittee was called on Sunday roorning. 
The report of the gentleneu sent to 
Washington was received «nd it -vas de- 
cided that while we could not recede 
from the action of last Friday, the tid- 
ings of the government made it most 
evident that the first thing was to se 
cure Miss Stone's safety, then the other 
steps would follow; therefore we felt 
that as individuals it was our duty and 
to help by all means in our power the 
securing of this ransom from the yzen- 
eral public. 

Money has been received in answer to 
this appeal for humanity. The govern- 
ment has showed its supreme interest 
In this matter by already becoming the 
custodians of this fund as handed to 
them by Kidder, Peabody & Co. This 
plan not only shows the government's 
interest, but it guards any possibility 
that any part of the money will be paid 
ever until Miss Stone hersilf has been 
placed in safety in the hands of the 
proper authorities. 

It will be seen from the »bove state- 
ment that the board has been « unit in 
its whole action from the begia 1inz and 

consistent throughout. Any one who 
had been present at the conference in 
Washington would not hesitate to have 


full tontidence in the government's et- 
forts. The officials of the board, hav- 
ing been received into ‘ts confidence, are 
willing to trust the government; we, in 
turn, have no doubt that the friends of 
the board will have confidence in us. 


Contributers’ Rush Is Over 

Boston, Oct. 9.—No additional state- 
ment of money received for the ransom 
fund for Miss Stone was given out ty 
Kidder, Peabody & Co., after the one 
yesterday afternoon showing a total of 
£56,574.61. The rush of contributors is 
over, because of the general opinion that 
the critical moment has been averted 
and that a month’s time offers ample 
ppportunity to add to the fund. 


A Female Check Swindler 

New York, Oct.9.—Emma A. Sar- 
geant, who says she isa maid toa 
member of a theatrical company now 
playing in Worcester, Mass., was ar- 
raigued before Judge Cowing yetsterday 
to answer the charge of petty larceny.

In Santiago Fight 


CHART-MAKING TESTIMONY 


Wainwright Says That Navigators 
Who Signed Official Report Were 
Dissatisfied--MucheDiscussed Chart 


Was a Compromise of Opinions 


Wshington, Cet. 9.—There were two 
new witnesses before the Schley court 
of inquiry yesterday. They were Com- 
mander Wainwright, who commanded 
the Gloucester durivg the war with 
Spain, and Lieutenant Bristol, who as 
ensign, Was a watch and division officer 
on the batile ship Texas during that 
period. 

Commander Wainwright's testimony 
dealt largely with chart nnaking. He 
was for a time senior meaiber of the 
board of navigators which prepared the 
official chart show ing the position of the 
American ships during the battle off 
Santiago and he gave details of the 
method of its preparation. He said he 
did uot consider the position assigned 
in that drawing accurate, but that they 
were given as a result of a compromise 
of the veiws of the membars of the 
board. 

Captain Lemly began his examination 
of Commander Wainwright by drawing 
from the witness the fact that he had 
been a member and latterly senior mem- 
ber of the board which had _ officially 
acted in making the chart showing the 
positions of the American and Spanish 
ships at Santiago. The witess told 
how conclusions were reached by that 
board. 

He said: “When I reported as senior 
member of the board, the board of navi 
gation had asketched chart before them 
with the number of positions sketched 
on it, which had been determined by 
them, starting at different periods, first 
when the ships came out and afterward 
when they went ashore. Each naviga- 
tor, as near as possible, would put the 
position of his ship at that time. Then 
there was a great deal of discussion as 
to the relative positions. Of course it 
was impossible to get any position by 
bearings and there was nothing known 
about the relative positions. The im- 
possibilitv of getting bearings even if 
we had a correct chart was apparent, 
hut it gave a general idea of the posi- 
tions of the vessels during different pe- 
riods of the battle.” 


Mr. Rayner asked if it was true, as 
Officially stated in the report, that 
the positions were assigned from  un- 
known bearings. The witness replied 
that the statement was incorrect; that 
they were established by estimated 
bearings. Most of the positions were, 
he said, fixed by discussions among the 
havigators constituting the board, al- 
though Captain Chadwick was before 
the board. The navigators bad done the 
best they could in plotting the vessels 
and had made it as nearly correct as 
possible, so long after the engagement 
as had been stated by the board. Asked 
by Mr. Rayner about the places assigned 
to the Brooklyn and the Texas, while 
the former vessel was making her loop, 
Commander Wainwright said he did 
not consider them correct. “For my- 
self,” said he, “I was never satisfied 
with the places assigned.” He said 
further that while the board had done 
the best it could at the time, as a board, 
it had not dene the best to satisy 
any member of the board. “It was the 
best we could do to get all the members 
of the board to sign the report,” he 
said. 

“Who, in addition to yourself, was 
not satisfied?" asked Mr. Rayner. “I 
would not like to say,” responded the 
witness. “I know that the navigator 
of the Texas was not, for one. I think 
none was satisfied, except the navigator 
of the Brooklyn, and I don’t know that 
he was.” 

“But notwithstanding you were all, 
including the navigator of the Brooklyn, 
dissatisfied you signed the report?’ 
“That is correct.” 

On redirect examination, Commander 
Wainwright said that in making the 
chart all the members of the board were 
at liberty to contribute whatever data 
they had, or make whatever arguments 
they might desire. He also said that 
the chart was a compromise of opinions 
In response to further questions the 
witness said that he did not see the 
Brooklyn on the day of the battle of 
Santiago. 

Lieutenant Bristol had not concluded 
his testimony when the court adjourned 
for the day. He did not see the loop 
made by the Brooklyn, the greater part 
of his testimony turning upon a chart 
he had made showing largely, accord- 
ing to his opinion, the positions of the 
various ships of the American flect at 
different times during the engagement 
of July 3. There were several spirited 
eontroversies between counsel over 
questions asked the witness by Mr. Ray- 
ner concerning this chart. 

Lieutenant Commander Hodgson, 
Captain Folger and Lieutenant Dyson 
made additions to their previous testi- 
moby.

SCHOOLS IN PORTO RICO 


Encouraging Results of the 
Work of a Year. 


IMPROVEMENT IN FAOILITIES. 


Dr. Brumbaugh, United States Com- 
missioner of Education, In a Pri- 
wate Letter to a Friend Tells Whai 
Has Been Accomplished In a Short 
Time. 


Dr. M. G. Brumbaugh, United States 
commissioner of education of Porto Ri 
co, in a private letter to a friend at 
Schenectady, N. Y., tells of the prog 
ress of educational work in the island. 
He says: 

First.—We maintain school in Porte 
Rico for nize months—t. e., the average 
school year is nine months. This is as 
high as any state in the Union, I think. 

Second.—Our average daily attend- 
ance for nine months was 75 per cent. 
In 1897-8 it was in Massachusetts 76, 
Pennsylvania 74, New York 68, Kansas 
69, Virginia 68, Texas 66 and New 
Mexico 64. Thus, you see, we are now 
ahead of Pennsylvania by 1 per cent 
and within 1 per cent of Massachu- 
setts. This is a conclusive argument 
that our schools are popular in the true 
sense. 

Third.—Under military government 
we had 612 schools. On May 1, 1900, 
we had 800 schools. For term opening 
Sept. 30 we shall have 1,000 schools. 

Fourth.—When I came here, we had 
less than 100 good American school 
desks for pupils. Washington sent a 
few secondhand desks. Since Il came 
we have pnt into the schools’ use 7,000 
first class desks. This year we shall 
add 7,500. 

Fifth.—In January we had not one 
schoolhouse of our own In Porto Rico. 
We now have eighteen agricultural 
schoolhouses built and ready for Sept. 
30, eight more in process of erection, 
six four room brick graded schools 
ready, two four room almost ready, 
three ten room in process, ready Sept. 
30; one six roam in process, ready Sept. 
30; three two room in process, ready 
Sept. 30; cost of all, $200,000; cost of 
equipment, $30,000; insular normal, 
ready Noy. 1, $35,000; value of perma- 
nent equipment, $265,000 in six months. 

Sixth—We have petitions for more 
schools daily; 
supply. Our Hmit is money.

Impossible to maintain 


more from insular revenue. United 
States government ought to give us 
$250,000 to $300,000 annually for ten 


years to erect schoolhouses. No local 
district has been able to erect a school- 
house. 

Seventh.—_We have in many schools 
fifty-five pupils—the limit—and as 
many as 124 on the waiting list—lL. e. 
batches up to 124 ready to enter vari- 
ous schools as soon as we can find 
room for them. 

Eighth.—Spain had a few schools— 
only in towns. The poor peons never 
had a single school. We have now 
opened over 400 rural schools and 204 
more will open Sept. 30, 1901. This is 
democratic ideals working among the 
humble and neglected. To us it is one 
of our best results. 

Ninth.—Some one in Chicago is try- 
ing to have an official (7) Spanish ver- 
sion of the “Star Spangled Banner” 
adopted. It is not needed in Porto 
Rico. All our 40,000 children’ sing 
“America,” “Hail Columbia” and “Star 
Spangled Banner” in English. We 
want no Spanish version of our na- 
tlonal hymns. The children easily and 
quickly sing in English, and a national 
song loses force in a translation of any 
sort. 

Tenth.We are now on a _ propa- 
ganda to beautify the school grounds. 
First attempt—houses are being white- 
washed or painted, grounds fenced, 
campus provided, flowers planted, an 
effort to take care of grounds and 
house. Its influence in the homes of 
the people Is good. 

Eleventh.—Local boards this year 
will bave money to pay all their debts 
for the first time. This is the financial 
stamina injected in one year—e. g., 
Ponce owed $8,000 last year. 

Twelfth.—Systematic practical agri- 
culture will be taught In twenty 
schools—i. e., one acre of ground will 
be worked daily. Thus the industrial 
future of Porto Rico is being conserved. 

Thirteenth.—The total cost of a pupil 
{ nour schools during the past year to 
the insular government is $12 for nine 
months. 

Fourteenth.—The Hon. Andrew Car- 
negle has practically conceded to us a 
free public library ($150,000), due to

Fifteenth.—_A free public library is 
furnishing 7,500 yolumes; open daily 
till 10 p. m. Doing much good. 

Sixteenth.—Budget for 1900 gave 
$400,000, for 1901 $500,000, for mainte- 
nance of schools.

YEAR’S POSTAL BUSINESS, 


8$111,631,193; Net Deficit 
About $4,000,000. 

Auditor Henry A. Castle of the post- 
office department at Washington has 
closed the books of the postal service 
for the fiscal year ended June 30 last, 
something over three months being al- 
ways required to balance the ledger! 
accounts with 77,000 postmasters and| 
make all the other settlements required 
with the numerous branches of the 
system. The results of the year’s busi- 
ness are as follows: 

Receipts, $111,631,193.39; expendi- 
tures, $115,554,924.87; net deficit (in- 
cluding losses by fire, ete.), $3,981.- 
520.71. The deticit for the fiscal year 
is thus shown to be less than $4,000,000 
and about $1,500,000 smaller than for 
the preceding year. Owing to the ex- 
tension of rural free delivery and other 
augmented appropriasxons in every de- 
partment, the expenses of the service 
were $8,200,000 greater than the pre- 
ceding year, but the continuance of the 
nation’s prosperity raised the receipts 
more than $9,250,000, 

There has been a steady decrease in 
postal deficits during the past ten 
years. In round figures they were $11,- 
500,000 in 1897; $9,000,000 In 1898; $6,- 
500,000) In 1800; $5.5 


Receipts, 


$5,500,000 in 1900 and 
$4,000,000 in 1901. If this percentage 
of shrinkage in the deficit should con- 
tinue, it would be entirely wiped out) 
within three years. 

It is considered significant of the in- 
creased business activity of the coun- 
try that while owing to enormous ex- 
tensions of the postal service its ex- 
penditures have increased $21,500,000, 
or 22 per cent, in five years, its revenue 
has increased $29,000,000, equivalent to! 
35 per cent, during the same period. | 

The auditor's report also shows the} 
transactions of the postal money order | 
business for the same period. Every 
money order issued in the United 
States comes into the auditor's office 
as a voucher, and all the accounts are 
kept and settlements made with post- 
masters in that bureau. The aggre- 
gate amount of money orders issued 
during the year was $294,618,680.99. 
The amount paid was $281,554,711.72. 
The difference between these two; 
amounts represents principally money 
orders issued in this country and paid 
in foreign countries.

up for the fiscal year 1901, $803, 359,- | 
576.97. This total was less than $715,- 
000,000 for the next preceding fiscal

Internal peace, on which external re- 
lations depend, may be maintained, but 
it is recalled that never once in history 
has there been a peaceful transfer of the 
sceptre in Cabul, and there is too good 
reason to fear that the present occasion 
will not be an exception. 

Should history be repeateed and the 
country given over to the strife of rival 
factions it is impossible to predict the 
effect on the course of Central Asian 
politics. 

The average Briton will be convineod 
that chaos in Afghanistan will be the 
immediate signal for Russian interven- 
tion for the purpose of promoting Rus- 
advance on the Indian frontier. 
The London press fully appreciates the 
gravity of the situation and does not con 
ceal its anxiety, especially in view of 
the complications in South Africa. 

The frontier key to Afghanistan and 
to India is Heret. But just removed 
from its gateway is the Russian military 
colonial zone, little settlements of 500 
population each, in which no man is per- 
nitted who is over 35 years of age. One 
does not fight well after 35, and Russia 
is waiting. The double game of Abdur 
has not tired the Muscoyite, for it is of 
such his diplomacy is made. He be- 
lieves the natural momentum = of his 
gross welght will shove him into Herat 
some day. No doubt it was hoped that 
this would be the case when the ameer 
died. 

No dispassionate student of the vari- 
ous phases of Russia’s slow absorption 
of Central Asia can believe that she has 
willingly arrived at the stage of finality 
in her advance. From time to time she 
has swallowed huge slices of'Transcas- 
pia; the process of digestion has not 
been unduly hastened; but its comple- 
tion has each time been the signal 
for a fresh move forward. 

Twelve years have passed since last 
she added to her already enormous area 
of territory beyond the Caspian, if Man- 
churia is left out of consideration. In 
the interval she has been carried to the 
head of the Kushk valley, and her troops 
are now massed within half a dozen 
marches of Herat. The railway was 
completed two years ago. The troops 
were only concentrated within the last 
year. The reasonable inference is that 
in strengthening her position at Kushk 
she contemplates the possibility of 
seizing Herat. She will only be re- 
strained from resorting todorce so long 
as the immediate and potential opposi- 
tion to her advance remains tolerubly 
strong. 

General Dukhofsky some time 
had 60,000 Russian troops disposed 
along the Transcaspian line. At his 
back are the vast resources of Russia. 
If #e were to advance and had to meet 
the Afghans alone, the inud-walls of 
Herat would crumble before his guns. 
But behind the ameer there is Great 
Britain, and she jis pledged to assist the 
ruler of Afghanistan if Russia crosses 
the border. 

But the nearest British fort, Quetta, 
is 514 miles away across a country dif- 
ficult and cut up by rivers which it is 
sometimes hard to cross. In any case 
the road from Quetta to Herat is less 
easy for the passage of an army than it 
is from Kushk or Pendjeh. 

The late ameer owed his throne to the 
British, who set him up in business 
after the Afghan war of 21 years ago, in 
which Lord Roberts distinguished him- 
self. An Afghan politician plays in his 
time many parts, and Abdur Rahman 
Was once an exile dwelling under the 
protection of the Russians, so that the 
English were rather uneasy about their 
protege. Still he appears to have lived 
up to his bargain. 

The questions before the British 
government are what they will have to 
pay the new ameer, whether he will re- 
main faithful while paid and whether 
he will be as successful as his father 
was in controlling the great feudal 
chiefs. Each of these is no mean an- 
tagonist for an ameer, and collectively 
they are superior in power to the throne.

Louls dispatch, presents a complete re- 
versal of the natural order of anatom- 
jeal arrangement in that all of his or- 
gans which normally sKould have been 
on his right side were on his left side, 
and vice versa. Physicians say that 
only a few similar cases are recorded. 

Dr. Nietert, superintendent of the 
City hospital, remembers no such case 
since he has been at the bospital. Zim- 
merman became ill about a week ago 
at his home. A physician was called in, 
but the case was puzzling. There was 
apparently intestinal inflammation of a 
kind similar to appendicitis, but the 
seat of trouble appeared to be on the 
left side of the abdome.. The appen- 
dix is always on the right side. 

A diagnosis of appendicitis seemed 
out of the question. Zimmerman's con- 
dition became worse, and his physician 
decided to have him removed to the 
City hospital, where an operation could 
be performed. Dr. Nietert performed 
the operation. He found that general 
peritonitis had set in and that the 
source of infection was on the left side, 
as the external appearance had indi- 
cated. 

But he was astonished at discovering 
that the source of infection was in the 
appendix and that the appendix was 
on the left side. The appendix was re- 
moved, but the disease was too far ad- 
vanced for Zimmerman to benefit by 
the surgeon's skill, and he died. 

A postmortem examination showed 
that not only was the appendix trans- 
posed, but the heart was on the right 
side instead of the left. The right lung, 
With its three lobes, was on the left 
side, and the left lung, with its two 
lobes, was on the right side. The stom- 
ach was on the right side instead of the 
left. The liver was on the left side in- 
stead of the right, and the spleen was 
on the right side instead of the left. 

Dr. Louis Rassieur said that the scl- 
entific name for such a case is “situs 
yiscerum inversus.” 

“IT never saw such a case before,” 
sald he, “though a few are recorded. I 
do not think that the transposition of 
the organs had any connection with the 
appendicitis. That was merely a coin- 
cidence. Still, it may have cost the 
man his life, as it confused the diagno- 
sis,”

Arrangements have been made to 
surround the mountain with ‘Turkish 
and Bulgarian troops. It has been sug- 
gested that the abductors of Miss Stone 
are members of the old Macedonian 
committee, actuated by motives of jeal- 
ousy, and that they are endeavoring to 
accomplish the downfall of the present 
committee. The Bulgarian  govern- 
ment has promised to act vigorously. 

The time allowance by Miss Stone's 
kidnappers expired Tuesday, yet she is 
still alive and unharmed. It is now of- 
ficially known at Washington that her. 
captors have granted a short extension 
of ,time—how much is not stated—and 
the officials fee! that if the responses 
to the appeals of Miss Stone's friends 
do not cease or diminish there is yet 
reasonable hope for getting the money 
in season to save her life. The danger 
in the situation lics in the abatement 
of popular interest which was so gen- 
erously manifested during the first few 
days following the issuance of the 
appeal.

Russia Is Interested 

St. Petersburg, Oct. 10.—United States 
Ambassador ‘Tower has been most ac- 
tive in connection with the abduction 
of Miss Stone. The Russian govern- 
ment is cordially supporting the efforts 
being made to secure the release of the 
American missionary. 


New Law Swells Tax Receipts 

Albany, Oct. 10.—State Excise Com- 
missioner Cullinan has issued a state- 
ment showing a comparison of liquor 
tax during the past year as compared 
with the last year of the operation of 
the old excise law. There were 26,839 
licenses issued last year, as compared 
with 33,537 in 1896. The total receipts 
last year were $11,724,755, as compared 
with $2,921,268 in 1896. 


For Constitutional Amendment 

New Haven, Oct. 10.—The complete 
returns show a majority for the con- 
stitutional convention at last Monday's 
election of 20,311; for the plurality 
amendment 35,341 and for the popular 

senate amendment of 26,198. Only 42 
eth of a full vote was polled.

Morgan drove to Lawrence from their 
home in Middleton, and upon their re- 
turn, while Mr. Morgan stepped into a 
cigar store for a few minutes, his wife 
disappeared as completely as though 
the earth had opened and swallowed her 
up. About the same time Charles R. 
Townsend, a farm hand employed by a 
Mr. Richardson of Middleton, also dis- 
appeared, and Mr. Morgan gave it as 
his opinion that the two had gone off to- 
gether. He notified the police of neigh- 
boring cities to be on the lookout, fur- 
nishing them descriptions of the missing 
couple. 

On Tuesday Townsend was arrested 
here for drunkenness and in court yes- 
terday he was fined $10, which be was 
unable to pay. During the afternoon, 
a woman answering the description of 
Mrs. Morgan, and who later, admitted 
her identity. called at the station to ar- 
rauge for paying Towusend’s fine, say 
ing that his employer, Mr. Richardson, 
would settle it.

Five days before the fatal trip to Buf- 
falo, President McKinley made = ar- 
rangements at Canton to open the na- 
tional congressional campaign of 1902 
at Boston with an address to be deliv- 
ered at the club's dinner. It is believed 
that this was the last engagement the 
president made. 


Fatal Gunning Trip 

Brattleboro, Vt., Oct. i0.—Stephen 
Ellis, a barber, 55 years old, died last 
night from the effect of gunshot wounds 
sustained yesterday while returning 
from a hunting trip with Hiram Lev- 
ingston. The shooting is believed to 
have been purely accidental, but both 
men are said to have been under the 
influence of liquor and Levingston has 
not yet given a clear story of the affair.

ARE AGAINST STRIKING 


Spinners Demand Unanimous 
Vote on the Matter 


THE TANGLE AT FALL RIVER 


Appears to Have Become More Com- 
plicated Than Ever, Because of the 
Misunderstanding Between the Dif- 
ferent Unions Interested 


Fall River, Mass., Oct, 10.—The whole 
question of whether or not there will be 
a strike in the cotton mills of this city 
on account of the refusal of the manu- 
facturers to granta5S percent increase in 
wages was reopened last night. 

A misunderstanding in regafd to a 
unanimous or majority vote existing 
among the unioas was the reason as- 
signed by the executive committee of 
the textile council for postponing the 
strike for two weeks from last Monday. 
At the time this action was taken it was 
said it would necessitate meetings of 
the various unious to take action upon 
the acceptance or rejection of the ree- 
ommendation, and thus the results of 
the previous meetings were rendered 
void. 

There was a meeting of the council 
Tuesday night to discuss the situation 
and it was then voted to leave the whole 
matter to the unions to settle in their 
general meetings called for this week 
and next. The first of these meetings 
were held last night by the carders. 
The carders, after a long discussion, in- 
structed their secretary to call a special 
meeting for next Tuesday evening, for 
the purpose of taking action upon the 
recommendation to strike, and to find 
out whether the union will consider it- 
self bound by a majority vote. 

It was understood by some of the 
unions that in the event of three of the 
five unions voting to strike the others 
would consider themselves bound by 
their action. In other unions it was be- 
lieved that the vote must be unanimous 
or there would be no strike. Four of 
the unions voted to strike, and ihe ac- 
tion of the spinners last Saturday in 
voting not to strike complicated mat- 
ters to such an extent that the council 
postponed the strike. The recommenida- 
ion of the textile council calling upon 
the unions to strike still remains in 
force, and will be voted upon at the 
special meeting of the carders. 

That the spinners were almost to a 
man in favor of not striking was shown 
by the fact that there was but a small 
attendance at their meeting last night. 
It was voted that in order for the strike 
recommendation to become operative 
there must be a unanimous vote of the 
unions, and the delegates to the textile 
council were so instructed. 

Secretary O'Donnell said after the 
meeting that the reason the spinners 
were in favor of a unanimous vote was 
that they thought that upon a question 
of such vital importance and affecting 
such a large number of operatives ac- 
tion must be unanimous or the result 
will be a failure. There must be no 
factions among the unions, but all must 
work in harmony. No special meeting 
Was called to act upon the recolnmenda- 
tion. The vote of last Saturday, 213 
to ST against a strike, showed the feel- 
ing ef the spinners. Secretary O’Don- 
nell said the action was still in force 
and would remain in force until the mat- 
ter was settled. The spinners do not 
want a strike and in case the other 
unions decide that the vote must be 
unanimous the spinners can prevent a 
strike. 

A meeting of the weavers wil be held 
tonight to decide which vote they think 
should be operative. The general senti- 
ment outside of union circles is against 
astrike, and the business men of the city 
are doing all i in their power to avert it. 


McKinley’s ‘Head on Postal Cards 

Washington, Oct. 10.—The postoffice 
department has decided to place the late 
President McKinley's head on the new 
issue of postal cards, which will appear 
shortly after Dee. 1 next. The design 
includes the year of birth and year of 
death immediately at the left and right 
respectively of the name of McKinley, 
which will be directly under the head. 


On the Gridiron 

Brown university defeated Man- 
hattan college by the narrow margin of 
one point in a game of hard fought foot- 
ball at Providence. 

Yale ran up a total of 24 points against 
Wesleyan and shut out the visitors in 
the game at New Haven. 

Thirty-nine to nothing in favor of Cor- 
nell was the result of the game with 
Hamilton college at Ithaca, N.Y. 

Harvard made the score against Am- 
herst a little larger at Cambridge than 
did Yale on her grounds against the 
same college. Harvard's score was 11 
to 0, or five more than Yale made. 

Princeton defeated the New York uni- 
versity football team at Prineeton by 
the score of 25 to 0. 

The Technology football team opened 
its season with Holy Cross of Worcester 
at Cambridge. The Boston team was 
hardly up to the visitors’ standard, and 
the Worcester team won, 15 to 0.

Observers of Beaumont (Tex.) Welis 
Puzzled by Recent Eccentrictities, 
The oll wells In the Beaumont fields, 

says a Beaumont (Tex.) dispatch to the 

New York Times, have caused new 

wonder in the last few days, and an 

investigation of the principal cause of 
the strange action of former 
gushers is to be made by a geological 

survey, of which Dr. William B. 

Phelps is at the head. 

The well drillers have noticed that 
the flow of oll in some of the wells in 
the Beaumont district was spasmodic, 
that they would spurt the fluid with 
their old time vigor for a few minutes 
and would then almost completely die 
out. When this occurred in the older 
wells, it was the theory that the pipe 
had become clogged. In the new wells 
It wae thought the spasmodic flow was 
caused by gas pockets and that tke 
real oil basin had not yet been reached. 

This condition has become so general, 
however, that it {s now admitted by 
the oil men and dealers that the flow 
of all the wells ts rapidly decreasing in 
volume. They hold the opinion tbat 
\his result {s dut to the numerous wells 
that have been bored and the conse- 
quent decrease of pressure in the basin 
of oil. It 1s a mystery to geologists 
end oll men what could cause this pe- 
cullar demonstration on the part of 
these wells. 

It has been the opinion of some that 
the pressure of the Beaumont fields 
was from sea under water. The near- 
hess of the wells to the gulf gives 
some strength to this belief. Others 
think that it is a gas pressure. The 
fact that aMnmost every well which has 
been “brought in’ was preceded by a 
terrific gas expsosion Is strong evidence 
that their theory as to the character of 
the pressure is correct. 

A few days ago expert drillers clean- 
ed up the Lucas gusher, the original 
well of the new field, which once had 
an established record of 70,000 barrels 
of oil per day. A strong flow followed 
for a short time, but it again subsided 
pad the well was closed.

To Fittingly Honor Memory 
of Our Martyred President 


PUBLIC ASKED FOR FUNDS 


To x{nab!e Trustees to Carry on the 
Work Allotted to Them—Donors to 
the Fund to 


Certificate Worthy of Preservation 


Receive a Souvenir 


Cleveland, Oct. 11. 
of a meeting of the trusteos of the Me- 
Kinley National Memorial association 
held here yesterdays, 


At the conclusion 


a Statement was 
issued to the public. 

The association, having been ineer 
porated according to law, met for the 
purpose of affecting an organization by 
the election of officers and adoption of 
reguiations for its government. 

The President of the United States, at 
the request of Mrs. McKinley and mem- 
bers of the family, named a board of 
trustees, of which Governor Crane of 
Massachusetts is a member. The trus 
tees, having qualified, chose as president 
William R. Day of Cantén, O..: vice 
president, Marcus Hanna, Cleveland: 
treasurer, Myron T. Herrick, Cleveland: 
secretary, Ryerson Ritchie, Cleveland. 
The statement says: 

The purposes of the association are 
the erection and maintenance at Canton, 
©., of a suitable memorial to the late 
president and raising the necessary 
funds for said puruoses, and, after fully 
providing therefor, the surplus of such 
fund, if any, to be devoted to such 
memorial as may be provided for the 
late president at the national capitol. 
The memorial will be erected at Canton, 
that city having been his home through 
out his public life and selected by him 
as his tinal resting place. 

The memorial is to be, in the highest 
sense, the sincere expression of all the 
people of the country of their love for 
President MecWinley and of their ad- 
miration for the quatities expressed so 
eminently in his life and deeds. 

It is the purpose to have the offerings 
of the people voluntary with a full op- 
portunity to all to contribute. 

The co-operation of the governors and 
Officer of the states and municipalities 
of the United States and all religious, 
educational, civic, patriotic, fraternal, 
benevolent and other organizations is 
cordially invited. 

All public otticials, organized bodies 
and the press are requested to take im- 
mediate steps to secure, at the earllest 
possible time, a full response to this ap- 
peal. The association looks to the press 
of the country to lend its efficient aid 
to the collection and forwarding of sub- 
scriptions. 

Moneys may be deposited in banks 
and other financial institutions, with 
telegraph, telephone and express offices, 
and with postmasters, who are request- 
ed to receive and transmit them to the 
treasurer promptly. 

The trustees of the association will re- 
ceive subscripttions. Subscriptions 
ceive subscriptions. The subscriptions 
abroad may be received by the ambas- 
sadors, ministers and consuls of the 
United States, and in Cuba, Porto Rico, 
Hawaii and the Philippine Islands by 
the respective governors thereof, or per- 
sons authorized by them. Remittances 
may be made directly to Colonel Myron 
T. Herrick, treasurer, Cleveland, O. 

The association will prepare and dis- 
tribute to all donors to the fund a souv 
enir certificate which will be worthy of 
preservation as evidence of the holder's 
participation in the work. The name 
and postoffice address of each contrib- 
utor should be forwarded to the treas- 
urer of the association with the fund 
remitted for preservation in the per- 
manent archives of the association. 

It is hoped that the response of the 
people will be so liberal that a memorial 
may be erected which will fittingly 
honor the memory of our martyred 
president, and emphasize their loyalty 
to our institutions and their abhorrence 
of that spirit of lawlesness which in- 
spired the assault upon his life.

Salt Lake City, Oct. 11.—Lorenzo 
Snow, fifth president of the Chureh of 
Jesus Christ of Latter Day Saints, better 
known as the Mormon church, died n- 
expectedly at his residence, the historic 
bee hive house, yesterday afternoon. 
The immediate cause of his death was 
hypostetic congestion, superinduced by 
aggravated bronchitis,

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LORENZO SNOW. 


Several weeks ago President Suow 
contracted a cold. He Was at his desk, 
however, attending to business as lste 
as Tuesday. Wednesday norning he 
was seized with an attack of nausea, 
which continued at intervals throuzhout 
the day. Wednesday night his physi- 
cians were called and remained in con- 
stant attendance until death «ame, 

The church authorities  beeame 
alarmed at his condition Wednesday 
and most of the leaders, together with 
such members of his family is could be 
summoned by telegraph and otherwise, 
remained in the sick chamber until the 
end. 

President Snow's death caused a 
shock to the entire community, and ts 
deeply deplored. He was regarded asa 
broad minded man who desired the up- 
building of Utah as well 4s the progress 
of the Mormon church. 

President Snow's death ‘issolves the 
first presidency, of which he was the 
head, his two counsellors being Joseph 
Smith and Rudger Clawson. Until his 
successor shall be chosen, which may 
not be until the annual conference next 
April, the leadership of the chureh will 
devolve upon the council of 12 apostles, 
of which body Mr. Smith is the recog- 
nized head. Unless death should come 
to him in the meantime, Mr. Smith will 
be the next president of the « hureh. 

President Snow leaves a large family, 
the members being scattered throughout 
the world. 

Lorenzo Snow was born ‘n Mantua, 
O., April 3, 1814, and rece'ved a classi- 
eal education at Oberlin college. He 
became a convert to ornonism in 
1836, and then immed‘ately begsn 
prosleyting. Since then he has been one 
of the most active and >orominent wem- 
bers of the church organization. He 
has been on numerous foreign ~issions, 
the most important beinz ‘hat to Great 
Britain in 1840, where he became © resi- 
dent of the London conf+r*nee. In1S48. 
at the head of a train of 160 wagons, he 
made the overland trip fron jhinois to 
the present site of Salt Lake City, and in 
all the work of founding ind building up 
this city he was a leader. 

For 30 years commenciag wth 1852, 
he was a member of the territorial leg- 
islature, chiefly as presiding «lcer of 
the upper house. In 1555 ‘vith 50 fami- 
lies, he founded and wmaed B-igham 
City, in northern Utah, chiech was his 
home for many years. 'n 1885, during 
the agitation against the .rictice of 
polygamy, he wasconvie‘ed funliwful 
cohabitation and sentented ta tiree 
terms of six months each, but ter was 
released on a writ of habeas ec. pus. 
On Sept. 13, 1896, he was h%3>+n presi- 
dent of the church in suceess. m 10 *Vil- 
ford Woodruff.

IN HONOR OF M’KINLEY 


Procession of Boston Italians Fol- 
lowed by a Memorial Meeting 
Boston, Oct. 11.—Little Italy did honor 
to the memory of President McKinley 
which 
Was none the less sincere because it was 


yesterday with an observance 


unique. Business was generally sus- 
pended throughout the north end and 
at 2 o'clock a parade which included all 
tf the Italian societies of the city start- 
er from North End park. The route 
was through the principal streets of the 
district, after which the procession 
passed through several streets of the 
business section, being reviewed by the 
mayor at city hall and by the governor 
at the state house. 

About 500 men were in line, and there 
Were several brass bands. The most 
conspicuous feature was a huge float 
designed as a funeral car, which was 
surmounted by a broken column = en- 
twined with green. On front was a 
picture of the dead president, and be- 
neath it a bronze tablet bearing the in- 
scription: “From the Italians of Bos- 
ton in memory of President William Me- 
Kinley, Oct. 10, 1901." The float was 
drawn by four black horses and created 
an impression of awe as it passed 
through the narrow, winding streets of 
the north end. The tablet was shipped 
to Canton at the close of the memorial

Hiding the Wooden Horse. 

Torture on a grand scale went out 
with Felton, the assassin of Buckifig- 
bam, but torture on a small scale con- 
tinued to be practiced on military of- 
fenders down to the eighteenth cen- 
tury. The form wost frequently resort- 
ed to was that known as the wooden 
horse, to ride which was the punish- 
ment accorded for petty thefts, in- 
subordination and so on. The wooden 
horse was made of planks nailed to- 
gether so as to form a sharp ridge or 
angle about eight or nine feet long. 
This ridge represented the back of the 
horse and was supported by four posts 
or legs about five feet high placed on 
a stand wade movable by truckles. To 
complete the resemblance to the no- 
blest animal in creation a head and 
tail were added. 

When a soldier was sentenced, either 
by court martial or by his commanding 
officer, to ride the horse, he was placed 
on the brute’s back, with his hands tled 
behind him, and frequently enough, in 
order to increase the pain, muskets 
were fastened to his legs to weigh 
them down or, as was jocularly said, 
to prevent tlg fiery, untamed, bare- 
backed steed ‘from kicking bim off.— 
London Graphic. 


The Camphor Eater. 

It is surprising what a number of 
camphor eaters there are among the 
well to do classes. The idea seems to 
prevail that this gum, taken in small 
and regular doses, gives a peculiarly 
clear creaminess of complexion, and 
scores of young women buy it for this 
purpose. The habit is, moreover, very 
difficult to cast off, for camphor pro- 
duces a mild form of exhilaration and 
stupefaction, and in many instances 
where very large doses have been swal- 
lowed the babit has become a sort of 


slavery. 
These camphor eaters all have a 
dreamy, dazed and very listless air, 


and in most of them there is an ever 
present longing to sleep or at least to 
rest. Extreme weakness generally fol- 
lows the taking of regular doses, and I 
have seen cases where it bas been al- 
most difficult to tell the effects from 
those of alcohol. As to the complexion, 
if a ghastly pallor be an improvement 
camphor certainly produces it.—Clinic. 
When “Plack” Was Slang. 

The word “pluck” affords anotber in- 
stance of the way in which slang 
words in the course of time become 
adopted into current English. We now 
meet with “pluck” and “plucky” as the 
recognized equivalents of “courage” 
and “courageous.” An entry in Sir 
Walter Scott's “Journal” shows that in 
1827 the word had not yet lost its low 
character. He says (volume 2, page 
30), “Want of that article blackguard- 
ly called pluck.” Its origin is obvious. 
From early times the heart has been 
popularly regarded as the seat of cour- 
age. Now, when a butcher lays open a 
carcass he divides the great vessels of 
the heart, cuts through the windpipe 
and then plucks out together the united 
heart and lungs—lights, he calls them— 
and he terms the united mass “the 
pluck.”—Notes and Queries.

SWEDISH BISHOP. 


His Visit This week and His Mis- 
sion to This Country. 


The visit of Bishop von Scheele, the 
special representative of King Oscar 
and the State church of Sweden, to this 
country, is an occasion of great in- 
terest to the Swedish Lutherans. Tues- 
day he was in Boston, and a few 
Quincy people had the pleasure of 
hearipg him speak, and meeting him. 
Wednesday he was at Worcester, Thurs- 
day at Providence, and Sunday will be 
New Yorkg state, and he will go into 
many states. 

He is not simply Bishop von Scheele 
on the credentials given him by his 
king and signed by him and the 
governor of Gotland. There he is ‘The 
right reverend, the lord bishop of the 
diocese of Wisby (Gotland, Sweden), 
Knut Henning Gezelius von Scheele, 
member of the Swedish riksdag, com- 
mander Grand cross of the royal order 
of the North star, doctor of divinity 
and doctor of philosophy. ”*’ 

Oscar. king of Sweden, and his 
bishop von Scheele, are so much alike 
in personal appearance that those who 
are not aware of the difference in their 
height frequently take the one for the 
otber. 

To a Worcester reporter he said he 
had enjoyed every moment of his stay 


in America so far, and expected 
nothing different. It is his second 
tour and he knew. he said, what to 


expect. The voyage across had been 
an uppleaant one, extremely stormy 
and rough; but fair weather and 
American hospitality sinee his ar- 
rival had practically wiped away 
every unpleasant memory of the trip. 
Busy as be has been since his arrival, 
with three addresses delivered to 
Swedes an Americans in New York and 
with one Luesday night in Boston, 
with banquets in both cities and much 
otber lospitality, he says he has 
scarcely begun. 


Sunday I shall be in Jamestown, N. 


Y., and the following day will be in 
attendance at the general council of 
Lutherans at Lima, O., and then I 


shall come East again as far as Wash- 
ington to deliver the greetings of my 
king to President Roosevelt, Thursday. 
Later there are trips to Swedish 
Lutheran colleges throughout the 
country, my longest being at Augustaua 
college, Rock Island, Ill., and there 
will be visits to all large Swedish 
centers as far South as Denver and as 
far WeSt as Minneapolis. *’ 

The bishop spoke with great feeling 
regarding the death by assassiaation of 
President McKinley. ‘‘It was a great 
shock to the people and the King of 
Sweden. We could not understand how 
in a country with such freedom as 
America gives to all her people such a 
terrible crime could be committed. It 
was the more astonishing that such a 
man as President McKinley was, loved 
and respected, not only by his own 
people, but by the whole world, should 
have been the victim The grief of 
Sweden was genuine. King Oscar was 
stricken at the news, as though the 
president had been his brother The 
grief of all Sweden was zreat. We feel 
the death of President McKinley as a 
blow to our hearts. As this 
slowly in deep voice full of genuine 
feeling, the bishop placed a hand over 
his own heart ‘‘We could not under- 
stand at all how a crime could 
happen in America.’’ 

Speaking of the regard which Sweden 
bears this country, the bishop smiled

and said heartily. ‘‘It is the closest 
We are two free countries, and our best 
sympathies are with America, and I 


think always will be. America to us is 
a great country of tremendous  re- 
sources, vigorous and grand, governed 
nobly by her people. There is no 
thought but that of admiration and 
high regard. Personal'y 1am charmed 
witb the country. Had I not been so 
charmed on my first visit I should not 
be here teday. My lady I have brought 
with me, and that,’’ he said smilingly 
‘js anotber and greater proof of how 
America impressed herself upon me 
She is delighted with her vsit so far, 
aod it is the first time she has been in 
the land."’ Speaking of his mission, 
Bishop von Scheele was emphatic re- 
garding the standing of the Augustana 
synod as true daughter of the state 
church of Sweden. 
he would not discuss, except to say 
Augustana synod and the state church 
of Sweden Lutheran. *‘My first visit 
was to recognize inthe name of king 
and state church the daughter church 
of America. This visit also is partly 
with that purpose. My mission, how- 
ever, is broader than that of 1896. I 
have permission to speak over the 
country to our people, and to visit the 
educational institutions of the Swedes. 
My greeting to the Augustana synod is 
official, in the nate of the king and 
the church. No other denomination is 
recognized by either in such a way.

General Russell A. Alger’s book on! 
the “Spanish-American War,” publish- | 
ed by Harper Bros., New York, ad-} 
vanced sheets of which have been 
given to the press, is creating much} 
comment and reopens the discussion, 
of questions relating to the conduct of) 
the campaign against Spain while he. 
was secretary of war. 

In his opening chapters, says a writer | 
in the New York Tribune, General 
Alger makes plainer than ever before 
the utter unpreparedness of the coun- 
try for war. The law making the 
$50,000,000 appropriation was so word- 
ed that up to the declaration of war it 
could not be used for the most neces- 
sary part of army equipment. Conse-| 
quently there was much confusion in 
organizing for the campaign. The 
government did not have and factories 
could not supply promptly munitions 


and clothing required, and many of the 
sbortcomings of the army 
criticised at the time were not due to 
the officers or the department, but to 
the impossibility of doing on short no- 
tice what should have been prepared 
for by congress years before. 

The book does not refer directly to 
the attacks made upon General Alger 
personally or give any account of his 
relations with the administration or 
the events ieading to his retirement, 
It defends the army appointments and 
declares that no favoritism was shown

To Prevent Paint From Scaling. 

To prevent the paint on iron or wood 
from scaling off when exposed to the

The substance of General Alger’s 
chapter on the army beef controversy 
was published in The North American 
Review of iast January, and the pub- 
lic is already familiar with his defense 
of General Eagan’s administration, 
though not of the language for which 


the latter was court martialed, and

Miles. In other respects he is also Be- | 


vere on General Miles. After recount- 
ing what he calls the general’s “impos- 
sible and impracticable” plan to move 
an army from Nuevitas westward to 
Santa Clara, building roads with the 
aid of prisoners, he says: | 

“This proposition, however, was only 
one of numerous others which were not 
approved. Many of the general's pro- | 
posals were obviously impracticable } 
and not infrequently absolutely impos- 
sible. He recommended the shipment 
of 12,000 men to Key West, where all 
drinking water would have be 
brought in tank ships. With our hands 
full at Santiago and not enough troops 
there, he proposed to send ‘a battery 
of artillery and a regiment of infantry’ 
as an expedition to the Isle of Pines, 
then of no military or strategic im-; 
portance. He insisted on sending t 
Cuba, for use with infantry operating | 
in a tropical jungle and over a country 
impassable to vehicles, his ‘portable’ ; 
shields, each weighing 1,000 pounds | 
and each occupying as much room on: 
f transport as a hospital ambulance. | 
He recommended the abandonment of 
Santiago after Cervera’s fleet had been 
destroyed, thereby lifting the siege of | 
the city and large garrison, without | 
reaping the fruits of victory then prac- | 
tieally in our bands. He wanted 500 
marines of the navy placed under his 
control; be expressed the opinion that | 
a proposed force of 16,452 men, mostly 
volunteers, was ‘10,000 more than will 
be required’ for General Merritt's 
Philippine expedition, and while in 
orto Rico be cabled to the war de- 
partment a recommendation that ‘the 
manufacture of Springtield rifles, .45 
caliber ammunition, all white canvas 
tentage and black leather equipments 
every description be discontinued, 
as they are obsolete and should not be 
a part of the army equipment.’ ” 

In answer to this last recommenda- 
tion the following dispatch was sent 
by General Alger under date of Aug. 
5, ISOS: 

“As you ought to know, the last .45 
caliber Springtield rifle was manufac- 
tured in 1893. Smokeless powder car- 
tridges are now being manufactured 
and will be forwarded. I suggest that 
you get along with what the govern- 
ment has on hand.” 

Continuing, General Alger says: 

“It was decided that General Shafter | 
should command the Santiago expedi- | 
tion, otherwise known as the Fifth 
corps, and after sailing orders had 
been issued to him General Miles was | 
directed to organize an expedition to 
Porto Rico. Upon the capture of San- 
tiago, which it was then believed would | 
require but a short time, General Shaf- 
ter and his force were to rendezvous 
at Nipe and there join the army for| 
Porto Rico, to be organized by General | 
Miles, who was to command in person 
both forces when thus united. 

“It soon developed, however, that 
General Miles regarded the Porto Rico | 
movement of greater importance than 
the expedition to Santiago. On June 6, | 
the day before the Fifth corps was or-| 
dered to sail from Tampa, General | 
Miles recommended the abandonment | 
of the movement to Santiago until aft- 
er the taking of Porto Rico. * * ®

General Miles did not 
command the Santiago expedition, and 
that he did not was his own mistake 
or misfortune. He lost the opportunity 
to command in the greatest land battle 
of the war.” 

Speaking of the government's refusal

| the evacuation of Santiago by the Span- 


jards instead of their surrender he 
says: 

“General Miles, who had reached Cu- 
ba on the Yale July 11, arrived at Gen- 
eral Shafter’s headquarters on the aft- 
ernoon of the next day. Although he 
was fresh from the United States and 
had not been subjected to the trying 
experience of three weeks’ campaign- 
ing in the tropics, he seconded the only 
recommendation made by General Shaf- 
ter which met with the disapproval of 
the government.”

A NATIONAL QUESTION. | 


Game Preservation Difficult Because | 
State Laws Conflict. 

The Interdependence of states in the 
matter of game laws may be illustrat- 
ed by one or two examples, says Les- 
lie’s Weekly. The New England states 
exception protect the robin, 
but their efforts can never produce the 
best results long as the bird is 
treated as game during its winter so- 
journ in the south and killed for mar- 
ket. Eastern cities now obtain their 
stpplles of quail, prairie chickens and 
other game very largely from distant 
states In the west. Nebraska finds 
that her quail are being rapidly killed 
off to supply the markets of Philadel- 
phia and other eastern cities and for 
ber own protection prohibits the ship- 
of birds from the state, while 
Pennsylvania, finding her supply of 
quail entirely Inadequate to meet the 
local demand, declares that birds taken 
within the state shall not be sold at 
avy time. 

The Philadelphia game dealers con- 
tend that this law cannot restrict sales 
of gume brought in from other states 
and accordingly supply their customers 
in season and out with imported quail 
High prices stim- 
ulate their agents in Nebraska to evade

“The abduction of Miss Stone would 
indicate that the lawless elements of 
the orient had begun to realize that 
missionaries have no more protection 
than merchants. A precedent has been 
made, and it is a precedent that I great- 
ly regret. 

“It does not seem probable that the 
Macedonian committee sanctioned this 
deed. This body is always glad to fo- 
ment internal troubles, Dut it does not 
want to antagonize any foreign power 
and would naturally try to steer clear 
of the international quarrel that must 
result from this affair. 

“The brigands of Bulgaria may be 
likened to anarchists. They are re- 
cruited from the villagers who are dis- 
gusted with the government, and they 
‘are openly opposed to law and order. 
The majority of them fear the sight of 
blood, and when they resort to murder 
it is usually with the sandbag.

New York, Oct. 12—Matthew C. D. 
3orden disclaims any knowledge of a 
ombination of cotton manufacturers 
igainst him and laughs at the rumor 
chat the manufacturers would try to 
aead the cotton market. 


M. C. D. BORDEN. 

“The manufacturers,’ said he, “have 
no influence on the cotton market, as 
their entire consumption amounts to 
369,000 bales out of a total of 12,000,000 
bales. 

“Now I want it understood that I have 
no desire to dictate to the manufacturers 
as to the rate of wages they will pay, 
nor how they shall conduct their plants, 
As for myself, personally, I must say 
that the condition of the cotton cloth 
market justifies an increase of 5 percent 
in the pay of wages of operatives. 

“The cloth market is strong and to- 
flay shows an advance of 5-S of a cent. 
Cloth that was 2 3-8 is now selling for 3 
cents. 

“There is every indication that the de- 
mand for cotton cloth will remain strong 
for an indefinite time, and I feel that I 
was justified in granting an increase in 
wages in our mills amounting to about 
§5000 additional anually. 

“Tam glad that the operatives have de- 
ferred action until the 31st inst. With 
winter coming on they show judgment 
In delay. I wish the maunfacturers 
could understand that our interests are 
Identical. Their interests and mine are 
the same, and whatever influence I have 
had in the market has been forits good: 
whatever action L take for the conduct 
of my mills is for their good. <A slight 
advance in wages at this time will be 
for the good of all concerned. 

“I do not fear any manufacturers’ 
war, nor no I invite one. It must be 
borne in mind that there are 30 different 
manufacturing corporations in Fall 
River. All do not think al ke, and I 
sincerely hope that they will see that 
it is to their owu interests te grant an 
advice in wages that is more than jus- 
tified by the condition if the market. 
The resuit of increased wages in mv 
mills have been satisfactory from every 
point.” :

| Dwight, president of Yale college, to undertake in 1785 his “Conquest of 
Canaan,” the first American epic, as the author himself calls it. The resem- 
blance it bears to those which had preceded it, notably the “Iliad” and “Para- 
| dise Lost,” consists largely in the antiquity of the subject. Differences must 
| be explained by saying that Homer and Milton were born to be poets, as the 


American was born to be a college president and a diligent and persevering 


Genius is not always the faculty of taking pains. If it were, the 
“Conquest of Canaan” would not have perished in a hundred years. Never- 
| theless it is worth reading—some of it. Biblical students will be pleased to 
note what side lights can be thrown upon the sacred story by a poetic imag- 
ination if they read as far as the eleventh book. The crookedness of Hanniel, 
the loves of Irad and Selima, of Elam and Mina, the ghost of Herzon, the 
prowess of Jabin, the valor of Zimri, are for the modern reader what the 
| miracle and mystery plays were to the dark ages. Modern battlefields and 
Revolutionary generals are somewhat belated actors, but the heroes just re- 
turned from Monmouth and Yorktown did not object to being in company 
with Caleb and Joshua. They knew their Bibles as well as their descendants 
knew a Sunday newspaper, and they understood a Scriptural allusion or an 
Old Testament hero a great deal better. And as for the versification, the rhymes 
| of Dwight were as good in their esteem as Pope's translation of the “Iliad” 
and his characters not inferior to Milton's in their Biblical derivation. It was 
a book for the age by a counselor of statesmen and a theologian. He, if any 
one, could meet the demands of the youthful nation for an epic of its own. 
| Moreover, a note of progress might be discerned from one to the other of the 
three epics, and a humanistic element could be found in the “Conquest” 
which was not in the “Iliad” or in “Paradise Lost.” Even the oratory of the 
Argive leaders or that of satan himself is at least recalled by Caleb's address 
to the assembled host. 

Our great and greater grandfathers reveled in this and were not ashamed 
te liken it to the Homer of Pope and to the verse of Milton. The anticlimax 
was reached when Joel Barlow wrote his “Vision of Columbus,” afterward 
developed into the “Columbiad.” The very title was sublimated American, 
and the pot a “tremendous epic’ in its day.

QUARTET OF CROOKS 


Rounded Up After Extensive Opera- 
tions In Boston and Vicinity. 


$2500 WORTH IN THEIR ROOMS, 


While Much Stolen Property 
Has Been Disposed of. 


Boston, Oct. 14.—Stolen property, the 
proceeds of recent robberies in Boston 
and nearby cities, and valued at $2500, 
was found yesterday by Boston police 
inspectors in rooms at 11 
place, occupied by a quartet of self-con- 


Boylston 


fessed crooks who were placed under ar- 
rest Saturday evening. 

The prisoners are Herbert S. Dudley, 
24, and Mrs, Annie Dudey 27, his wife, 
of 11 Boylston place; Abert Reynolds, 
22, of Cleveland, and Frank P. Gordon 
20, of Utica, N. Y. Mrs. Dudley, the 
others say, took no part in the robberies, 
but disposed of some of the plunder. 

There was such a weight of evidence 
against them that the men made eon- 
fessions. They could not give an aceu- 
rate account of all burglaries committed, 
but the lowest estimate made by them 
Was 40. 

In their confession the men told Chief 
Watts that they had been operating al- 
most every bight. Their method was 
to ring door bells and if the oceupants 
Were away they would pry open 
windows and doors with a chisel aad 
loot the place. In almost every in- 
stance they say their work was done in 
the early evening. A chisel, two re- 
volvers and a dark lantern were found 
in their rooms, while the stolen property 
included almost every article to be 
ound in a well furnished home, with 
the exception of heavy furniture. 

Nearly all the pawsbrokers in Boston 
will be summoned to police headquart- 
ers to look at the prisoners for the pur- 
pose of indentifying them as wen who 
have sold stolen property to them. 

All of the prisoners deny having been 
arrested before and so far as the Boston 
police know they never have been. 

The display of recovered loot is con- 
sidered the greatest since the arrest of 
the famous Barrett and Chaffee burg- 
lars. 

Dudley staid that lots of the stuff had 
been sold, and that from jewelry with 
diamonds in it the stones had been 
taken out and sold. Hesa‘d sometimes 
he would take the best of the go ds 
gathered in and make a price on it and 
buy out the shares heid by Renods and 
Gordon. He would make them think he 
sold it , but would hide it until he got 
good money for it. 

After Dudley told how he belonged in 
Zoston and that he had been carrying 
on the wark for four months, he was 
taken from the room. The others were 
brought in, one by one, and they told the 
ame story. When told that Dudley 
had given up they were very much down 
hearted. 

The attempt to locate the men who 
were causing trouble began two months 
ago, when the police were told that a 
number of persons ving in Boston 
were concerned in breaks in several 
nearby towns. 

These persons were not located, but 
within a short time quantities of goods 
reported stoen weeks before began to 
appear in the pawn shops. Then by 
shadowing the men who were selling 
goods the rooms of Dudey were lccated. 
The men were taken on suspicion and 
then the police watched 11 Boyston 
place all Saturday night, until after 
they saw Mrs. Dudley go in. Chief 
Watts headed the raid and everybody 
interested had a big surprise. 


TUR KISH PLOT EXPOSED. 


Paris Oct. 14.—A despatch from Susa, 
Tunis announces that a Turkish officer 
was arrested there ona charge of swind- 
ing and that an investigation conclu-’ 
sively proved that he received insruc- 
tions from the Ottoman minister of war 
to organize a rising of the Arabs in 
South Algeria in the event of the rup- 
ture of diplomatic relations between 
France and Turkey resulting in a dec- 
laration of war. The incriminated of- 
ficer is only one of several who were en- 
trusted with the same miss‘on.

WAS INSTANTLY KILLED. 


Boy Met Death From Rifle 
About to Purchase. 

Adams, Mass., Oct. 14.—James L. 
Kearns, 15 years old, was accidentally 
killed yesterday by a ball from a rifle 
in the hands of James Dacy. Dacy, 
who is 35 years old, married, gave him- 
self up to the police and will be arraign- 
ed on the charge of manslaughter. The 
shock of the accident has temporarily 
unbalanced his mind and his condition 
is pitiable. 

Yeung Kearns and his brother Ed- 
ward, 18 years old, left their home in 
company with Dacy to test a rifle, 
owned by Dacy, which Edward thought 
of purchasing. 

They went to East Hoosac street, 
where they fired several times at a tar- 
get. Then they prepared another target 
and Dacy loaded the rifle with a 32-cal- 
ibre bulet preparatory to handing it to 
James Kearns for the first shot, when 
in some manner the weapon was dis- 
charged. 

The bullet struck Edward Kearns in 
the muscles of the right arm, between 
the shouder and elbow, cutting a deep 
gush, then glanced and struck James 
Kearns, who was standing just behind 
Edward, om the chin, leaving a slight 
mark, then taking a downward course 
and passing through his lung. 

The lad died instantly. Medical ex- 
aminer Brown was called and his report 
will be th ut de ath was due to accident. 


coL L ECTION OF $60,000. 

New York, Oct. 14.—As a result of the 
annual missionary sermon preached yes- 
terday in the Gospel Tabernacle by Dr.

The Shah : as a Connoisseur. 

During the shab’s last stay in Paris 
he paid a visit to the Gobelins, where 
he showed a most appreciative interest 
in all that he saw. Before a remarkably 
fine Persian carpet, given to the muse- 
um by M. Goupil, he remained for some 
time, interpreting for himself the sym- 
bolic allusions thickly embroidered up- 
on it, which, however, he declined to 
translate into French.

There ar- 
rived in Paris the manager of the im- 
perial carpet weaving factory in Tehe- 
ran, who stated that he had been com- 
missioned by the shah to study the 
methods of manufacture in use at the 
Gobelins.

Thereupon the Persian began to read 
put a running translation: “A carpet for 
the ruler of the earth; superiority for 
his feet; how beautiful It is; it is in his 
cabinet and kuows his secrets. It is 
pleasant as paradise and brighter than 
the academy of Mari (a Persian paint- 
er), for it contains all the colors of Chi- 
na. The nightingale coming to perch 
upon it cannot tear itself away from 
Its loveliness.

CROWE HEARD FROM. 


Will Surrender If Reward Hanging 
Over Him Is Withdran. 


ALL HE WANTS IS “SQUARE DEAL” 


Willing to Face Jury of Twelve 
Good Citizens. 


Omaha, Oct. 14.—Chief of Pvice Don- 
ahue has received from Patrick Crowe, 
through a friend of the latter, an offer 
to surrender himself and stand trial ip 
the courts if the reward of $50,000 hang- 
ing over his head is withdrawn, for the 
alleged kidnapping of Edward A. Cud- 
ahy.

Chief Donahue yesterday received a 
letter from Crowe, naming the terms on 
which he will surrender. The letter 
came in care of an Omaha newspaper, 
in which it is published, and covers 15 
closely written pages of manuscript. 
The postinark is illegible, but the letter 
was mailed at 8 o’clock in the morning 
and reached this city at 8 o'clock in the 
evening of the same day, indicating that 
it had not travelled a long distance. 
In the letter Crowe agrees to give him- 
self up at once and stand trial for the 
kidnapping of Edward Cudahy, provid- 
ed be shall not be locked up untila jury 
shall adjudge him guilty. He says he 
is unabe to furnish bond in excess of 
$500, and demands that bail be fixed In 
that sum. 

Chief Donahue expressed himself as 
quite satisfied that the letter came from 
Crowe. Donahue has known Crowe for 
several years, is accustomed to his man- 
ner, handwriting and style of speech. 
The chief also received yesterday a 
letter from Crowe's uncle in Man- 
chester, Ia., submitting similar terms 
for Crowe's surrender, which lead the 
police to believe that they are dealing 
With the right man. 


Crowe’. etter begins: “Nearly a year 
has passed by since I was accused of 
the Cudahy kidnapping. A large re- 
ward was offered and plenty of time 
has been given for the police and de- 
ectives to have made a prisoner of me. 
So far they have failed to doit. NowI 
wish to make a short statement to you 
and the public.” 

Crowe then takes the detective 
agencies to task, defying them to at- 
tempt to arrest him and continues: 
“Now, Mr. Donahue, let me tell you all 
I want is justice, a*fair trial by 12 citi- 
zens of Douglass county, I want you to 
understand that I am not afraid of the 
combined wealth of all the Cudahys on 
earth and the united efforts of all the 
scrub detectives that their money can 
hire. The man who tries to pinch me 
will bite the dust, for I am ready to die 
in the mix. I willnot be kangarood. 

“You say it is your business to deal 
out justice. I will take you at your 
word. Give me a square deal. Leave 
it to the jury of 12 citizens. Chief, 1 
ask, but I do not expect to get justice. 
There is some one else who wants to put 
away and I know the God of gold.” 

The letter then states that he has been 
in South America and Africa, fighting 
with the Boers, and expresses his dis- 
gust with Great Britain and his sympa: 
thy for the Boers. He closes the main 
part of his letter by saying he regrets 
that Mr. Cudahy should suspect him of 
kidnapping the boy, and hoping soon to 
receive a reply from the chief which he 
directs should be made through a local 
paper. This part is signed “Pat Crowe,” 
but the signature is partly erased and 
four pages of postscript added, in which 
Crowe says If his offer is no accepted he 
will return to a foreign country from 
which he probably will never return, 
then recites a few reminiscenses, dis- 
cusses the Boer war arid its causes and 
signs the postscript with the name “Pat 
Crowe.”

SCHLEY’S CONTENTION 


As To First Knowledge of Spainard# 
Presence at Santiago. 

Oct. 14.—The Schley 
court of inquiry held but one session Sat- 
urday. Captain Chadwick concluded 
his testimony begun Friday and Lieus 
tenant Commander Staunton, whe 
served on the New York as an aide te 
Captain Chadwick as chief of staff for 
Admiral Sampson, and Lieutenant Twin- 
ing, formery of the Iowa, were intro 
duced as new witnesses.

Lieutenant Twining sald in his testi- 
mony that while the fying squadron oc- 
cupied a position of from three to five 
miles out from Cienfuegos during the 
daytime the distance was increased to 
from seven to nine miles at night. He 
was in charge of the eight-inch guns 
during the bombardment of the Cristo- 
bal Colon on May 31, and he said ti at all 
the shots from the American fleet fell 
short of the mark. 

Near the close of the day’s session 
Judge Advocate Lemy and Mr. Rayner

CHILDREN’S EYES. 


Proper Way to Care For Them, 
cially if They Are Weak. 

An eminent specialist, in discussing 
the seemingly increasing number of 
cases of bad eyesight, says among the 
wealthier classes it is more prevalent 
with children than among the poor. 
This seems strange, as, having suffi- 
cient money at command, the wealthy 
parents are more able to attend to such 
afflictions, but, nevertheless, there is 
too much eye weakness, and the num- 
ber of children wearing glasses is in- 
creasing every day. A well known 
oculist said the other day that in the 
majority of cases more care of the 
eyes in infancy would prevent the later 
development of weakness. 

“It is not a difficult matter,” this ocu- 
list said, “to ruin eyes that are normal- 
ly healthy by mere inattention. When 
the infant receives its first bath, the 
eyes should be washed with a soft lin- 
en handkerchief dipped in a weak solu- 
tion of boracie acid, and this should be 
repeated two or three times a week for 
at least three months. If the slightest 
redness appears or matter fn the cor- 
ners, the physician should be informed 
immediately, and it may be ophthalmia 
neonatorum, Which is dangerous both 
to the child and others, as it is highly 
infectious. The nurse should burn all 
pieces of linen used to apply lotions or 
to wash the eyes in such a case. 

“The eyes often are injured in Infan- 
cy by being exposed to too much light. 
The child should not be held or allowed 
to sleep with the light from window, 


lamp or gas shining upon its face. The 
old fashioned cradle, with its hood, 


was far more sensible than the modern 
cribs and bassinets that afford no pro- 
tection from either glare or draft. On 
the same principle is the English baby 
earriage, which has been introduced 
into this country within a year or two. 
It has a hood like a buggy, with shades 
at sides and back, any or all of which 
may be rolled up or lowered as sun and 
wind make while the top 
protects from an overhead glare. With 
such an arrangement the eyes may al- 
ways be protected. It makes one’s 
blood boil to see the way in which ba- 
bies’ eyes are exposed to the fierce 
glare of a summer sun by careless 
nursemaids, who take no pains to ad- 
just the parasol top that has been in 
general use to afford even such protec- 
tion as it might give. 

“It is much better for children to 
sleep in the dark, and, if accustomed 
to it from the beginning, there is no 
trouble about it. Dark is as natural 
as light, and unless children are taught 
to fear it they will welcome it at bed- 
time as eagerly as their elders do. A 
baby’s nerves become strained by the 
excitement of its waking hours, and it 
needs the restful darkness for eyes and 
nervous system alike, 

“When a child is four or five years 
old, its eyes should be tested to see if 
they are alike In- visual power. 

“An easy method is to hold a small 
object with which he is unfamiliar be- 
Tore Ulu und, covering each eye in 
turn, ask him to describe it. In this 
Way it may be ascertained whether one 
eye has stronger vision than the other. 
If it has, an oculist should be consulted 
immediately to prescribe suitable 
glasses. If attended to in season, the 
eye is likely to strengthen, so that ina 
few years the glasses become unneces- 
sary.”

PRESIDENT'S BUSY DAY 


Receives a Number of Callers 
at the White House 


NEW SHIP SUBSIDY BILL 


With Senator 
Maine—Appolotment of Judge Jones 


Discussed Frye of 


Endorsed—Ta'ked on Immigration, 
Labor and Cther Matters 


Washington, Oct. 15.—Senator Frye 
of Maine, chairman of the committee of 
commerce, to which falls in the senate 
the oversight of shipping subsidy legis- 
lation, called on the president yes- 
terday to go over the whole subject. 

Mr. Frye said, on entering the White 
Hlouse: “It iS true that I have worked 
out a bnew subsidy bill, or rather am now 
engaged in perfecting one. Its terms I 
shall steadily refuse to make pablic until 
it can be presented to congress for ac- 
tion. I am unwilling that in the mean- 
time its detailed feature should be be- 
come the shuttlecock of journalistic 
comment. When presented the bill will 
be found to meet the reasonable wishes 
of the friends of our merchant marine, 
and to do that as comprehensively as 
possible has been the object of my long 
study. Notice that L say friends—I do 
not care what the enemies say. Person- 
ally I think the old bill was the best sub- 
sidy bill that could be drawn, but some 
of our associates, friendly to the princi- 
ple involved, did not think so and sol 
shall do everything in reason to meet 
their wishes. Events are showing the 
great need of subsidy lez’slation, Our 
trade with the Philippines and the east 
reveals how handicapped we are by de- 
pendence on foreign companies. I be- 
lieve that the subs’dy project is meh 
stronger before the people than a year 
ago, and that a satisfactory bill will be- 
come law at the next session of 
congress.” 

The whole subject was

The president had quite a number of 
other callers yesterday. Bishop Grant 
of Indianapolis, of the A. M. E. church, 
called to express to the president his 
hearty endorsement 6f the appoint- 
ment of-ex-Governor Jones of Alabama 
toa federal judgeship in that state. He 
told the president that ex-Governor 
Jones, in his message to the state legis- 
lature, said more in oppos ‘tion to law- 
lessness and lynching than any 
dent had said, and that in his (B shop 
Grant's) opinion such appointments as 
that of Governor Jones would do much 
to Xetter conditions between the races 
in the south. 

The president told the bishop that he 
had read ex-Governor Jones’ 
and that it was one of the things which 
had induced him to make the appoint- 
ment. Bishop Grant asked that the 
president consult well known, — level- 
headed colored men before deciding 
mnatters affecting the colored race. 

The president is devoting considerable 
time to investigating immigration con- 
ditions and yesterday consulted Assist- 
ant Secretary Taylor and Commissioner 
of Labor Wright upon the subject. 

Representative Overstreet of Indi- 
ana, who is very miuch interested in the 
enactment of a law which will make 
silver exchangeable with gold, talked 
with President Roosevelt upon that sub 
ject. 

Representative Hay of Virginia, who is 
a member of the military affairs com- 
mittee of the house, spoke of his in- 
terest in the enactment of a law that 
would increase the efficiency of the mil- 
itia of the states, and met with a hearty 
response from the president. 

President Gompers of the American 
Federation of Labor introduced to the 
president Santiago Iglesias, who is go- 
ing to Porto Rico as the representative 
of the America: Federation of Labor to 
organize the working people of the is 
land into trades unions. Mr. Gompers 
desired that Governor Hunt and other 
Porto Rican oftcials be informed of the 
legitimate character of Mr. Iglesias’ 
mission in order that he might not be 
{nterfered wit). The president told 
Mr. Gompers tiat he believed in the na- 
tional organization of laboring men and 
that every rigit of Mr. Iglesias would 
be protected. 

Chief Justice Fuller aud associate 
justices of th® supreme court visited 
the White Hoise in a body to pay their 
respects to tle president. 

Among the others who saw the presi- 
dent were Gmeral Ell Torrence, com- 
mander-in-chef of the G. A. R., Rev.

Anarchist Most 

New York, Oct. 15.—Johsain Most, the 
anarchist, was sentenced to one year in 
the penitentiary yesterday by Justice 
Hinsdale, presiding in the court of spec- 
ial sessions, for publishing in his paper, 
The Freiheit, alleged seditious article 
on the day follow ing the shooting of the 
late President McKinley. 

The article in question was entitled 
“Murder Against Murder.” In his de- 
fence, Most claimed that the paper con- 
taining the article vas printed and 
ready for distribution be ‘fore the presi- 
dent was shot. Also that it vasa quo- 
tation from an article published 50 
years ago and republished by him 15 
years ago. After imposing tie sentence 
Justice Hinsdale read the op'nion of the 
court, in which he said: 

“It is no answer to the evil and crimi- 
nal nature of this article to claim that 
it was written forthe nurpose of de- 
stroying crowned heads. It inculeates 
and enforees the idea that murder is the 
proper remedey to be applied against 
rulers. The fact that it was*published 
50 years ago and again republished 
about 15 years ago only emphasiz-s and 
gives added point to the criminality of 
republishing it at wny time. It shows 
a deliberate intent to ineuleate and 
promulgate the doctrines of the arti- 
cle. This we hold to be a criminal act. 
It is not necessary to trace any connec- 
tion in this article with the assdSsina- 
tion of the late president. The offense 
here, in the eyes of the aw, is precis ly 
the same as if the bloody event had 
never occurred. The -nurder of the 
president only serves ‘o ‘llustrate and 
illuminate the enormity of the -rime of 
the defendant ip teaching ‘is diabolical 
doctrine.”

Albany, Oct. 15.—Superintendent Col- 
lins will send a request to Secretary of 
State Hay to designate an official repre- 
sentative of the government to be pres- 
ent at the death by electricity of Leon 
I’, Czolgosz, the murderer of President 
McKinley. 

There will be but 26 witnesses in the 
chamber of death when the sentence of 
the law is executed. Warden Mead of 
Auburn prison has sent to Superin- 
tendent Collins the requests he has re- 
ceived for permission to atiend the exe- 
eution, over 1000 in all, The law will 
limit the number of witnesses and the 
superintendent will decide who the wit- 
nesses shall be. 

Itt is stated at the state department of 
prisons that statements to the effect that 
Czolgosz is in a continuous state of col- 
lapse and that he bréaks down and 
weeps every time anything is said to 
him concerning his exeeution is false. 
Superintendent Collins had a talk with 
the condemned man some days ago and 
at that time he said he knew he had to 
die. He expressed no fear of the elec- 
tric chair, but said that he would not 
care to go outside of the prison, for ne 
believed that the people would kill him. 

Since his confinement in Auburn pris- 
on several thousand letters have been 
received for him at the prison, as well 
as a large number of express packages 
containing flowers and fruit. Not any 
of the letters, flowers or fruit have ever

PRAISES SUPERIOR OFFICER 


As Enthusiastically Brave and Patri- 
otic—Tells story of the Retrograde 
Movement, Declaring That Collision 
With Texas Was Never Thought Of 


Washington, Oct. 15.—In the Schley 
court of inquiry Judge Advocate Lemly 
concluded presentation of testimony for 
the government yesterday and the first 
of Admiral Schley’s witnesses was in- 
troduced. 

Captain Cook, who commanded Ad- 
miiral (then commodore) Schley’s flag- 
ship, the Brooklyn, during the Santiago 
campaign, and who acted, though un- 
officially, chief of 
staff for the commodore, was on the 
of the

Witness stand the greater part 
day. 

He was followed by Lieutenant-Com- 
mander Fullam, who was senior watch 
officer on the New Orleans during the 
Spanish war, and former Lieutenant 
Seals, who, as an officer on the Harvard, 
translated the cipher despatches  be- 
tween Commodore Schley and the navy 
carried by the vessel. 
Among tlose despatches was that sent 
by Commodore Schley May 28, express- 
ing his regret at not being able to obey 
the orders of the department and ex- 
plaining the reason why he could not do 
80. There are some verbal discrepan- 
cies between the originabl draft of this 
despatch and the official print of it, and 
these Mr. Beale explained. 

Lieutenant Beale was last of the goy- 
ernment witnesses, although Captain 
Lemly explained that he would reserve 
the right to call others, if reason should 
demand that he do so. 

The lieutenant had no sooner retired 
than the first witness for Admiral 
Schley was called. This proved to be 
the Cuban pilot, Eduardo Nunez, who 


| told Schley on May 26, 1898, that he did 


not believe the Spanish fleet under Cer 
vera was in the harbor at Santiago, 

Captain Cook's testimony was a re- 
view of the entire campaign after Cer. 
vera’s fleet, beginning with the de- 
parture of the flying squadron from Key 
West on May 19, and coneluding with 
the battle off Santiago, July 3. He said 
that at first it had been believed by both 
Sampson and Schley that the Spanish 
fleet was in the harbor at Cienfuegos 
and that no information to the contrary 
had been conveyed to Schley until the 
arrival of McCalla on May 24;that it 
was Schley’s expectation to meet the 
Bpaniards in the open sea and his cun- 
stant care was to have coal enough for 
such emergency. He gave particulars 
concerning the retrogade movement and 
explained the Brooklyn l6op in connee- 
tion with a graphic account of the en- 
gagement of July 3. Asked for an opin- 
fon as to Schley’s bearing, as a com- 
manding officer, he said: “I always re- 
garded him as an enthusiastically brave 
nnd patriotic officer.” 

Ceneral interest inan fested 
throughout the court room when Mr. 
Hanna began inquires about the battle 
of July 3. He asked: *Were you on 
feck when the fleet came out of Santiago 
harboron July38? When were they first 
sighted?’ The reply wasinthe nega- 
Captain Cook said he had at that 
time been in the cabin. The next ques- 
tion was: “How did you first learn 
the fleet was coming out?” 

The reply to this brought Captain 
Cook's story of that engagement as fol- 
lows: “I heard the executive officer 
call ont: ‘Clear ship for action,’ and as 
I had been given instructions to have 
the ship ready for inspection I knew at 
once something was happening. I went 
on deck immediately.” 

“When you came on deck where were 
the Spanish vessels? What were they 
doing?” “When I first arrived on the 
forecastle there were two insight. The 
third was just outside the entrance, and 
the fourth appeared immediately after- 
ward.” 

“What did they do when they came 
out, which way did they head?’ “We 
were to the westward. Theentrance to 
us was about northeast by north. The 
fleet came out south and turned as they 
left the entrance to four points south- 
west, so that they turned in our diree- 
tion. When I first got on deck the helm 
had been starboarded, heading a little 
to thenorthward. WhenIsaw the fleet 
they were heading southward and seem- 
ed to be coming straight for the interval 
hetween the Texas and the Brooklyn. 
I went in the conning tower and di- 
rected the helmsman. I told him what 
I wanted to do was to keep straight for 
the fleet. They wavered a little. 

“Sometimes they turned one way and 
then another. We shifted helm once or 
twice, but very little indeed, and finally 
when we were getting up fairly close,say 
between 1500 and 2000 yards, it seemed 
to me clear that they wanted to pass be- 
tween the Texas and Brooklyn. The 
Texas was well on our starboard hand, 
and she was headed to the northward 
All ships were carry- 
ing out the instructions of the ecom- 
mander-in-chief, and that was to had 
in for the entrance.

I never saw the 
starboard bow of the Texas, and chang- 
ing her bearing very rapidly, the bow 
of the Brooklyn passed along the port 
side of the Texas until there was a clear 
opening between us and the stern of the 
Texas. We made a complete turn, a 
very quick turn, with helm hardaport 
until we came around and paralleled 
the fleet on the other side. As we par- 
alleled the Spanish fleet the Viscaya—” 

Admiral Dewey. “May J interrupt? 
How near did you pass to the Texas?” 
“T never thought of acollision. Itnever 
entered my head. I never fora moment 
had one idea or vicissitude in that re- 
spect.” 

“We passed, I judge, about 400 yards. 
I had handled the shipunder all cir- 
cumstances and got so I could judge 
pretty correctly, and my impression was 
that we were about the distance we 
sailed in squadren.

OCTOBER FLOWERS. 


There Is a Beautifal Display of 
Them at the Pan-American — The 
Gardens of the City of Light Are 
One of Its Most Attractive Featares, 
Artistic Scenes Which the Lover of 
Beauty Should Not Fail to See. 


The Pan-American is one of the 
greatest flower shows that ever was, 
but there are so many other things in 
which it is great that the rarity and 
beauty of its floral features are per- 
haps apt to be overlooked. If people 
would take more time to allow the ar- 
tistic and beautiful features of the Ex- 
position to impress their senses and 
permeate their inmost being instead of 
racing from one part of the grounds to 
another, trying to see every exhibit 
and every show on the Midway, they 
would go home feeling greater benefit 
from their stay in the Rainbow City. 

The Pan-American is full of gardens 
which tempt the visitor to rest awhile 
and drink in the beauties of nature. It 
may seem surprising that in the month 
of October there are flowers worth 
looking at, but such is the fact. The 
rains of the past few weeks have kept 
the landseape as fresh and beautiful as 
in May and June, and as one flower 
goes out of the scene another takes its 
place. On opening day the hyacinths 
filled the air with their dainty fra- 
grance, in June tulips lifted their proud 
heads, later in the month of brides and 
sweet girl graduates came reses, with 
their rich perfume, and as the summer 
passed the other flowers in their sea- 
son sprang up as if by magic to take 
the place of those which had done their 
blossoming and served their turn in the 
entertainment of the visitors to the 
City of Light. And now one sees the 
tall canna, the gay geranium and such 
old fashioned flowers as grandmother's 
garden had--the phlox, the pink, the 
begonia, the petunia and other posies 
which are no beautiful because 
they do not happen to be novel. 

In entering the grounds by the Elm. 
wood gate visitors pass two tall and 
curious looking trees, which perhaps 
few in their anxiety to reach the heart 
of the Exposition stop to notice. If 
they realized that they were century 
plants just budding, a thing which, as 
all know, century plants only do once 
in a long, long time, they would doubt- 
less stop and look with open mouths 
and wondering gaze. It is a sight 
which one cannot see very often any- 
where else. One of these century plants 
is nearly forty feet in height. 

The Rose Gardens around the Wom- 
an’s building, having for their back- 
ground the outlines of the Spanish 
renaissance buildings about the main 
court and the Electric Tower looming 
up at its north end, with the Mirror 
Lakes and the Triumphal Bridge and 
the groups of statuary abounding, form 
a scene whose artistic aspect must ap- 
peal to even the least wsthetic visitor. 
The cannas are very effective decora- 
tive plants, with their tall leaves in 
green and red and brown. A rich canna 
one sees here is named Governor 
Roosevelt. It would seem appropriate 
now to change its name to President 
Roosevelt. 

On the opposite side of the Tri- 
umphal Bridge is the Wooded Island, 
and here one roams amid old fashioned 
flowers, growing as though they had 
sprung up there all by themselves with- 
out any assistance from the landscape 
gardener and his corps cf assistants. 

sut of course that is not the case. The 
studied carelessness of the gardening 
of this island is only one of the pretty 
deceits employed to produce the im- 
pression that it is all the work of Moth- 
er Nature herself. 

Have you seen the fairylike effects 
in the garden about the Fountain of 
Abundance at night? It is one of the 
new things. This small garden is very 
beautiful by day, and at night electric 
lights of different colors have been hid- 
den among the flowers and planks, so 
that one sees the surface of the ground 
dotted with these little spots of light, 
bringing out the beauty of the flowers, 
and all forming a scene impossible to 
describe, but very charming indeed to 
witness. It is quite a pretty surprise 
even to old Pan-American visitors. 

Did you ever notice in crossing the 
Court of Lilies, south of the Machinery 
building, a heavy vapor arising from 
the basin in the center of that court? 
Sometimes it has so much the appear- 
ance of smoke that people think some- 
thing must be afire in the garden, but 
it is only the steam or vapor created 
by the heating of the water in that ba- 
sin for the benefit of the tropical lilies 
which grow therein. These lilies, which 
are known as the Victoria Regia, have 
enormous leaves, some of them three 
feet in diameter. 

Other gardens where there are flow- 
ers in bloom during this month of Oc- 
tober are those in front of the United 
States Government building and the 
Horticulture group, where the gay ge- 
raniums and sweet petunias contrast 
their colors with the green flags grow- 
ing in the basin and with the white 
statuary disposed along their slopes. 

There was a floral fete at the Expos!- 
tion during the first week of October, 
and this in its way, of course, was an 
affair of much beauty and magnifi- 
cence; but, as a matter of fact, there 
bave been floral fetes at the Pan-Amer- 
ican since opening day.

In speaking of the havoc some ants 
make, let us also remember some good 
service rendered. In the West Indies 
there is a red cockroach which is four 
times as large as the common one. It 
smells horribly, scents everything that 
it touches, is far more destructive than 
the ant and eats everything with 
which it comes in contact. 

Now, although one cockroach in bulk 
outweighs 200 ants, the latter little 
creatures kill and devour innumerable 
cockroaches. 

Whenever one ant comes upon a cock- 
roach that is at rest, eating or in its 
hole, suddenly myriads of others ap- 
pear, swarm round the roach as if by 
magic, surround it completely and 
then, with one consent, rush all over it. 
As it is dragged away only a mass of 
ants can be seen moving along. All 
the time the ants carry their prey they 
are busily eating it until only the shell 
is lefi.

'Schley’s Conduct Under Fire 


Praised by Sears 


THE BATTLE OF SANTIAGO 


Is Again Described and Details Given 
of Persistent Chase After Colon— 
Schley’s Report of Battle Never 
Reached Navy Department 


Washington, Oct. 16.—Only one new 
witness was heard in detail by the 
Schley court of inquiry yesterday. This 
was Lieutenant Commander James H. 
Sears, who was Admiral Sehley's flag 
lieutenant during the Spanish war. 

He gave a detailed account of the en- 
tire campaign, including the brief siege 
of Cienfuegos, the retrogade movement 


of the flying squadron in search of coal, 
the blockade of the Santiago shore bat- 
teries and the bombardment of the Cris- 
tobal Colon, May 31, and the battle off 
Santiago July 3, when Cervera’s fleet 
was destroyed. He placed the distance 
out of the blockading line at Cienfuegos 
at from one to four miles and at San- 
tiago at from three tosix miles, He ex- 
pressed the opinion that in the battle of 
July 3 it had been the Viscaya’s inten- 
tion to ram the Brooklyn. 

The witness saw the engagement of 
July 3. After stating the preliminary 
incidents he said: “I was in my room 
when I heard the ery of the executive 
officer ‘Clear ship for action.’ I knew 
what that meant, and ran to the quarter 
deck. I looked aloft to see if the pre- 
scribed signal ‘Eneniy is escaping’ was 
up, and saw thatit was. I met the com- 
modore on the quarter deck. He di- 
rected the signal ‘clear ship for action,’ 
followed by the signal to close in, all of 
which were made. From my position 
I had a good view of the entrance. Our 
ship was heading at the time, I should 
say, to the westward of north. The en- 
gines had been started by the time I got 
on deck, and she was gaining way and 
swinging toward the enemy. The first 
vessel, which proved to be the flagship 
Maria ‘Teresa, came out. She was di- 
rectly on our bearing from the entrance 
to the port. 

“As the ships swung towardsethe Ter- 
esa, she swung slowly around. To me 
the Teresa appeared to not hold an ex- 
actly straight course, and the hel:n of 
our ship was eased one way or the other 
to keep our ram pointing toward the 
Teresa. The Teresa shortly turned 
squarely toward the westward, and as 
she did so I got a view of the next ship 
following in her wake. It was my ob- 
servation that the Brooklyn was then 
held up to meet the second ship ap- 
proaching. Of course, we ported helm. 

“The second sh'p passed in the wake 
of the first one, the Brooklyn was held 
toward her and she appeared to me to 
be uncertain in her course. The Brook- 
lyn was handled by her captain and 
quartermaster. She turned after she 
had passed to the southward of the 
Teresa’s wake and followed her, and 
then it was generally remarked on the 
tower bridge they were all going to try 
to escape to the westward. Just about 
the time the Viscaya turned, Yeoman 
Ellis came to me and said that his stadi- 
metre showed 900 yards to the Viscaya. 
I immediately took an especial lookkat 
the Viscaya with that in mind, and my 
judgment confirmed the stadimetre. I 
said to the commodore: ‘I think we are 
about our tactical diameter from that 
ship now,’ and he said: ‘I think so, 
too,’ or ‘We are.’ Then the order was 
‘hard-aport.’ Iam not pos ‘ive who 
gavethatorder. I think the commodore 
said: ‘Hardaport,’ and Captain Cook 
said ‘It is hard-aport. The helm was 
kept hard-aport and the ship swung 
rapidly in her turning circle. When the 
order was given, hard-aport,’ I looked 
at the next vessel in our fleet-—the Texas 
—and in my judgment, we were com- 
pletely clear of her, and as we turned 
Wwe passed clear of her. After the turn 
was completed we found ourselves 
abreast or possibly a little before the 
beam of the leading ship with slowly 
convoying course toward the leading 
ship. The smoke at this time was very 
dense, but there were two ships in plain 
sight, and occasionally we could get a 
glimpse of the third. 

“The commodore spoke of the advisa- 
of signalling through the Oregon to 
the Texas to stay by the Viscaya, when 
she turned in and insured her surrender, 
but after a moment’s thought he said: 
‘Philip will know enough to look out for 
that,’ and then we proceeded. While 
Wwe were engaged on the beam of the 
Viscaya the Colon had passed inside of 
the Viscaya, firing, but gradually draw- 
ing away. We were increasing our 
speed as rapidly as the fires could be 
forced, and after the Viscaya had gone 
in, we continued to chase after the 
Colon. The forcing of the fires told 
presently, and we began to slacken her 
speed. We estimated the distance of 
the Colon to be fully 12,000 yards, It 
was beyond the extreme range of the 
stadimetre. 

“After we began togain upon the 
Colon, the commodore directed the Ore- 
gon to try her guns at her. Then the 
Oregon and the Brooklyn fired deliber- 
ately at the Colon. After our fire she 
began to waver in toward the shore, 
Her course was unsettled and the com- 
modore said he thought she had enough 
of it and was looking for a soft spot to 
lie upon, which proved to be the case 
She fired occasionally at us, rather 
rapidly at first, and then it be came 
weaker. She was close into shore at 
that time and at 1:15 hauled down her 
flag. Captain Cook and Lieutenant 


Wells were sent on board the Colon to 
receive the surrender.” 
Mr. Rayner questioned the Witnosg 


again concerning his association yj 
s with 
Lieutenant Commander Potts on the 


Massachusetts, and asked if he bad 
heard the cominodore say, on the occa- 
gion of the Colon reconnoissance, any- 
thing in the presence @ Mr, Potts con- 
cerning fhe conspicuousness of the uni- 
forms of the officers as they stood on the 
turret during the firing of the enemy's 
batteries. The witness replied in the 
negative. 

“Was the commodore behind the con- 
ning tower on that oceasion?” “He was 
both behind and in front of it, he was 
moving about.” 

In reply to a question, Commander 
Sears said he had been with Commodore 
Schley in five engagements, all told. 
He was then asked as to the bearing of 
that officer under fire and replied: 
“Fis bearing to me was a model for any- 
body, worthy of emulation at all times. 
Under fire his faculties, if it was possi- 
ble, seemed to be clearer and more in 
possession than at any other time.” 

“Was he in any state of excitement?” 
“Not the slightest.” 

“Was he cool and 
lutely.” 

“How about points of danger, would 
he get away from them or did he expose 
himself to them?’. “He was always 
putting himself in exposed positions. 
I requested him many times not to ex- 
pose himself, as it was useless to do so.” 

Mr. Rayner sought to secure the in- 
troduction of a brief report of the battle 
of July 3, which Commodore Schley pre- 
pared for transmission to the secretary 
of the navy. It was stated that Com- 
mander Sears had taken this despatch 
ashore to be cabled to the secretary, but 
that it never reached that official. The 
despatch was ruled-out on the ground 
that as it was not received it was not 
an official communication. It was not 
read in the court room, but the follow- 
ing is a copy of it: 

“The Secretary of the Navy, Washing- 
ton: Spanish squadron came out of 
Santiago harbor this morning, July 3, 
at 9:30, and were all captured or de- 
stroyed in a running fight to the west- 
ward of about 3% hours. Very few 
easualities iv our fleet; Ellis, chief yeo- 
man, killed, and one man wounded on 
the Brooklyn. Reports from other ships 
not in yet. The commander-in-chief 
now superintending transfer of prison- 
ers from the Cristobal Colon, which sur- 
sendered to the Brooklyn and Oregon 
at 1:15 p. m. About 1000 prisoners in 
all, including Spanish admiral. Vietory 
completp: details later. Schley.” 

@aptain Cook was recalled during the 
day and in response to a question by 
Captain Lemly made an additional 
statement concerning the  retrogade 

movement of the flying squadron May 
26 to May 28. He also said ir answer 
to a question by the court, that Commo- 
dore Schley during the battle of July 3 
was “cool, brave and enthusiastic. I 
cannot imagine any conduct in battle 
more admirable.”

ABRAHAN’S FORGERIES 
Way Caus a Loss of Over $200,000 

: to Banks and Individua!s 

Boston, Oct. 16.—The financial condi- 
tion of the bankrupt firm of F, Abraham 
& Son, pipe manufacturers and tobacco 
dealers, are said to be in worse shape 


than was ever contemplated, notwith- 
standing it was known that forgery 
and other irregularities had developed, 


and there seems to be a sl'm chance of 
the creditors receiving a dividend of 


more than a few centson the dollar. 


The receivers who are investigating the 
firm's affairs will not discuss the matter. 


but of the total liabilities of $240,000, as 
shown by the meager returns to the 
court showing the condition of the Ab- 
raham estate, over $200,000 is represent- 
ed in notes, drawn and realized upon by 
the firm of Abraham & Son, on the 
strength of indorsements of reputable 
individuals and concerns, practically all 
of which are alleged to have been 
forged by Leopold Abraham, a partner 
in the concerr, now confined in an in- 


sane asylum. 


The protesting of notes, as they fail 
due, is a daily occurrence. Many of 
them are indorsed several times, each 
signature in turn being repudiated as 
forgeries as often as presented. As 
many as 50 banks, concerus and _ in- 
dividuals will suffer as a result, each 
believing that not only was the bank- 
rupt concern good for its promissory 
notes. but that the indorsements placed 
them beyond all question. 


UtLOER HEAVY BONDS 


Three Alleged Housebreakers Are 
He.d For the Grand Jury 

Boston, Oct. 16.—The city of -Cam- 
bridge has obtained the custody of th 
three alleged burglars who were ar- 
rested in this city Sunday and in 
the third district court, Cambridge, 
each of the defendants was helu by 
Judge Almy in $5000 for the action of 
the grand jury. The men are Herbert 
Dudley, 24 years old; Albert Reynolds, 
22, of Cleveland, and Frank B. Gor- 
don, 22, of Utica, N. Y. 

Nine cases of breaking and entering 
in Cambridge are laid at the doors of 
the men, the breaks in the house of Sen- 
aotr Parry and in the house of Chicf 
Cloyes of the Cambridge police being 
among the number. When the de- 
fendants’ names were called in court 
each waived examination. Later the 
men were removed to police headquar- 
ters and photographed, and after that 
taken to the jail in Kast Cambridge. 

Scores of people in all conditions of 
life have calied on Chief Inspector 
Watts and Captain Dugan, at Boston 
police headqtarters, in the endeavor to 
find some of the property stolen from 
them during the summer months. 

The two days of overhauling has had 
its effect on the property, and its ap- 
derance is that of a“rummage sale” 
collection. There are still many arti- 
cles which have not been identified and 
the police are anxious that those who 
really bave had things stolen should 
call and try to identify the goods. Quite 
a lot of goods were received from New 
York which had been pawned there by 
the prisoners. This includes wearing 
apparel and jewelry. 

Mrs. Annie Dudley, wife of one of the 
men arrested, was released by orders of 
Chief Inspector Watts. The chief says 
she is not legally responsible for her 
acts. Her husband alone must account 
to the courts for her actions if she is 
guilty of the crimes alleged.

The chief address of the evening was 
by Rey. Dr. Clark, who spoke at length 
upon the work of the soc’ety, answer- 
ing the question: “What is the chief 
end of Christian Endeavor?’ Dy. Clark 
said: 

Some confusion has arisen in the 
mind of the general public because of 
the two relations sustained by the 
Young J’eople’s Society of Christian En- 
deavor. Sometimes it is spoken of as a 
local society owing allegiance only to 
local church, and so it is, Some- 
times it is spoken of as a world wide 
movement with relations to all the 
churches, and so it is. Both relations 
are correct, and neither excludes the 
other. In fact, both are necessary to 
the highest development of either. 

What is the chief end of Christian En- 
deavor as a society? To start with the 
Phraselogy of the old catechism, its 
chief end is to glorify God, and build up 
the local church with which it is con- 
nected. Out of 1800 ministers inter- 
viewed, D4 percent of them declared that 
Christian Endeavor had decidedly in- 
creased the loyalty of their young people 
to their own church, 96 percent de- 
elared that the  interdenominational 
fellowship was only a help and not a 
hindrance, and these same ministers de- 
clared that 47 percent of the 
to their churches had come from the 
ranks of the Christian Endeavor So- 
ciety. 

Put Christian Endeavor is a move- 
ment as well What is its 
chief end us a movement? To glorify 
God and to promote certain great inter- 
national and interdenominat onal ef-

forts among the young people of the 
world. This end is just as important, 
just as necessary, just as inevitable, as 


its end as a local society. 
As a movement, Christian Endeavor 
ean stand and does stand peculiarly for 


Christian citizenship. Its ranks are 
filled with young citizens,—young men 
who are casting their early bullots; 


young women who have “a voter if not 
a vote.” Ibvery four years 200,000 
Christian Endeavorers, it is said, join 
the ranks of vcters. How could it be 
otherwise than that mill'ons of young 
people banded together should come to 
feel their collective duty as ¢.tizens to 
make their native lands nobler, purer, 
more Christlike. 

As Christian Endeavor expand 4d into 
all the world, its relations to other lands 
and its responsibility to uplift other 
peoples came home to its members, and 
its period of missionary activity and 
zeal began. Through the denomina- 
tional boards of the different churches 
this zeal has been chiefly manifested, 
and it has materialized in gifts aggre- 
gating millions ef dollars, 

But Endeavorers have other relations 
besides those that bind them to their 
own churches and their native lands. 
Many of them are “set together in fami- 
lies.” They are husbands or wives or 
children or brothers or sisters, as well 
as church members and citizens, and so 
the home comes within their ken. W. 
T. Stead of England declares that the 
great value of the movement is that in 
the society so many young men have 
found good wives and so many girls 
good husbands. The consciousness of 
these relations have come to them of 
late, and they have come to see that in 
making home a nobler, sweeter, purer 
place they have an opportuntiy, and 
consequently a duty. A practical thing 
that they can doin spose homes 
is to promote and sustain the family 
worship. This vastly siesta int mat- 
ter, has been taken up in earnest, and 
the “Home Circle of Christian Endeavy- 
c2” will mark the year 1901 as an im- 
portant one in the annals « f the mneve- 
ment. 

You will see how natural and inevi- 
table areallthese features. It has been 
the result of the environment and rela- 
tionships of Christian Endeavorers. 
The society could not live unless it 
grew. If these natural developments 
had been cut off or stunted it would have 
dwindled and died long ago, and all of 
them are possible only because the so- 
ciety has become a movement. None of 
them would be practicable in the same 
degree to a single society, or to those 
of one denomination, or even of the 
country.

SUSPENDED IN 1897 


Belknap Savings Bank Has Just Had 
an Assignee Appointed 

Laconia, N. H., Oct. 17.—William H. 
Plummer has been appointed assignee 
of the Belknap Savings bank of this 
city. The appointment was made by 
Judge Charles E. Stone in Concord, at 
the request of Bank Commissioners 
John Hatch and George W. Cummings. 

The Belknap Savings bank, which is 
one of the oldest institutions in the city, 
stopped doing business on May 17, 1897, 
on account of the temporary tyiog up of 
much of its resources, and since that 
time the trustees have been engaged in 
turning the assets into cash for the ben- 
efit of the depositors, many of whom ce- 
sided here, while others are scattered 
all over the United States, 

When the bank ceased doing business 
the amount due to depositors was $961,- 
273. The tirst dividend was declared 
and paid 10 months after the bank sus- 
pended business and the second eight 
months later. Since that time four 
other dividends have been paid, aggre- 
gating 70 percent. The first two were 
10 percent, the third 20 percent, and the 
other three 10 percent. 


Preparing For Lipton’s Visit 
Boston, Oct .17.—Sir Thomas Lipton's 
visit to Boston. while not as yet an ab- 
solute certainty, will in all probability 
occur, and the date of the visit will be 
some where about the middle of next 
week. He will be the guest of the Mas- 
sachusetts State Board of Trade and 
Charles E. Adams, president of that 
body, says: “Provisional  arrange- 
ments are made for a large reception 
under the auspices of the Massachu- 
setts State Board of Trade, at the Hotel 
Vendome, in case of his visit here be- 
coming a fact. Notices are prepared, 
all details perfected; and when I receive 
detinite word of his coming I have only 
to give the word to have everything let 
go that will carry out thes conditional 
preparations,”

WRECKED BY EXPLOSION) Wt Not accePT Bait 


Building Caught Fire and Two 
Women Were Cremated 


INJURED MAN DIES LATER 


Fallen Partition ln Front and Flames 
Behind Hemmed Three Women In 
a Stairway, but They Were Pluck- 

“ty Rescued by an Injured Man 


Bangor, Me., Oct. 17.—A terrific ex- 
plosion of gasoline, or some other 
equally powerful explosive, occurred on 
the second floor of a building on Har- 
low street, in the apartments of Miss 
Nellie Haney, yesterday. The explo- 
sion completely wrecked the first and 


second floors and caused a fire, in which 
Miss Haney and Mrs. Mary F. Carri- 
gan were burned to death. John Barry 
was frightfully burned, and Jied last 
night in a hospital. 

The explosion so wrecked the walls of 
her apartments that Miss Haney was 
unable to force her way out and expired 
before the firemen could reach her. 
The force of the explosion threw a heavy 
bureau from one room into and half 
Way across another, 

Mrs. Carrigan was employed in the 
restaurant of Nathanial Ladd, locatedon 
the first floor of the building, as assistant 
cook, and worked in the kitchen, which 
was located at the rear of Miss Haney’s 
apartment. At the time of the explo- 
sion there were in the ‘<itchea besides 
her, John Barry, the cook, Mrs. Emma 
Sprague, another assistant, and the 
cook's wife and Mrs. John Canron. 
When the shock came Mrs. Carrigan 
made a dash for the attic, thinking to 
get outon the roof. The others started 
for the stairs leading to the +treet, but 
Mr. Barry rushed after tis assistant to 
bring her back, knowing that it was im- 
possible to reach the roof from the 
attic. He was unable to reach her and 
the blaze cut him off from again de- 
scending to the second floor, and he was 
finally forced to jump from a third floor 
window. 

When the other three women reached 
the stairway they found it blocked bya 
fallen partition, thus preveuting them 
reaching the street by that way, while 
the flames behind them formed a bar- 
rister that had them ina veritable trap. 

William MeAll'ster, a waiter, was 
struck on the head by a piece of the steel 
ceiling that fell when the explosion 
came, receiving a severe cut, but he kept 
control of his faculties and rushed te 
the rescue of the women up stairs. He 
succeeded in clearing the wreckage so 
that they could escape, but though he 
could hear the cries of Miss Haney, was 
unable to reach her. 

The building was owned by the Still- 
well estate and is damaged about $1500. 
The damage to Ladd’s restaurant is 
about $1500. Elgin Greenleaf, who has 
a saloon in the building, has a loss of 
about $800. The fire also got into the 
store-room of the Bangor Bicycle com- 
pany and did about $800 damage. 


Uncomplimentary to Builders 

London, Oct. 17.—The court-martial 
which has been taking testimony re- 
garding the loss of the torpedo boat de- 
stroyer Cobra on Sept. 18, while on her 
way from the yard of her builders to 
Portsmouth, resulting in the loss of 
nearly 70 lives, found that the vessel 
simply collapsed at sea because she was 
structurally weak, that she did not 
touch ground, and that there were no 
errors made in her navigation. The 
purchase of the Cobra for the govern- 
ment was condemned. 


Ready For Work on Treaty

Serious Uprising of Students 

Vienna, Oct. 17.—-The Neues Abend 
Blatt reports that there has been riot- 
ing in Kicheneff, Bessarabia, where 1000 
students attacked aad wrecked the 
house of the governor, the headquarters 
of the police and the office of The Of- 
ficial Gazette. Eleven persons were 
killed and 36 injured.

Sing prison that the court of appeals 
had granted him anew trial. When the 
warden told him the uews Molineux 
flushed slightly, then laughed, and said: 
“That’s good news warden. ButI have 
expected it for several days.” The 
men inthe other cells, when they 
understood the news that Molineux had 
received, shouted out their congratula- 
tions to him. 

In talking of his case Molineux said 
that he did not want to be ad ultted to 
bail. He said: “I will not accept any 
bail if it is offered to me. What 1 de- 
mand is a new trial. I wish to be vindi- 
cated and to remove the stain from the 
name of my family that, has been cast 
upon it by this accusation against me. 
I would rather remain here in the death 
house than be taken to New York and 
released from prison on bail.”

SCHOOL CENSUS. 


Quincy Contines to Make Great 
Gains. 


Charles H. Johnson has just com- 
pleted taking the school census of the 
city and his returns show that the tote 
number of school children between the 
ages of 5 and 15 years to be 5,28l,a 
gain of 182 over last year. 

All wards show gains except Ward 
Four which shows a loss of 22, which 
is somewhat remarkable as this has 
always been considered the banner 
ward for children. 

The largest increase in any one ward 
was in Ward Six, where the gain was 
fifty more than any of the other wards. 
The increase in ward six as will be 
seen by the accompaning table was 95. 

In Ward Two the increase is also

33 more than last year, but when itis 
considered that 54 children have moved 
from the ward duriog the past year it 
will be seen that the ward is more than 
holding its own.

| Sears Testifies as to Conversa- 
tion In Ward Room 


DID NOT CRITICIZE SCHLEY 


Gives Further Explanation of Points 
Covered In His Previous Testimony 
—No Satisfactory Conclusion as to 


Time Consumed In Brooklyn’s Turn 


Washington, Oct. 17.—The officers of 
Admiral Schley’s flagship, the Brook- 
lyn, occupied the attention of the Schley 
court of inquiry for the entire day yes- 
terday. 

The proceedings began with the re- 
eall of Captain Cook and Lieutenant 
Commander Sears, both of whom made 
material additions to their former testi- 
mony, and they were followed in suc- 
cession by Commander Mason, who was 
the executive officer of the Brooklyn, 
Lieutenant McCauley, who was the sig- 
nal officer, and Lieutenaut Webster, 
who had charge of the forward gun 
deck battery of the Brooklyn during the 
battle off Santiago and was a watch of- 
ficer on board that ship, 

Captain Cook’s new testimony re- 
lated to the uncoupling of the Brook- 
lyn's engines and to the voyage of the 
fiying squadron from Cienfuegos to 
Santiago, explaining in some detail the 
cause of tle slow progress made on that 
occasion. 

Commander Sears spoke tgain of the 
conversation reported as naving taken 
place between himself and officers of 
the Massachusetts in the wardroom of 
that vessel on May 31, in whieh he was 
alleged to have said that it had been d'f- 
ficult to get Commodore Schley up to the 
point of undertaking the bombardment

The Viscaya had been passed long 
after the Brooklyn's turn and they ran 
along together for some time. 

After the Colon had passed the Vi:

and it was then that she was 12,000 
yards from the Brooklyn, as indicated 
by the stadimeter, which the witness 
said he did not consider an accurate tn- 
strument. After that tima the Colon, 
having exhausted her best coal, lost her 
speed, and the Brooklyn gained upon 
her. 

Asked how much time had been con- 
sumed in the Brooklyn's turn, Comman- 
der Sears said he had never been able 
to reach a satisfactory conclusion on 
that point. The time had seemed very 
short to him; It might have been 15 or 
20 minutes. On the morning of July 3, 
but previous to the battle, he had. he 
said, noticedthat all the shins were near 
to positions assigned to them except th 
Texas. That ship was outside her as- 
signed place. and was at the time herd 
ed to the eastward about as much ps 
the Brooklyp was to the northward 
The official chart putting the Texas w I] 
inside of the Brooklyn and the lowa, he 
said, was contrary to h’s observations. 

The last of the court's questions was 
concerning the relative posit’ons of the 
Brooklyn and the Oregon during the 
chase of the Spanish fleet up the Cuban 
coast. The Oregon was not, he said. so 
near the Viseaya as was the Frooklyn, 
but might have been nearer the Oquen- 
do. “We were always nearer the Colon

during the chase,” he said, “nearer dut- 
ing the chase and surrender.” 

Commander Mason and Lieutenants 
McCauley and Webster all gave ac- 
counts of the engagement, of July 3. 
Mr. McCauley recited in detail the sig- 
nals made in connection with tbat his- 
torical event at the instance of Commo- 
dore Schley. When asked if Comimo- 
dore Schley said anything during the 
battle for the encouragement of the 
men this witness replied that he several 
times said: “Give’em hell, bullies.” 

All these witnesses testified that the 
conduct of the commodore when under 
fire was cool and courageous. 


Cabinet Changes Unlikely 

Washington, Oct. 17.—When the atten- 
tion of Secretary Long was called to the 
report in the morning newspapers that 
he was about to resign, a somewhat per- 
sistent report. he said, in substance: 
“The cabinet situation with all its 
members is on just the same basis as if 
President McKinley had lived; there 
might have been changes before 1905, 
and so there may be now. But when 
President Roosevelt asked us all to re- 
main we accepted the invitation in the 
spirit in which it was given, and we 
shall do by him as we would have done 
by his predecessor. Personally, I am 
settling down in Washington for the 
Winter, and making my plans according- 
ly. I do not contemplate any early 
change of purpose.”

The Weight of Ice. 

The iceman and the coalman are 
often suspected of giving short weights 
—maybe oftener suspected than guilty; 
maybe oftener guilty than suspected. 


The means of testing the weight of 
from ten to thirty pounds of ice are 


not always at hand in the house, but a 


close estimate of the weight can be 
reached by wultiplying together the 


length, breadth and thickness of the 
block in inches and dividing the prod- 
uct by thirty. This will give very 
closely the weight in pounds. Thus, if 
a block of ice is 10 by 10 by 9, the prod- 
uct is 900, and this divided by thirty 
gives thirty pounds as the correct 
weight. A block 10 by 10 by 6 weighs 
twenty peunds. ‘This simple method 
can be easily applied, and it may serve 
to remove unjust suspicion or to detect 
short weights. 
French Railways. 

Railways in France are forbidden to 
carry persons visibly or notoriously af- 
fected by contagious diseases in com- 
partments that are used by the public. 
In the second place, the daily cleaning 
and the periodical disinfection of all 
ears are required. Linens of sleeping 
cars must bear a ticket indicating to 
the passenger the date of the last 
cleaning, and they must be properly 
washed and afterward subjected to a 
high temperature. Dry sweeping and 
dusting, which only serve to scatter 
disease germs, are prohibited, it being 
required that all floors, seats and wood- 
work be wiped with cloths moistened 
with some antiseptic solution.

MORE WARSHIPS. 


Work Ahead for Quincy 
Shipyard. 


Secretary Long Wants 
at Least Five. 


The Naval Board of Construction 
Favor More. 


Washington, Oct. 18.—Secretary Long 
erpresses the op-nion that three big 
armored 
eru’sers of high speed and a number of 
gunboats should be added to the navy. 
This gives a relable forecast of the 
naval increase program that will be 
laid before Congress. At the last ses- 
sion a cianuse was added to the nayal 
bill directing the secretary of the navy 
to prepare plaus aud estimates for two 
hig battleships and two armored cruis- 
ers and submit them to congress at the 
beginning of the coming session. The 
secretary regards gunboats as essential, 
and will probably renew the recom- 
mendation he made last year that 12 
be authorized. Mr. Long will recom- 
mend that the enlisted strength of the 
navy be inereased to 50,000 men and 
that provision be made for adding line 
officers to the uavy by increasing the 
number of cadets at the Naval academy. 

Speaking of estimates for the naval 
establishment, Secretary Long said: 
“We can’t have a navy unless we pay 
for it. The cost of the ships is only the 
beginning. We wust have men to man 
them and must buy coal for them. 
Coal is expensive, and it takes a lot of 
money to supply the fuel needed for the 
ships. Then we must have yards in 
which to care for the ships and facili- 
ties for repairing them. The greater 
the number of vessels the greater must 
be the outlay in this direction. As for 
the appropriations asked for the Phil- 
ippines and other islands we must have 
facilities for caring for the vessels at 
those stations.”

Bostonians Pieased the Duke 

St. Jonn, Oct. 18.—St. John was in 
gala attire yesterday on the occasion of 
the visit of the Duke and Duchess of 
Cornwall and York. They were loudly 
cheered as they passed through the city 
on the way to the exhibition building 
where the address of welcome was read 
by Mayor Daniel. The duke in his re- 
ply to the civic address, referred to the 
deputation from Boston in the following 
terms: “Iam glad to find from the kind 
words of the address from the British 
societies and residents of Boston that 
though they have transferred their 
homes to a foreign land, their hearts 
still beat in sympathy with the aspira- 
tions and ideals of the empire of their 
birth.” 


Zorenzo Snow’s Will 

Salt Lake, Oct. 18.—The late Presi- 
dent Snow of the Mormon church left 
no will. The property owned by him 
is valued at $10,000 to $12,000. The 
heirs number 30, including two wives, 
12 sons, 13 daughters and three grand- 
children, but in the administrator's list 
the name of Leroi C. Snow, the reputed 
favorite son of the late church presi- 
dent, does notappear. Neither does the 
pame of his mother, Minnie Snow, the 
youngest wife. with whom the decedent 
was livingat thetimeofhisdeath. The 
attorney for the administrator says 
omission was unintentional and will not 
in any way effect the rights of these two 
heirs. 

seventy Hurt In Riot 

Budapest, Oct. 18.—At Dobreczin, on 
the announcement that the liberal can- 
didate had been clected to the Hun- 
garian parliament, the Kossuthists be- 
gan to stone the military and police who 
were on duty. The police finally 
charged the mob. Some 70 rioters and 
many soldiers and policeman were se- 
verely injured in the conflict. The 
windows of the town hall and of other 
buildings: were broken. Hundreds of 
persons have been placed under arrest 
and the disturbances have not yet been 
quelled. 


George Men Against Tammany 

New York, Oct. 18.—The most signifi- 
cant political development is alettersent 
to Edward M. Grout, the fusion candi- 
date for comptroller, by Charles Hen- 
nessy, who managed the Henry George 
mayorality campaign in 1897. Mr. Hen- 
nessy declares that he and the George 
men generally are opposed to Tammany 
Hall, and will support Mr. Grout and 
the whole fusion tickeet. On the other 
hand, young George has declared him- 
self for Shepard.

SENTENCE DEFERRED | TRIP FROM CIENFUEGOS 


Jury Returns Verdict of Guilty In 
the Case of Mrs. Earnshaw 

Boston, Oct. 18.—A verdict of suilty 
was returned by the jury in the sup rior 
court against Mrs. Susie Earpshaw, who 
was charged with kidnapping 3-year-old 
Susie May Addison from her home on 
Compton street, on Sept. 29. Judg 
Bell deferred sentence. Under the law 
the penalty for the crime is not more 
than 10 years in prison or a fine not ex- 
eeeding $1000 and not more than two 
years in jail. 

The goverument sought to show that 
the child had been kept against her 
will at the Earnskaw house on Alhion 
street for several days; that she had 
been illtreated and had been fed with 
whisky to prevent her crying and that 
when found by a police officer Mrs. 
Earnshaw had declared that the child 
was her sister's child, and she had been 
sent to her for safe keeping. The de- 
fense was that the little one had stray- 
ed to the Earnshaw house, that she had 
in fact not been detained at all, but was 
being simply kept in safety until her 
parents were found. 


Wants County to Settle Bill 

Boston, Ovt. 12*—The courts will soon 
have another important question of law 
to settle in the cause of the common- 
wealth versus Charles R. Eastman, 
who was discharged several months ago 
after a long trial on an indictment 
charging murder. There were many ex- 
pensive expert witnesses for both the 
prosecution and deefense employed 
then. The government experts have al- 
ready been paid by Middlesex courts. 
Mr. Eastman belfeves that the expense 
he incurred in hiring the expert wit- 
nesses who testified during the presen- 
tation of the case of the defense should 
also be borne by the county. The bill 
which the defendant thinks he ought not 
to be asked to pay amouuts to about 
$4300. The particular issue involved 
bas never been passed upon by the Mas- 
sachusetts courts, 


Strike Sentiment Dying Out 

Fall River. Mass., Oct. 18.—The Tex- 
tile council held a long session last 
night and voted that in the future no 
line of action should become operative 
unless sancticned by four of the five 
unions. Secretary Whitehead said 
there would be no strike next Monday 
at which time the two weeks’ postpone- 
ment declared by the council will expire. 
The action of the council has caused a 
feeling of relief throughout the city and 
the impression generally prevails that 
the strike will not materialize. 


Patroi!man Out of a Job 

Newtor, Mass., Oct. 18.—Patrolman 
Jeffrey H. Marchant has been found 
guilty of neglect of duty and sentenced 
to dismissal from the police. le was 
charged with “conduct unbecoming an 
officer and neglecting to properly patrol 
his route.” On the particular charge of 
breaking and entering the office of the 
Newton & Boston Street Railway com- 
pany and abstractting five bunches of 
transfers, the decision is “that the evi- 
denee is not sufficient to sustain the 
charge.” 


A Declsion In Bankruptcy 

Boston, Oct. 18.—A dee's'on was hand- 
ed down by Judge Lowell in the United 
States district court, in the case of 
Zephaniah Talbot, a bankrupt, to the 
effect that the wife of the bankrupt Is 
not entitled to prove a claim against the 
estate of her husband fer money ad- 
vanced to him fromMer separate estate, 
because a debt between husband and 
wife is void at law and is unforceable 
either at law or in equity. The wife's 
claim is there fore denied proof. 


A Boom For . Milford 

Milford, Mass., Oct. 18.—The largest 
contract for building stone that ever 
came to Milford was awarded yesterday 
to Daniel W. Darling of the Bay State 
Pink Granite company. The contract 
ealls for the furnishing of cut pink 
granite for the Hanover Natioual bank, 
which is to be ereeted in New York city, 
and which will be 23 stories high. The 
general contract involves millions of 
dollars. 

The Missing Trunk of Jewelry 

Boston, Oct. 18.—It is bi lic vi d that the 
trunk containing about $15,000 worth of 
jewelry, which was shipped from Prov- 
Idence for Boston Sept. 28, by Martin, 
Copeland & Co., and which since has 
been missing, is somewhere in Boston. 
It is thought likely that it was stolen 
and taken to some boarding house, 
where the contents were removed. 


Labor D. ffienities Adjusted 

Boston, Oct. 18.—The differences of 
coal teamsters and helpers, which one 
time threatened to assume proportions 
of a strike, in which nearly 1500 men 
would be affected, were amicably  set- 
tled yesterday. with the signing of an 
agreement as to wages and hours of 
labor, which is mutually satisfactory to 
employers and employes.

THE COALING QUESTION 


Again Comes Before the Court—Ships 
Proceeded With Dispatch as a Unit 
—Further Testimony as to Schley’s 


Conduct In Trying Period 


Washingion, Oct. 
tion of Admiral Schley’s side of the con- 
troversy was continued before the 
Schley court of inquiry yesterday, eight 
Witnesses being examined. Of the se, 
five were ensigns, and ¢he entire eight 
had served on board the Brooklyn with 
Admiral (then commodore) Schley. 

The first of the day’s witnesses was 
Lieutenant Webster, 
his testimony 


who had begun 

Wednesday. He was 
Lieutenant Commander 
Griffin, who had charge of the powder 
division on board the Brooklyn during 


the fight off Santiago, and he was suc- 

ceeded by Ensigns Abele, Haligan, 
Macy, Hand and Marble. The last wit- 
ness of the day was Medical Director 
Fitzgibbons, who was chief surgeon of 
the flying squadron, 

Commander Griftin gave details of the 
Cienfuegos campaign, saying that the 
distance of the block: iding line there 

varied from three to seven mile s, being 
farther out at night. Speaking of the 
voyage from Cienfuegos to Santiao, 
the witness said the weather was 
“heavy” and that there was a “short, 
choppy sca.” He also sa‘'d that the 
heavy sea had impeded the fleet by de- 
laying the smaller vessels, e-pecially 
the Eagle. 

Referring to the battle of July %. the 
Witness said that he had been inc harge 
of the powder division and that it also 
was his duty to look after the lower 
decks. Consequently he had not seena 
great deal of the fight. He said that he 
had seen the Viseaya go ashore and 
that, looking abaft the Brooklyn’s beam 
along the coast, he had seen two other 
Spanish ships on fire, with the Colon 
some distance ahead on the starboard 
side firing occasionally. ‘hen he went 
into the forecastle. where Commodore 
Schley, Captain Cook and Commander 
Mason were standing, remain'nz there 
until the Colon surrendered. The Ore- 
gon was, he said, then following very 
close to the Brooklyn. 

Commander Griftin said that when 
the Colon gave up the conflict the Ore- 
gon was close to the Brooklyn's star- 
board quarter, and that the Texas and 
Vixen were within sight astern, 

“Can you speak of the conduct, bear- 
ing and manner of Commodore Schley 
during the engagement in which you 
saw him?’ “He impressed me as be- 
ing remarkably cool considering what 
had just occurred. He was perfectly 
natural in manner and bearing.” 

On cross-examination, Captain Lemly 
questioned the witness closely concern- 
ing the weather on the trip to Santiago, 
the sending away of the Eagle for coal 
and the blockade of Cienfuegos. Read- 
ing from the Brooklyn’s log, he said that 
at the time of. the Eagle's departure 
the sea was recorded as moderate. He 
also, at Captain Lemly’s request, again 
detailed the position of the Oregon 
when the Colon surrendered, saying 
that the vessel was from 600 to 800 
yards on the starboard quarter of the 
Brooklyn, slightly in shore. The two 
vessels were headed in practically par- 
allel lines. Mr. Hanna said: “Did you 
hear Commodore Schley say anything 
about leaving Cienfuegos?" “I did 
not.” 

“Or coaling difficulties?" “I did not 
remember. I know he was always ex- 
tremely anxious and seemed to coal 
whenever there was an opportunity. I 
do not remember any particular conver- 
sation. The conversation about go'ng 
to Guantanamo impressed me particu- 
larly, because afterward [ thought it 
was a wise decision.” 

Mr. Hanna asked the witness 
whether the fiying squadron had “pro- 
ceeded with despatch” on the woyage 
from Cienfuegos to Santiago) and the 
witness replied: “Yes, as a unit, until 
we made the turn to the westward on 
May 26. The slowest ship fixed the 
speed, and that was six or seven knots 
an hour.” 

“Then in your answer you except the 
retrogade movement?” “I do.” 

Having said that when the ficet left 
Cienfuegos it was the general wnder- 
standing that it was bound for Santiago, 
the witness, under questions of Mr. 
Hanna, stated that the fleet was headed 
east, when it stopped south of Santiago 
May 26. He said in reply to a further 
question, that if the squadron had con- 
tinued as then headed It would have 
landed “any where to the eastward.” 

The court asked: “Was it the rough- 
ness of the sea that made it difficult 
for the Yale to take the Merrimac in tow 
or that caused the hawsers to part?’ 
“IT am not sure.” 

By the court: “What difficulties d'd 
the Brooklyn have in coalirg off San- 
tiago prior to June 1?’ “TI do not think 
there was any difficulty during those 
dates.” 

Mr. Rayner: “Isn't it a fact that the 
derrick beams on the colllers were too 
short and were not coaling breeches 
rigged on all the ships in order to coal?’ 
“That is the case of the Brooklyn. I can- 
not say about the other ships.”

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stand, Mr. Kayner*sought to pring out 
information as to the American ships 
in sight at the beginning of the battle of 
July 2, but Captain Lemly objected on 
the ground that the question was in- 
tended to show the absence of the New 
York and the interrogatory was with- 
drawn.

BULGARIA MUST ACT 


Consul Dickinson Refused to Pay 
Ransom For Miss Stone’s Release 
Cologne, Oct. 18.—A dispatch to the 

Gazette from Sofia says that Mr. Dick- 
inson, the American counsul general 
at Constantinople, who has been active 
in trying to secure the release of Miss 
Stone, the American missionary, bas 
discovered that the brigands who cap- 
tured her are the tools of the Macedo- 
nian committee. He has, therefore, res- 
olutely refused to pay any ransom and 
has asked the Bulgarian government to 
arrest the chief instigators of the ab- 
duction. Several inthuential members 
of the Maecdenian committee have al- 
ready been arrested. 


Not Known In Boston 

Boston, Oct. 18—It is reported 
at the headquarters of the American 
board nothing is known of Pastors Dimi- 
kroff and Zirkoff, reported killed by the 
brigands who carried off Miss Stone. 
The secretaries say, however, that they 
might he connected with the Bulgarian 
mission without any personal-report of 
their names in Beston. But Rev. J. F. 
Clark, D. D., a missionary of the Ameri- 
ean board, now in Boston, who has 
worked in Bulgaria and European Tur- 
key for more than 40 years, declares 
positively that there are no preachers 
of that name in the whole region.

Four 
strips of zine or galvanized iron are 


bent at right angles, stood upright and 
nailed to the edges of the wooden base. 
Test them and if firm stand the panes 
of glass in the zine supports, strap the 
whole so that it is firm and then put a 
closely doubled strip of zinc around 
the upper edge. ‘This will make the 
frame stronger. 

When the glass sides are in place, the 
joining must be filled with cement and 
left at least five days to dry. On the 
sixth day fill the tank with water and 
watch it carefully to that there 
Is no leak. Assured of that, coat the 
zine with green oil paint. This must 
dry for at least a week before plants 
or fish are put in. No paint should be 
applied to the inside of the tank.

A WEBFOOT PROPELLER. 


|New Device Which May Greatly In- 
crease Speed of Steamships. 


A Sioux City man named Martin <A. 
Peterson is the inventor of a propelling 
mechanism for steamships which he 
believes will revolutionize navigation. 
|It is a contrivance whereby ocean 
| Steamers may attain the speed of rail- 
road trains. It saves a large part of

These are the claims made for his in- 
| vention by Mr. Peterson. 
| The most remarkable feature about 
Mr. Petereon’s invention is its sim- 
plicity. The action of his propelling 
mechanism is very similar to that one 
might imagine in a webfooted horse 
swimming at a trot. Five paddles are 
frranged on each side of the vessel. 
The forward two on one side and the 
rear three on the opposite sidé act 
simultaneously in the same direction. 
When five of the paddles are in this 
manner making a push on the water, 
the other five are coming back pre- 
paratory to making a push. 
Each of these paddles is as exact a 
reproduction of a duck’s foot as it is 
| possible to make of steel, and the ac- 
tion is very similar. Indeed, the idea 
was suggested to Mr. Peterson by his 
observation of a duck swimming. 
He noticed that when the duck made 
| a stroke the web was expanded and 


struck the water with great force; that 
when the foot was brought back for 
another stroke the web was closed, so 
that it cut the water with the mini- 
mum of resistance, and that in propel- 
ling itself it used practically none of 
the water a second time. All of these 
features he has embodied in his device. 


A GOWN OF GLASS. 


Wonderful Dress Worn by Miss El- 
lene Jaqea of Brooklyn. 


The most wonderful dress in the 
| world is owned by an American singer, 
| Miss Ellene Jaqua of Brooklyn, who 
| has recently purchased for the sum of 
| $1,250 the gown made of spun glass 
{| which was such a feature of the cos- 
tume exhibit at the Paris exhibition. 
The gown differs materially from the 
famous glass dress shown at the 
World's fair in Chicago and purchased 
by the Infanta Eulalie, for the dress in 
the possession of the Spanish princess 
cannot be worn on account of the fra- 
gility of the strands of glass, which 
snap and splinter with the slightest 
effort to bend them. Therefore Miss 
Jaqua is the first woman to wear a 
real glass gown. Indeed her dress is 
really more serviceable than the aver- 
age ball costume. 
The glass blowers of Dresden, Ger- 
many, who fashioned this wonderful 
gown, were five months in “blowing” 
the cloth. Infinite care and labor were 
necessary to blow the glass until the 
strands or threads were strong and yet 
pliable enough to be woven into a cloth 
that could be cut and handled. 
Fourteen yards of extra wide glass 
cloth, thirty-five yards of spun glass 
braid and twenty-five yards of glass 
fringe were required for the dress. In 
spite of this quantity of cloth the dress 
is no heavier than an ordinary evening; 
gown of the softest material.

Sir Harry Johnston’s discoveries in 
Uganda are of great importance. One 
of the new animals which he found 
was the okapi. It has no near living} 
relation unless it be the giraffe and / 
belongs to a group of ruminants only 
represented at the present time by the 
giraffe and the prong horned antelope, 
s0 called, of North America. So far as

can be ascertained the okapi is a liy- 
ing representative of the hellatotheri- 
um genus, which is represented by ex- 
tinct forms found fossilized in Greece 
and Asia Minor. The hellatotherium 
may be described as a poor relation of 
the giraffe, which has lost all but 
minute traces of its former horn cores, 
for the giraffe, it will be remembered, 
has on its skull three bony promi- 
nences from which horns or antlers 
sprang. 

The okapi is about the size of a large 
ox. Its coloration is perhaps unique 
among mammals. The body is of a red- 
dish color, the hair is short and the ap- 
pearance of the hide is extremely 
glossy. The legs are cream color, but 
the skin between the stripes is often 
white. The legs and hind quarters 
only of the animal appear to be striped. 

Another animal which Sir MHarry 
Johnston has found in Uganda is a five 
Specimens of the five 
horned giraffe were shot in the country 
lying to the east of Mount Elson, in the 
northeastern part of the Uganda pro- 
tectorate. The females have only three 
horns, while the maie specimens exbib- 
it five horned cores.

BANK EMPLOYES GONE 


Lowell Institution Would Like 
to Find Them 


EXPERTS WORKING ON BOOKS 


What Is Believed to Be an Accurate 
Estimate Places the Bank’s Loss 
at About $90,000—Detectives Put 


to Work on the Case 


Lowell, Mass., Oct. 19.—Albert G. 
Smith, teller, and Lewis K. Swift, book- 
keeper of the Merchants’ National bank, 
have been missing since Thursday 
night, and their absence has led to an 
examination of their accounts. 

The directors of the bank held a meet- 
ing that lasted until 12 o'clock last night, 
and as a result made a statement to the 
effect that the bank's interests ure not 


affected. 

The statement follows: “The bank is 
absolutely sound. The first knowledge 
that we had any trouble was in the fail- 
ure of the men to appear at the bank this 
morhigg at the usual time. That fact 
alone in a bank would call for an inves- 
tigation. We don't know what the ex 
aminaation has revealed. It has not 
been completed as yet, and will not be 
until tomorrow. A tins al statement will 
be made at that time. 

The teller and bookkeeper were in 
Lowell Thursday night. They left their 
respective homes early in the evening, 
and, so far as is known, said nothing 
to their people as to their intentions of 
leaving the city. 

The missing men have held positionsin 
the Merchants’ National bank for a 
number of years, and have been boon 
companions. They are among the best 
known of Lowell's young men, and so- 

cially, occupy excellent positions. The 
effect of their absence from the city 
did not become generally known until 
long after the bank had been closed yes- 
terday. The directors are prepared for 
a brisk demand for money and Presi- 
dent Pollard is authority for the state- 
ment that the bank will be able to pay 
out $100,000, or more, if it becomes nec- 
essary. 

The disappearance of the two men is 
the one topic of converstion in Lowell. 
While the reports have the loss of the 
bank at from $40,000 to $250,000, the be- 
lief is that the most accurate estimate 
is $90,000. Experts have been working 
on the books all day and night, and will 
continue to do so until the last account 
has been examined. Speculation is 
given as the source of the alleged de- 
faleation. Pinkerton detectives have 
been placed in charge of the case. 

Smith has been teller of the Merchants’ 
National bank since 1891, he having 
entered the bank two years prior to 
that in the capacity of a bookkeeper. 
He is 35 years old. Swift has been a 
bookkeeper in the bank for a number of 

years. 

The capital of the bank ts $400,000. 
The last statement of the bank’s re- 
sources, which was issued on Se pt. : 30, 
1901, shows a total of $1,559,197.37, and 
a totaleash supply in hand of Sti9.743.65 

It is said, but contirmatioa is lacking, 
that word las been sent to the bank 
directors by Smith and Swift that they 
will return if assured protection. The 
only explanation of this advanced was 
that both men might have had a short- 
age in their accounts, and being in dan- 
ger of discovery, seized a sum at hand 
and are now in a position to suggest 
terms. On this report an effort was 
made to secure statements from the 
bank officers, but there was a refusal to 
talk.

A Glance at Conditions In 
Various States 


INTEREST CENTERS IN OHIO 


Where iegistature Will Be Chosen 
Which Will Have the Choosing of 
Foraker’s successor—Atmosphere of 
Doubt as to Outcome In New Jersey 


Washington, Oct. 19.—The general 
public is paying very little att nticn to 
politics this fall. Off-year politics are 
usually dull, but today they appear 
duller even than usual. Yet elections 
are to be held in several states and one 
or two of the contests may exert an in- 
fluence on national affairs. 


What interest the public feels seems 
to be mainly centered on Ohio where a 
governor, lieutnant governor, an at- 
torney general and a treasurer are 
among the siate officers to be elected. 
The legislature chosen in November will 
be called upon to fill the vacancy in the 
senate caused by the expiration uf the 
of Senator Foraker’s term in 1903. 
Probably Senator Foraker’s prominence 
in the councils of the Republican party 
accounts for the public interest being 
greater in the Ohio contest than in the 
campaigns in other states in which a 
senatorship is involved. 

The Maryland legislatuze will be 
called upen to elect a successor to Sen- 
ator Welllugton. who, elected as a Re- 
publican, deserted his party in the last 

campaign and supported Bryan. Mr. 
Gorman is working with all his might 
of political shrewdness to get b. 


Maryland in November his ambition 
will be gratified. 

The Kentucky and Iowa legislature 
to be elected in November will also 
choose Unitcd States senators, the for- 
mer filling the vacancy occasioned by

In Mary- 
land the Democrats have raised the ery 
that “white supremacy” is in danget 
and “Ang'o-Saxon eivilization” is in 
peril bee ause of the 20 or 25 per cent of 
the inhabitants of the state who are of 
African descent. This ery inereases in 
intensity since it daily becomes more 
apparent that the Gorman allot act, 
passed last spring, is destined to fail of 
its object of scaring illiterates into re- 
maining illiterates. 

The Iowa campaign, which is sure to 
end in a Republican success, is peculiar 
in that it is being fought out on national | 
issues. The Iowa Democrats still re- 
gard Mr. Bryan as a “peerl ss leader, 
and they stand by the Kansas City plat- 
form. The Republicans not mly an- 
tagonize the Democrats on this issue, 
but they incliine to reciprocity and are 
using President McKinley’s Buffalo 
speech as the leading document of their 

campign literature. 

The New Jersey campaign appears to 
be entering into an atmosphere of dour. 
At the outset the Republicans seem-d 
confident of electing their candidate for 
governor, Franklin Murphy, with only 
pro forma opposition, but of late they are 
realizing that James M. Seymour, the 
Democratic candidate, is a politician «f 
remarkable resources and an opponent 
whom thay cannot afford to neglect. 
The New Jersey Republicans are 
now beginning to hustle, to offset the 
still hunt of their opponents, and ad- 
jurations to be up and doing abound in 


the Republican papers of the state. 
There must be local causes for this Re- 
publican uneasiness, not to be made 
out clearly at this distance, for New 
Jersey, last year, gave President Mec-

In New York only a few judicial can- 
didates and an assembly are to be 
elected, and the popular interest in the 
campaign is languid, to judge from ap- 
pearances. 

Pennsylvania chooses a state treas- 
urer and a supreme court judge, and 
Quayism and the revolt against it may 
be reflected in the voting. 

The Virginia Republicans, taking ad- 
vantage of the dissentions in the De 
mocracy due to the constitutional 
amendment question, are showing a 
good deal of activity, but the pt 
favor the election of Montague, the 
Democratic candidate for governor. 

Nebraska will elect two regents of 
the state university and a judge of the 
supreme court. 

In Massachusetts Governor Crane and 
a Republican council and legislature 
are almost certain to be elected.

(adanaaasnvnnamaccadaanass and in 1786 wrote “Victoria,” a two 
volume story from real life, marrying the same year William Rowson of 
London, trumpeter in the Horse guards. Two years after she published “The 
Inquisitor,” a three decker in the manner of Laurence Sterne, and returned to 
England. There in 1799 she issued “Charlotte Temple; a Tale of Truth,” and 
came back to the United States three years afterward. It is the last story, 
reissued here in 1794, and somtimes called the first American novel, that has 
survived the earlier. It was as little a creation of the imagination as were 
the names of the principal characters, Charlotte Temple being Charlotte Stan- 
ley and John Montraville being John Montressor. But the book was a great 
success in its day. Twenty-five hundred copies were sold within a few years. 
Its popularity was long lived, and as late as 1892 it was republished. The 
plot is simple and the story as old as the captivating fascination of brass 
buttons and epaulets. A British officer bound for tae American war entices a 
schoolgirl to share his fortunes. She trusts in the usual vows of fidelity. 
Both belonged to the nobility. That was the Engtish side of the story. The 
American was the customary sequence of desertion, disgrace and death, all 
of it told in a style that never was on land or sea, except in an eighteenth 
century novel. 

“Where is Charlotte?” said he. 
her doting parent?’ 

“Be composed, my dear sir,’ said Mme. Du Pont. “Do not frighten your- 
self unnecessarily. She is not in the house at present, but, as mademoiselle 
is undoubtedly with her, she will speedily return in safety, and I hope they 
will both be able to account for this unseasonable absence in such a manner 
as shall remove our present uneasiness.”” And so on through 35 chapters, 
each interlocutor waiting his turn and adjusting himself, his pose, vocabu- 
lary and punctuation to stage effects of melodramatic intensity.

People who were at home reading a novel instead of 
going to the play demanded that it be illumined by footlights and be enlivened 
by something of the rant they had lately heard on the boards; hence much of 
ceremonious and unnatural orotundity and chapters headed, “Which people 
void of feeling need not read,” meaning, “If ye have tears to shed, prepare to 
shed them now.” This was taken as a stage direction by readers and com- 
plied with to the letter. They sighed and wept to order. 

Mrs. Rowson continued to write until her demise in Boston in 1824. 

Two men took up the new literary trade almost simultaneously, Henry 
Hugh Brackenridge getting the start of Charles Brockden Brown by a year 
only in his “Modern Chivalry.” A graduate of Princeton in the class with 
James Madison and Philip Freneau, it is not strange that the young lawyer 
entered into the arena of politics early and took his literary capability with 
him as an assistant. The experiences he passed through in the whisky insur- 
rection of 1794 furnished material for the above story, with the subtitle of the 
“Adventures of Captain Farago and Teague O'Regan, His Servant,” the first 
part being published at Pittsburg in 1796 and the second ten years later. The 
story smacked of border life, if it did not have the odor of a tavern tumbler 
about it, since the writer did not have so utter an abhorrence of moonshiners 
as the exciseman did. Altogether it conveyed a useful lesson to a rough and 
raw population who had just acquired the new and dangerous possession of 
freedom and were handling it carelessly, not knowing that it was loaded. 
Teague O'Regan, the Sancho Panza to Captain Farago, has as great difficulty 
to keep out of office as his illustrious prototype had to getin. At any moment 
he might find himself a member of a philosophical society, of the legislature 
or ap association of clergymen. Societies of colonial and other wars had not 
then been established or he might have fared still worse. At length he bas 
greatness thrust upon him as collector of the excise among the whisky stills 
of the Alleghanies and eventually tar and feathers, by all of which it may be 
observed that politics was not in pulpits alone, but in literature as well in 
the early days of the republic. 

Grockden Brown's novels were a nearer approach to a purely literary per- 
formance. A Philadelphia youth of studious ways, having a mind divided 
between practical views and an eccentric faucy, he abandoned law for litera- 
ture and became the first in this country to pursue letters as a profession. 
Recovering speedily from an attack of the epic epidemic then prevailing, he 
began to cultivate fiction—pure, but not simple. 

It was his misfortune to be caught in New York in the plague year of 1798, 
when the yellow fever was desolating the city. His nearest friend was taken, 
but he was left to describe the horrors of the pestilence in books which are 
yellow with fever and black with death. Besides, there is in them a large 
accompaniment of the preternatural—ventriloquism, somnambulism and spir- 
itism—uncanny agencies to have in the house, but convenient in a novel, 
especially when plots get so complicated that the author cannot recall every 
knot that he has tied, as was sometimes the case with this one. However, a 
writer who produced so much in so short a time ought not to be taken to task 
for not keeping all his threads straight and well in hand. Six novels in three 
years and three of them in one year is a feat to justify the employment of 
the supernatural. “Wieland” in 1798, “Ormond” in 1799, “Arthur Mervyn” 
in 1800, “Edgar Huntley,” “Clara Howard” and “Jane Talbot” in 1801 formed 
a pyrotechnic display of romance worthy to celebrate the going out of the 
eighteenth century and the coming in of the nineteenth. Moreover, there was 
no lack of unearthly colors in this flaming apotheosis of life and death or of 
visible and invisible hands to manage the catastrophe. Note this high light

““Pshaw! He could not live,’ said the other. ‘The sooner dead the better 
for him as well as for us. Did you mark how he eyed us when we carried 
away his wife and daughter? ” 

Here is another: “Welbeck put his hands to his head and exclaimed: 
‘Curses on thy lips, infernal messenger! Chant elsewhere thy rueful ditty! 
Vanish if thou wouldst not feel in thy heart fangs red with blood less guilty 
than thiner” . 

And one more: “Shuddering, I dashed myself against the wall and turned 
myself backward to examine the mysterious monitor. The moonlight stream- 
ed into each window, and every corner of the room was conspicuous, and yet I 
beheld nothing. If a human being had been there, could he fail to have been 
visible?” 

Brown's pages are not all filled with such passages as these, but they 
occur often enough to keep the reader awake with their crawling shivers. It 
is the riot of the improbable and the impossible in action, based upon the fact 
of a pestilence or the red Indian. The last was an element which our early 
and later writers found too useful to leave out of the new American fiction. 
But in his yellow literature Brown had a good purpose to accomplish in 
enforcing lessons of jatice and humanity and in attempting incidentally to 
have something done to head off the ravages of the plague. He was a voice 
crying in the wilderness of New York and Philadelphia for sanitary reform. 
He would not find himsalf out of date in this respect if he were still living. 
Adapted to the present style of fiction he might still do good service. As it 
was, he hit the taste of h® own time, not overnice, and the temper of an age 
of restless and daring speculation, with its new fledged theories in medicine, 
philosophy and social science. His ghastly and ghoulish treatment of his 
theme was not altogether inappropriate to its horrors or out of harmony with 
the demands of readers who were familiar with them. After all, these weird 
productions were an advance upon the plaintive and melancholic wail that 
was started by Susannah Rowson. They were at least a howling wilderness 
of misery, with an incidental inculcation of constancy in friendship and forti- 
tude in suffering. These and, other virtues were bravely held up for admira- 
tion and imitation with shrieks and fainting, floods of tears and tearing rant 
and the crippling paralysis of nightmare. Possibly this generation needed this 
heroic treatment. At any rate, they took his medicine greedily and called him 
the first great American novelist—after England bad approved. 

He wrote political papers also of considerable value, advocatin:; the Louis-

dress to congress upon foreign trade, exhibiting in these the practical side of 
his nature. In addition, his contributions to the periodical press were numer- 
ous. He was an incessant and rapid writer, with premonitions that his life 
work must be done early. He died at the age of 39. 

His novels, recently republished, may be regarded as the climax of Amer- 
ican fiction in the eighteenth century in its late movement. They stand on the 
dividing line between two centuries, gathering up the romanticism of one into 
a focus and foreshadowing the realism of the next in a baleful glare shed over

INQUIRY NEAR AN END 


Schley’s Testimony May Be 
Finished Next Week 


THE SYORY OF SANTIAGO 


Told ty an Officer Who Witnessed 
the Battle From the Deck of the 
Uregon—Viscaya Pulled Out of the 
Line of Spanish Fleet 


Washington, Oct. 19.—Just before the 
Schley court of inquiry adjourned yes- 
terday Attorney Rayner, counsel fdr 
Admiral Schey, informed the court 
that he hoped to be able to conclude the 
presentation of testimony for the appli- 
cant by the close of next week. He 
added that he thus far had not had an 
opportunity to consult with witnesses 
who are still to be heard. He there- 
fore asked that an adjournment be taken 
until Monday. Admiral Dewey granted 
the request. Accordingly the court ad- 
journed until t1 o’clock Monday. 

The list of witnesses examined yester- 
day included eight names, but the in- 
terrogation of the last of the witnesses 
called had not been concluded when the 
day came to aclose. This last witness 
was Lieutenant Wells, who served dur- 
ing the war with Spain Admiral 
Schley’s flag lieutenant or private secre- 
tary. The other seven persons heard 
during the day were in the order’ in 
which they were called. Lieutenant 
Commander Nicholson, who was the 
navigator of the Oregon; Medical Di- 
rector Devalin, a surgeon; Captain Han-

ter, Eusign Cronan, Carpenter Warford, 
all of whom served on the Brooklyn, and 
J. L. Hanley, who was chief machinist 
on board the Texas. 

Lieutenant Commander Nicholson 
told the story of the batue of July 3 as 
he saw it from the deck of the Oregon. 
He said the movements of the Oregon 
were not controlled by signals from the

The incidents of that day com- 
menced about 9:30, or five minutes be- 
fore, when the first call to quarters had 
been sounded. Then the Spanish ships 
were seen coming out of the harbor, 
were seen, in fact, by practically the 
whole crew at the same time. The 
signal had been sounded to general 
quarters and by this time steam was 
coming up, all the boilers and blowers 
were going full ilt, and a few minutes 
afterward Captain Clark cameup. We 
turned the ship, going slowly at first, 
; the speed increasing all the time. Turn- 
fed ship with starboard helm and 
started in toward the enemy. 

“They came out at full speed, ap- 
parently much faster than we were 
making at this time. By the time we 
were straightened out well to the west- 
j ward they were all ahead of us.

LAWYERS ARE ENGAGED 


In Behalf of Missing Teller 
and Bookkeeper 


TERMS OF SETTLEMENT 


May Have Been Submitted to the 
Whose 
Bauk’s woss Seads te Belief That 
it May Be More Than $90,000 


Directors, Silence as to 


Lowell, Mass., Oct. 21.—There is ab- 
solutely nothing new in the bank de- 
falcation here. The whereabouts of 
Sminith aud Swift, the missing teller and 
bookkeeper, is unknown, at least to the 
public. The bank authorities will have 
nothing more to say until the actual 
amount of the peculations, if any, has 
been established. 

Accountants have been hard at work 
on the books of the bank since the time 
that the shortage was discovered. Pres- 
ident Pollard was at the bank nearly all 
day and untila late hour la cnight. He 
refused to nake any statement. 

The Merchant's National bank opened 
and closed its doors at the nsual hours 
Saturday, and nothing out of the or- 
dinary developed to interfere with its 
business, despite the surprising absence 
of the two employes. It is true thata 
slight depression in business was 
noticed, and inquiries respecting bal- 
ances were very numerous; but the 
“run” for which the directors had pre- 
pared did not materialize. The bank 
held money enough to square accounts 
with all depositors. 

The most interesting development is 
the engaging of counsel to represent 
the interests of the missing men. John 
C. Burke of this city and Charles Bart- 
lett of Boston have been secured by the 
relatives of Swift as counsel, while the 
firm of McIntyre & Wilson has been 
retained by Mrs. Smith to look after her 
hushand’s interests. . 

This information, together with 
mors that the missing me: have been 
heard from, leads to the con-lusion that 
terms in the direction of a settlement are 
soon to be submitted to the directors. 
The attitude of the latter in the event of 
such a development cannot be learned, 
as the directors positively decline to dis- 
cuss the situation in any of its phases. 
They are guarding the bank's affairsas 
closely as upon the day when their at- 
tention was called to the absence of 
Smith and Swift. They will not make 


ru- 


ta statement of their loss. 


The loss is thought to be even greater 
than $90,000, however, the continued sl- 
lence of the directors being construed 
as an unfavorable indication. 

That the books of the bank are clear 
fas far as accounts of depositors are con- 
cerned is known to at least a dozen de- 
positors who called at the bank to make 
inquiries as to their accounts. The in- 
formation asked for was in each case 
accurately given without any hesita- 
tion. 

The whereabouts of Smith and Swift 
may be known to their wives, their 
lawyers and the directors of the bank, 
but all efforts upon the part of others to 
trace them have proved unavailing. 
The cities of Boston and Montreal are 
the places most mentioned in this con- 
nection, but nothing of a definite char- 
acter has been found. 

The houses of the two men in Lowell 
are under constant surveillance by the 
police. 

At a meeting of the bank directors 
that began early Saturday night and 
lasted until late in the evening, the af- 
fair was discussed from beginning to 
end, but at the close of the meeting the 
directors were unwilling to make any 
statement. 

That copper stocks caught the faney 
of the two bank clerks has been prac- 
tically proven. There are brokers who 
have admitted to friends that they have 
had dealings from time to time with the 
men. They say that the greater part 
of their transactions were in the nature 
of outright purchases of speculative 
stocks, and that but little was done on 
margins. 

Mrs. Smith accepts her position philo- 
sophically; she neither weeps nor raves, 
but patiently waits for developments, 
doing all in her power to make them of 
a nature favorable to her missing hus- 
band. To all, whether policeman, bank 
official, or reporter, she turns a smiling 
face and gives a ready reply. Self- 
possessed and never losing her head 
under even the most frying circum- 
stances, she may prove to be one of the 
most valuable allies her husband could 
hope for. 

On the other hand, Mrs. Swift is 
bowed down with grief. Unlike Mrs. 
Smith, she has always been used to all 
that wealth could buy and is a society 
woman. Her father, Solon W. Stevens, 
is one of the best known and wealthiest 
lawyers in Middlesex county. 

Since the disappearence of her hus- 
band, Mrs. Swift has spent most of her 
time in her father’s home. She has 
made a statement to the bank officials 
telling them all she knows about her 
husband's affairs. 

Today may bring a statement from 


che directors and the news tnat the 
matter has been satisfactorily adjusted, 
or it may not. The public would not be 
suprised either way. 


A RECORD BREAKER 


New Russian Battleship Shows Mos 
Remarkable Speed 


Boston, Oct. 21.—The Retvizan, the 
new Russian battleship, built by the 
Cramps, is making its official trial trip 
today off the Maine shore. 


In her trip from New York to Boston, 
the Retvizan broke the record for speed 
of first-class battleships. At no time 
during the 12 hours did she drop below 


18 knots, and for one whole hour she 
kept up a speed of 19 knots, Her aver- 
age was 18.8 knots, and when = she 


steamed past Hull she bore proud record 
of the fact in big figures on her funnel. 

The Retvizan was launched a year 
ago. She is 384 feet on the waterline, is 
72 feet 2% inches beam and from main 
deck to keel is 43 feet 10 inthes. Her 
displacement at 25 feet draught is 
12,800 tons, or about the same as the 
new battleships Maine, Missouri and 
Ohio. Her guaranteed speed is 18 
knots. Her motive power is in two 
triple-expansion, vertical, direct-act- 
ing engines. The engines are placed in 
separate water-tight compartments, and 
are supplied with steam by 24 water 
tube boilers of the Niclausse type, built 
in this country. The pressure is 256 
pounds, ang she has a bunker capacity 
of 2000 tons of coal. 

A whaleboat of the Retvizan was 
capsized and sunk during the heavy gale 
Saturday, carrying down with her a 
valuable rapid-fire gun. The boat was 
hoisted overboard for a trial in the 
heavy seas which were sweeping down 
Soston harbor, but after getting from 
under the lee of the ship a big wave 
came aboard and sent her to the bot- 
tom. Those on board reached the Retvi- 
zan in safety. 


Death ot Rear Admiral Bunce 
Hartford, Oct. 21.—Rear Admiral 
Francis M. Bunce, U. S. N., (retired), 
died here Saturday. He wasa native of 
Connecticut, and entered the naval 
academy May 28, 1852, graduating in 


BEAR ADMIRAL BUNCE, 


1857. In February, 1898, he was made 
rear admiral and in December of the 
same year was placed on the retired list. 
The late admiral suffered for many 
years with cancer. In September the 


disease attacked the throat, and tie 
patient grew weaker from that time, 
fighting a hopeless battle with the 


courage that had always characterized 
the man. 


Sixty Buildings Burned 

Halifax, Oct. 21,—The prosperous 
and thriving town of Sydney was almost 
swept out of existence Saturday by a 
fierce conflagration. The flames swept 
through the principal business portion 
of the town. About 60 buildings are in 
ashes, and many more are badly 
seorched. The fire is supposed to have 
been started by the bursting of an oil 
stove. The loss is roughly placed at 
between $400,000 and $500,000.

Wilkesbarre, Pa., Oct. 21.—Reese 
Morgan, superintendent of the Murray 
mine, attended chureh with his fzm- 
ily last evening. He returned with a 
neighbor shortly after 9 o'clock and Lad 
just opened the gate when there was a 
terrific explosion.

ABDUCTORS ARE WARY 


All Efforts to Reach Them 
Have Failed Thus Far 


SECRETARY HAY’S ORDER 


To Pay Ransom at Once Wiil Be 


Followed by a Reckoning With Bul- 
garia and Turkey—Suspicion of an 
American Agent of Bandits 


Constantinople, Oct. 21.—The United 
States legation dere is still without def- 
inite news from either Rev. Dr. Haskell 
or Rey. Mr. Baird of the Congregational 
mission at Samakoy, Bulgaria, who 
have been endeavoring to get in touch 
with the abductors of Miss Stone and 


Mme. Tslka, her companion, with a 
view of arranging as to the ransom com- 
manded by the brigands. 

Mr. Baird, who was at Djumabala, 
has returned to Samakoy, indicating his 
failure to get in touch with the brigands 
from the Turkish side. All efforts will 
now be concentrated on the Bulgarian 
side. 


Secretary Hay Acts 

Washington, Oct. 20.—Believing that 
the only way in which Miss Stone, the 
missionary, will be rescued is by the 
payment of a ransom, and that any de- 
lay may prove disastrous, Secretary 
Hay has’ instructed Consul-General 
Dickinson to pay the ransom for the re- 
lease of Miss Stone without delay at the 
opportune time. 

Secretary Hay believes that the first 
consideration, is the life of Miss Stone. 
When she has been released it will be 
time to deal with Bulgaria and Turkey. 
It is certain that both countries will be 
made to render an account in the matter, 
and if there is sufficient evidence to im- 
plieate both or either of them in the ab- 
duction, prompt and decisive measures 
will be taken in the premises. 

Refusal of the brigands who abducted 
Miss Stone to accept a smaller ransom 
than they originally fixed has led the 
administration to suspect that they have 
a representative in this country who is 
advising them by cable of the progress 
in raising the amount demanded. 

Confident, as a result of the repre- 
sentations of the United States, that 
they will not be attacked by either Turk- 
ish or Bulgarian troops, the brigands 
can quietly wait until the ransom has 
been collected and is in the hands of Mr. 
Eddy, the secretary of the American 
legution in Constantinople, ready for 
transfer upon the production of the 
captive. Ordinarily, a demand for the 
ransom is made with the expectation 
that a smaller sum will be offered which 
will be acceptable. 


Steamer Struck a Rock 

Detroit, Oct. 21—The passenger 
steamer City of Cleveland ran on a rock 
about 6 o'clock Sunday morning, dur- 
ing a heavy fog, and stove a large hole 
in her bottom amidship. The steamer 
gradually filled until she rested on bot- 
tom, with, however, her ma‘ndeck still 
above water. ‘he shock was so slight 
that none of the 40 passenges who were 
asleep were awakened.

“Dewet, for example,” wrote this 
Boer, “suffered the most terrible agony 
before he died. He was wounded in the 
shoulder by a splinter from a shell, and 
the wound gangrened, owing to its being 
dressed with dirty rags.” 

Five Boers captured at different 
places recently said Dewet was dead, 
but each gave a different version of his 
death. 

Against these reports is the statement 
of Piet DeVilliers, the fleld cornet, re- 
cently taken prisoner in the northeast- 
ern part of the Orange River colony, 
who said that on the morning of his 
capture he took breakfast with General 
Dewet. 

A force of Canadian scouts surprised 
a Boer laager near Balmoral Saturday. 
The Boers tled after a short ‘ight. The 
Canadians had two men killed and an 
officer and two men wounded. 


ATTACK UPON A GARRISON 


Who, With Others Implicated, Are 
Arrested—Hard Work Ahead For 
American Troops In Samar 


Manila, Oct. 21.—Owlng to the vigi- 
lance of Lieutenant Bains of the Ninth 
United States infantry, another 
slaughter of American troops by insur- 
gents has been averted. : 

It seems that Lieutenant Bains dls- 
covered a prisoner re-entering a cell at 
Carbiga, Island of Samar, where several 
prisoners were confined, through a hole 
that had been letin the wall. An inves- 
gation showed a plan to fill the jail 
guard, 
which would be necessary to get the 
door open, and then to attack the gar- 
rison. It also developed that the insti- 
gators were a priest and the presidente, 
both of whom have been arrested, to- 
gether with several other prominent per- 
sons. 

Other attempts have been discovered 
but, fortunately, frustrated at Pambu- 
jan and other pointsin Samar. Several 
persons have been arrested in connec- 
tion with these. 

Reinforcements are being rushed to 
Samar. Three hundred and_ thirty 
marines, under Lieutenant Colonel 

Goodrell, have gone there on board the 
United States cruiser New York, and | 
two battalions of the Twelfth infantry 
will start immediately for the same des- 
tination.

Shoulder Protection. 

In the steel curb shoulder protection 
which now forms a part of the equip- 
ment of almost all cavalry the troops 
have a permanent reminder of one of 
the most exciting adventures which be- 
fell Sir George Luck, the leutenant 
general commanding the Bengal forces.

| MORTGAGE FOR $900,000 | TO DISTRIBUTE FERTILIZER. 


New Device the Invention of a Lous 
isiana Man. 


A fertilizer distributer which can be 
fitted to an ordinary wagon and which 


is of such construction that it can de- 
liver material within a wide range is 
the subject of an invention patented 
by Harris McVea of Vanceville, La. 

The frame of the distributer consists 
of a backbeard and a downwardly and 
inwardly inclined front section. When 
the device is to be used, the tailboard 
ef the wagon is taken out and the 
fiackboard of the distributer substi- 
tuted. 

Within the frame two hoppers are 
located, through both of which an agi- 
tator shaft passes, serving to break up 
the lumps in the material. Beneath the 
agitator shaft a feed wheel is mounted, 


IMPROVED FERTILIZER DISTRIBUTER. 
the feed wheels being arranged so that 
they turn in the discharge openings of 
the hoppers. This feed wheel shaft is 
driven from oue of the rear supporting 
wheels of the wagon by a sprocket and 
chain gear, a lever operated clutch 
mechanism being provided to throw the 
feed wheel shaft into and out of gear 
with the supporting wheel of the wag- 
on. Slides are provided for closing the 
discharge openings of the hoppers. 

The fertilizer, fed by the wheels, pass- 
es through two spouts to the ground. 
The spouts are pivotally mounted and 
are swung to or from the ground by 
means ol links pivoted to the 
spouts and operated by a vertical han- 
dle bar provided with means whereby 
it can be held in any adjusted position. 
By thus pivetally mounting the spouts 
and adjusting them for any width be- 
tween rows the fertilizer can be deliv- 
ered within a wide range.

A new process of preparing wood for 
building is in use in Austria. Green 
wood placed in a large wooden 
trough whose bottom is covered with a 
lead plate. This is connected with the 
positive pele of a battery. Covering the 
wood is a lead plate, which 
forms the negative pole. 

The wood is then subjected to a bath 
in a solution composed of 10 per cent 
resin and 75 per cent soda. Under the 
influence of the electric current the sap 
1s drawn out of the wood and rises to 
the surface, the solution being absorbed 
by the wood. 

The vperation requires from five to 
eight hours. The treated wood is allow- 
ed to dry for about two weeks, when it 
is ready for use. 

A New German ‘Veneer. 

Through Consul Hughes of Coburg 
there is reported a new veneer which 
a Dresden firm has just placed on the 
market. It is made of very thin wood 
backed with a thick, impregnated paper 
and is known as “Kolumbusholy.” It 
comes in rolls 66.6 feet long and about 
4.92 feet wide. When dry, it is very 
strong and hard and is nailed on wood- 
en strips on the walls of dwellings and 
otlices, where it has the appearance of 
handsomely finished wainscoting. It is 
also used mounted on very Leavy paper 
and pressed into different shapes as 
molding for doors and windows. The 
prices for it range from 3O to 50 per 
cent lower than those of all wood arti- 
cles in use at present for the same 
purposes.

WORK FOR OUR TROOPS 


Disturbances In Philippines 
Appear to Be Spreading 


HUNT FOR THE INSURGENTS 


Will Be Prosecuted by Reinforcements 
—Situatiou_In Leyte and Samar Very 
Serious—Bolomen Are Stirring Up 
Strife Ip Tarlac 


Manila, Oct. 23.—General Chaffee does 
Bot expect to hear of any extensive en- 


gagement in the island of Samar. He 


believes the operations there will not re- 
sult in an open fight. It is hard to fiad 
armed Filipinos, but every man without 
occupation will be compelled to go into 
tewn. 


It is reported that all the rifles cap- 


tured by the Filipinos at Balangiga are 


now on the island of Leyte, where many 
bolomen are know n to have gone from 
the island of Samar. In fact, 
as disturbed as Samar 

The object of the reinforcements of 
American troops now being pushed for- 
ward is to increase all the garrisons to 
838 men. Some of them have until re- 
cently numbered only eight men. The 
reinforcements will also allow the de- 
tailing of a working force to operate in 
the field, hunting for insurgents. 

General Wheaton reports that a band 
of bolomen has entered Tarlac proy- 
ince, island of Luzon, through Bulan- 
gan province, and that the men compos- 
ing it are distributing inflammatory 
bulletins, which are also posted on the 
church doors, warning the people to 
prepare to take the fleld in January. 
Some of the friendly natives were in- 
formed by many of the bolomen that va- 
rlous bands of armed natives would 
shortly conceutrate in the vicinity of 
tossles.

To Increase Military Force 
Washington, Oct. 23.—The navy de 
partment has received the following 
cablegram from Rear Admiral Rodgers: 


Cavite, Oct. 22.—Seeretary navy, 
Washington: Active insurrection in 
Samar. New York leaves today for 


Catbalogan with 300 marines, to return 
to Basey and Balangiga, to co-operate 
with army. Nearly all naval force con- 
centrated on Samar patrol. Services

Naval officers construe the dispateh 
to mean that the New York will go first 
to Catbalogan and then to Basey and 
Balangiga, landing detachments of 
marines at each point. 

Secretary Root, it is expected, will 
take up at once the important question 
of the situation in the Philippines. It 
is-not admitted at the war department 
that the officials in Manila have had 
a too sanguine view of the general sit- 
uation, and it is very probable that ar- 
rangemeuts will be made for the send- 
ing to the Philippines within the next 
few months of about 10,000 troops now 
serving in this country. At least this 
number will be ordered from the United 
States to replace the short-term men 
who will have to be brought home this 
winter. In addition to planus for filling 
these vacancies it is now almost certain 
that Secretary Root will consider plans 
for increasing the military force in the 
Philippines.

A VOLUNTARY ADVANCE 


Of Five Percent For Borden's 
Mill Operatives 


MANUFACTURERS ANGRY 


Textile Council Will Now Ask For 
a Ten Percent Advauce, and Will 
Probably Make a Strong Fight For 
It—Prosprct of a Strike 


Fall River, Mass., Oct. 23.—M. C, D. 
Borden posted a notice in the Iron works 
mills at 11 o'clock yesterday of a fur- 
ther advance of 5 percent in the wages 
of his operatives, to go into effect Nov. 
4. 


Manufacturers have been fearing 
some such action on the part of Mr. 
Borden since a peaceable settlement of 
the wage question becime apparent. 
He bas plunging on print cloths in tbis 
market until now he has stock enough 
in sight to keep his works in full opera- 
tion until August of next year. Hehas 
everything to gain in the money way, 
by his advance, If the help strike bis 
contracts will be of no value, as the mills 
cannot deliverthem. His printed goods 
will be advanced in value because of 
the scarcity of gray goods. If the man- 
ufacturers grant an advance they will 
be compelled to keep the price where it 
now is, or shut down the mills. They 
eannot manufacture below 3 cents 
at present wages and cotton prices, and 
they say there fs but little profit at that 
figure. 

When they were told of the second 
advance ordered yesterday most of 
them expressed anger. Others of them 
were philosophic and hopeful that the 
operatives would appreciate the situa- 
tion as it effects a great majority of the 
mills rather than we Iron Works mills, 
None of them would venture to say 
what the future course would be, but 
several of them were immediately con- 
vineed that a stand-up fight was what 
Mr. Borden was sceking, and they were 
disposed to give it to him as far as they 
were able. But in this conclusion they 
recognized the fact that they had sold 
thelr production to the man who was 
endeavoring indirectly to take their 
profit from them, and they said they 
could not really tell what course to pur- 
sue until the operatives have been heard 
from. 

The desire of Mr. Borden to give his 
8000 operatives another 5 percent raise 
In wages may bring about a strike in 
the other mills such as has been threat- 
ening since the earlier raise of a similar 
amount. The Textile Council last night 
decided to ask the Manufacturers as- 
sociation for an increase of 10 percent. 
The association has refused to increase 
wages 5 percent, and the Textile Coun- 
ell accordingly does not expect to sce 
twice that sun. 

Mr. Borden's action is expected to 
bring into line those members of the 
unions who at recent meetings were 
numerous enough to compel a vote that 
the Textile Council shall not declarea 
strike unless by vote of the five unions 
composing that body. 

The manufacturers, on the other hand, 
firnily declare that an increase in wages 
will not be given. They contend that 
they have been governed by Mr. Bor- 
den long enough and will not act under 
liils dictation any longer. The meeting 
of the Textile Council last night was 
not called for the purpose of asking for 
an advance, lig to talk over the refusal 
of the manufacturers at the confereuce 
last Saturday afternoon. Secretary 
Whitehead said that the general feel- 
ing aniong the members of the unions 
represented in the Textile Council is 
very strongly in favor of a strike and he 
did not see how one could be averted if 
the manufacturers persist In the stand 
they have taken.

PERFECT BANK NOTES 


In Wide Circulation, Though Theg 
Have No Commercial Value 


Boston, Oct. 23.—It is reported that 
Secret Service Agent Barker, who has 


charge of the New England district, 
has seized several thousand dollars 
worth of Old New Brunswick, N. J., 
state bank notes from a dealer in colas, 
notes and stamps in this city. No ar- 
rest has been made in connection with 
the seizure, which, however, may be 
due to an ubcertaiuty as to whether or 
not the printing of these notes was an 
act of counterfeiting and if a charge 
can be preferred against those who 
may have them in their possession, 

The bank which the notes represent 
went out of existence a number of years 
ago, and it is generally understood that 
its plates were sold to a junk dealer 
somewhere in New Jersey. Late de- 
velopments show beyond any doubt 
that these plates were preserved and 
that notes have been printed from them 
since the bank ceased to do business. 
Of course the notes have no commercial 
yalue on the money market, but being 
printed from genuine plates they are 
perfect in every detail aud no doubt 
could be passed as good currency among 
people who are not perfectly familiar 
with the appearance of bills, and it Is 
known that they have gained some cir- 
culation in other states, 


Judge Ross on Suffrage 

Montpelier, Vt., Oct... 23.—Former 
United States Senator Ross, whose 
speech in the senate two years ago 
proved the keynote to the Republican 
party on the question of the constitution 
following the flag, addressed the Ver- 
mont Law association last night. 
Judge Ross said that a person convicted 
of a state prison offense should be de- 
prived of the right of suffrage. He also 
said that a person who has not voted for 
two years should have his name strickem 
from the check list. He spoke against 
the use of money in politics and be-

Stiletto was evidently used in inflicting 
the wounds that caused her death.

Depth of Barth's Atmosphere, 

The Belgian reyal meteorological 
observatory has published the esti 
mates made by various 
ticilans and ardiug the 
depth of the atmosphere sur 
the earth. The calculations of the va 
rious savants upon this subject are 
Widely divergent. Biot estimated that 
the depth was only about 40. miles,

Cause of Aurora Borealis. 

Professor Birkeland of the Univer- 
sity of Christiania is convinced that the 
aurora borealis is the result of cath- 
ode rays, which issue froin the sun 
aud which heve been caught up from 
the upper air of the earth. The truth 
of this theory, he says, has been clear- 
ly demonstrated by many experiments 
which he has made. He even succeed- 
ed in making an artificial aurora bore- 
alis which could not be distinguished 
from a genuine one. 

The Latest In Butter. 

Vegetaline is a new product prepared 
from the cocoanut that is being manu- 
factured by a Marseilles firm. It is a 
kind of butter, which, it is stated, is es- 
pecially udapted to the uses of bakers 
and confectioners. The article is hard- 
er and whiter than butter, which It 
only resembles in its fatty nature. It 
is obtained by refining the oil extract 
of the dried cocoanut. 

New Element Found. 

A new element, “carolinium,” has 
been reported to the North Carolina 
section of the American Chemical soci- 
ety as having been found by Charles 
Baskerville in thorium. Its specifie 
gravity is said to vary between 9.4 and 
10.4.

A REPORTER'S TESTIMONY 


As to Conversations With Command- 
ing Officer, With Whom He Was 
Closely Associated Throughout the 
Campaign—Potts Testimony Refuted 


Washington, Oct. 23.—The Schley 
court of inquiry opened yesterday with 
Lieutenant Wells, who was Commodore 
Schley’s flag lieutenant during the Span- 
ish war, still on the stand. 

He was soon displaced, however, to 
allow Yeoman Mason, who had written 
the Brooklyn's log for the period cover- 
ing the Santiago campaign, to testify 
Mr. Masou explained the erasures in the 
log entity referring to the Brooklyu's 
turn on the day of the battle of Santiago. 

He was followed by George E. Gra- 
ham, who, as an Associated Press cor- 
respondent was with Commodore 
Schley during the entire campaign. Mr. 
Graham's testimony covered all the 
principal events of the campaign and 
discussed especially the bombardment 
of the Spanish ship Colon on May 31, 
and the batile of Santiago on July 3. 
Mr. Grah testified to hearing a con- 
versation between Commodore Schley 
and Captain Sigsbee when the latter

Santiago, aa? 6 
distinctly’ heard Captain Sigsbee tell 
the commodore that the Spanish fleet 
Was not inside the harbor at Santiago. 
Mr. Graham also stated that Admiral 
Schley had told him that the object of 
the hombardment of May 51 was to de- 
velop the Spanish land batteries, and 
he said that the range was fixed at T000 
or 700 yards in order to draw their 
fire. He further said, with reference 
to the events of this engagement, that 
he had hear a no conversation in which 
Commodore Schley id that the officers 
in their whi te uniforms were con- 


spicuous objects. Mr. Graham detailed 


a conversation between Commodore 
hley aud Captain Evans, which took 
place after the Santiago engagement. 

The witnesses for the afternoon were

July 3; and Lieutenant Fitzgerald, an 
assistant engineer who was on duty in 
the fireroom on July 3, and who testi- 
fied that an order had been given early 
in the action to stand by for any pos- 
sible attempt at ramming by the Span- 
iards. 

Mr. Graham was questioned by Mr. 
Rayner and said he had been on the 
Brooklyn from March 29 to Aug. 20, 
1898. He was questioned concerning 
the conversation between Commodore 
Schley and Captain Sigsbee on the oc- 
easion of the captain's visit to the 
Brooklyn on May 26, as follows: “Did 
you see Captain Sigsbee on board the 
Brooklyn on May 267’ “Yes, sir.

For the Arrest of Absconders 
Swift and Smith 


GRAND JURY TAKES ACTION 


Return of Indictments Against Them 
Will Make Matter of Extradition 
Much Easier Should They Be Found 
In Anotber Country 


Boston, Oct. 24.—At an adjourned ses- 
sion of the United States grand jury, 
held in the Federal building, this morn- 
ing, District Attorney Moulton and his 
first ass stant, Mr. Casey, submitted evi- 
dence in the cases of the defaulting 
bookkeeper and teller of the Merchants’ 
National bank of Lowell and indictinent 
warrants were asked for against Lewis 
H. Swift and Albert G. Smith, the de- 
faulters. 

Mr. Moulton and his assistants do not 
intend to lose any time, now that the 
matter has been called to their attention, 
and every effort possible will be exerted 
to apprehend the fugitives. Pending 
the issuance of indictment warrants 
United States Marshal Darling and a 
corps of experienced assistants are hard 
at work trying to get some trace of the 
men. The United States authorities 
have asked for assistdnce from the 

Soston police. 

It is by chance that the jury met this 
morning. The jurors met last week, 
and after business was completed, ad- 
journed until Oct. 24. 

It is quite probable, however, that if 
the jury had not been coming in at this 
time, the jurors would have been called 
together for this especial purpose, be- 
cause the authorities believe that when 
the fugitive bank men are found it will 
be in another country. The matter of 
extradition will then have to be con- 
sidered, and it will be a much easier 
task to have the men brought back to 
the United States when it is shown that 
indictments have been returned against 
them, than if it were simpy shown that 
there was only a complaint out. 

Another reason for the calling to- 
gether of the jurors at this time is to 
obviate the difliculty which might have 
to be met in getting the officers of the 
bank totestify. Itis true that Bank Ex- 
aminer Ewer has been through the 
bank's affairs and obtained much evi- 
dence against the missing men, but this 
was of slight consequence compared 
with what the officers themselves knew. 


(The ditticulty will be done away with 


to a great extent, since the officers of 
the bank will be obliged to come before 
the grand jury and tell all they know. 

Bench warrants have been issued for 
the arrest of both men. Swift is wanted, 
it is alleged, on a warrant charging him 
with making false entries on the books 
of the bank and of abstracting funds 
amounting to $500,000. Smith, it is al- 
leged, is charged with the embezzlement 
of $115,000 and also with abstracting 
£500,000, 


Bought Up Gas Plant 

Leominister, N. H., Oct. 24.—Repre- 
sentatives of a syndicate of Keene, N. 
H., capitalists yesterday completed ar- 
range ments whereby the Leominister 
tas Light company passes into the 
hands of the New Hampshire investors. 
The new compuny has a capital of $50,- 
000. The syndicate also has purchased 
several plants in the northern part of 
Worcester county, and are said to be en- 
deavoring to buy up all the smaller 
plants with a view to consolidation. 


Druggisis Want Licenses 

Salem, Mass., Oct. 24.—Thirteen local 
druggists filed with the clerk of the su- 
preme court here yesterday an ap] l ea- 
tion for a writ of mandamus to compel 
Mayor Hurley to sign their liquor li- 
censes. The applicants claim that on 
Aug. 14 the licenses were granted 
by the board of aldermen, but from that 
time Mayor Hurley has refused to sign 
them.

What Manufacturers Think Prompted 
Dorden to Raise Wages 


Fali River, Mass., Oct, 24.—The attt- 
tude of manufacturers toward the wage 
question is not changed by the demand 


of the operatives’ leaders for a 10 per- 
cent increase to meet the advance made 
by M. C.D. They say today 
that the margin on which they rely is 
hot any greater than it was when the 
last demand was made. They cannot 
afford to pay 21.8 cents for weaving 
print cloth ents when the goods nares Ie 
ing at 21 cents a pound, aud they claim 
that they cannot afford to pay 19.8 
cents, ther present price, and make a 
fair allowance ®r the depreciation of 
their plants. 

Manufacturers fully expected the 
leaders to demand the full 10 percent 
increase and they look to see them ree- 
ommend a strike when the demand is 
formally refused, as it will be. But 
they now hope more strongly than ever 
that the operatives themselves will see 
that Mr. Borden alone will be the gainer 
if they go on the street. The losers will 
be all the Fall River mills except the 
Iron works and all the operatives who 
leave steady employment for idleness. 
Nearly every manufacturer here 
Says that Mr. Borden has a feeling of 
animosity against them. 

The few who do not think so, belleve 
that he is playivg a very much deeper 
game than is commonly supposed, and 
all serts of fantastic schemes are being 
conjectured.

PARTICLES OF METAL 


Dropping From Elevated Railway 
Are a Menace to Eyesight 

Boston, Oct, 24.—As a result of the in- 
vestigation by the board of railroad 
commissioners regarding the assertions 
that small particles of steel dropping 
from the elevated railway tracks haye 
been a great menace to eyesight, a repor’ 
has just been made by the beard whic’ 
finds that there are grounds for the 
eomplainis which people have made 
The commissioners make ‘he following 
statement: 

“We have received from E. K. Turner, 
the expert engineer, who has been em- 
ployed by the board in connection with 
the investigation Into the complaint 
about what has been called the ‘third 
rail eye, a report which shows that 
minute particles of metal have fallen 
and do not fall from this railway and he 
classifies the cause thus: 

“Wear of rails and wheels from con- 
tact between them. 

“Wear of rail and brake shoes from 
contact between them. 

“Wear of third, or conductor, rail. 

“Wear of rlide shoe apon conductor 
rail 

“Wear of other parts of iron work.” 

“Mr. Turner estimates that 06 percent 
of the falling particles ‘ome fom the 
wear of rails, wheels and brake shoes, 
and that remaining small percentage 
only can be attributed to the third or 
conductor rail and other causes.” 

“With regard to such particles as may 
fall from the third rail it appears that 
they are of a different character and 
readily distinguishable in appearance 
and in effect from the others. 

“The extent to which existing condi- 
tions can be changed is a subject of 
further investigation by the board. The 
falling of more or less of such particles 
from elevated railways has always been 
an accompaniment of their operation.” 

This report on the part of Engineer 
Turner shows that the trouble arising 
from the operation of the elevated cars 
properly cannot now be called the 
“third rail eve,” since the third rail 
is showit to be responsible for so smali

OQUTBURST OF APPLAUSE | 


At Dramatic Outburst of In- 
cident at Santiago 


MANY HEADS WERE DUCKED 


When the Shells of Spanish Warships 
Were Flying Over the Brooklyn, 
but Admiral Schley Showed Not 
the Slightest Fear 


Washington, Oct. 24.—The first of 
yesterday's new witnesses in the Schley 
court of inquiry, James Hare, photo- 
grapher on the press boat, stated that 
Captain Sigsbee of the St. Paul had told 
the correspondents aboard the Smith 
on May 26 or 27 that Cervera’s fleet was 
not Inside the harbor at Santiago. 

Other witnegses in addition to Mr. 
Hare who testified were Chief Boat- 
swain W. 1. Hill, Gunner Applegate 
and Major Murphy of the marines, all 
of whom were aboard the Brooklyn 
during the Cuban campaign; Lieutenant 
Commander Harlowe, who, as executive 
oflicer of the Vixen, made notes of the 
battle of July 3, aud three ofticers of the 
Oregon, Lieutenant Ackerman, Lieu- 
tenant Eberle and Lieutenant John- 
stone. 

In the course of his description of the 
battle of July 3, Mr. Hillsaid: “Prob- 
ably 15 minutes after we started the 
Spanish ships had nearly all gone out. 
There were three of them. I stood near 
enough to touch Commodore Schley at 
that time, and I saw that we were going 
into a pocket. The Spanish ships had 
got out, and the Viscaya, the second 
ship, had turned toward us and we 
were about to cross the line of fire of 
our own ships. 

“That time the order was given to port 
the helm I heard Commodore Schley 
say: ‘Port, and the ship started to 
swing to starboard. The helm was put 
over hard-aport, and she swung around 
on her heel. ‘The tire from our batteries 
never ceased from the time we started to 
turn until the end of the battle, when 
the Colon went ashore. The guns were 
constantly being fired. The Texas was 
on our starboard hand, and she was 
fully a third of a mile from us. There 
Was never arty question in my mind 
about striking her. We were slightly 
ahead of her and turned in that way 
entirely clear of her. 

“After swinging round we lined up par- 
allel with the Spanish fleet. In a few 
minutes the Teresa went ashore, on fire. 
Soon after the Ocnendo followed, and 
then we sided up with the Viscaya and 
kept with her for 100r12 miles. At this 
time there was no ship to be seen astern 
except the Oregon, which was about 
half a mile from us. On this run with 
the Viscaya, Ellis was killed. There 
were 14 or 15 of us standing together. 
The commodore asked in a matter of 
fact tone: ‘What is the range? Ellis 
raised the stadimetre to his eye, and as 
he did so a shell took his head off. As 
he fell to the deck, dead, young Me- 
Cauley said ‘Let's throw it overboard.’ 

“The commodore said: ‘No, don't 
throw that body overboard. He died 
like a brave manand Iam going to bury 
him like one.’ He directed me to look 
out for the body. 

“The Viscaya was putting up the 
best fight of any ship there. She 
fought well and the big shells were go- 
ing over us and a great many of us 
ducked. ‘hese shells sounded like half 
a dozen raftread trains under way.” 

“As they were heard going through 
the air, down would goa head, but Com- 
modore Schley’s head never bent.” 

There was a great outburst of ap- 
plause in the court room as in a dramatic 
way the witness recited this incident. 
Admiral Dewey for the first time during 
the sessions of the court found it neces- 
sary to pound his gavel on the table and 
admonished the audience against such 
demonstrations. Continuing his story 
the witness said: . 

“He was as calm, cool and collected as 
he is at this moment. Hisonly thought 
was for his men. He called constantly 
as the different events occurred, saying: 
‘Do the bullics below know this; do they 
know that; that this ship has gone 
ashore and that ship has gone ashore? 
His whole idea seemed to be that he 
wanted the people below to know as 
much about it as those of us on deck.” 

Continuing his account of the battle, 
Mr. Hill said before the Viseaya went 
ashore she had made a turn to ram the 
Brooklyn. He proceeded to say that 
he knew this to be the case’ because an 
officer of the Spanish ships had told him 
so, but this testimony was ruled out. 

Later in the chase of the Colon he said 
that Captain Cook had put his head out 
of the conning tower and said to the 
commodore: “Don’t you think we had 
better close in a little?’ said the wit- 
ness parenthetically, “I thought so my- 
self.” But he went on, “The commodore 
replied, no; don’t you see that point 
ahead? Just as soon as that fellow 
starts tocome out I’m going to head him 
off. I'll get him yet, D— him. I'll 
follow him to Spain if I have to.” 

This testimony was given in clear and 
distinct tones and was distinctly heard 
throughout the large court room. Like 
a previous statement it was received 
with a burst of applause, but the demon- 
stration was quickly suppressed by Ad- 
miral Dewey, whose words of reproba-

LACK OF EXERCISE 


Que of the Principic Causes of Ous 
Statesmen ‘*Going Stale’? 

Washington, Oct. 20.—The physicians 
and surgeons who attended President 
MeKinley in their report to the New 
York Medical society enumerate among 
the “coutributory causes” of his death 
lack of exercise. This may well have 
been the case without the president hay- 
ing been naturally indisposed to exer- 
cise. 

Once president, he, like other public 
men in Washington, found it 
difficult to obtain time for exercise. The 
president was a very hard worker. He 
was up exrly and went to bed very late. 
His working day, with simply the inter- 
vals for luncheon and dinner, often was 
from 9 o'clock in the morning until 
midnight. What exercise the president 
could obtain was very limited. He was 
a most conscientious worker, who 
between himself and his work, never 
favored himself. 

One of the president’s expedients for 
getting a little exercise was to take a 
walk in the corridors of the White House 
just before retiring for the night. He 
would then light a cigar and march up 
and down until he bad smoked it out. 
Then, going to the door of his apart- 
ments he faced about, and with a cour- 
teous “I wish you good night, gentle- 
men,” dismissed those members of the 
White House staff who have “no hours,” 
but are on duty as long as the president's 
lamp burns. 

Public men in Washington have to 
live nnder conditions that expose the 
strongest of them to the risks of physi- 
cally “going stale.” The publ'c build- 
ings, after the weather justifies any 
fires whatever, are intolerably hot. 
Even the corridors of the great depart- 
ment buildings are fairly stifling, and 
the offices seem like ovens. Our cab- 
inet officers lead very different official 
lives from those of European ministers. 
The heads of the great cabinet depart- 
ments work hard, get little exercise, are 
overrun with visitors and obtain little 
rest, between official duties and social 
exactions. 

President Roosevelt demonstrates a 
disposition to get plenty of exercise. 
His friends express the hope that he 
will persevere in this determination even 
if it compels the “delegations” to wait 
hours until he has finished a brisk walk 
or considerable rough riding. 


SHIP BUILDING PROGRESS 


Exemplified In the Launching of the 
Siberia at Newport News 

Washington, Oct. 24.—The launching 
of the Pacific Mail liner, Siberia, at 
Newport News is considered an epoch- 
marking event in our ship building an- 
nals. The Siberia has 18,600 tons dis- 
placement, as has her sister ship the 
Korea, put into the water some months 
ago. Each has a coutract speed of 19 
knots. They are by far the largest ves- 
sels ever launched in the United States, 
being bigger than any of our battle- 
ships, or any of the ‘American liners.” 
Their proportions indicate the expan- 
sion actual and forecast of our Pacifie 
commerce, which demands vessels of 
greater capacity and speed than have 
hitherto been Kuown on that sea. 

Big as they are, they are of only half 
the displacement of the two monster 
steamers being built at New London, 
Conn., for James J. Hill's Pacific ser- 
vice. Mach of these vessels will ply be- 
tween Seattle and the Orient, will be of 
21,000 tons register and of 38,000 toms 
load displacement to the deep load 
line. These ships, like the Siberia and 
Ixorea, are twins, being identical ir 
measurements. 

Their principal dimensions are: 
Length, 650 feet, beam 73, and depth 
56. Great cargo carrying capacity 
rather than high speed has been the ob- 
ject sought in the construction of these 
leviathans, though they will be fitted 
for passenger business as well. Their 
average speed will be about 14 knots 
an hour. 

While our merchant marine Is growing 
on both coasts, on the Pacifie its most 
striking development in the near fu- 
ture promises to be attained, for steam- 
ers of great carrying capacity have re- 
cently been added to both the Hawaiian 
and the Australian service. 


The Downfall of Buller 

London, Oct. 24.—The storm of com- 
ment and discussion regarding the dis- 
missal of General Buller shows no 
diminution. It is asserted that there 
has been a very strong feeling of ani- 
mosity between Lord Roberts and Gen- 
eral Buller ever since the capture of 
Pretoria, but that fora week the former 
had vainly endeavored to persuade the 
latter of the advisability of resigning, 
The matter has unusually excited mili- 
tary men, the rank and file having very 
strong sympathy with the dism s.ed 
commander.

London, Qct. 24.—The dispute whether 
M. Santos-Dumont won the prize for 
sailing around the Eiffel tower or lost 
it by 40 seeonds has nothing to do with 
the merit of his achievement.

NEW BURLINGTON COMPANY 


Thooght to Be Part of the Hill-Mor- 
gan Plan. 

Articles of incorporation of the Chi- 
eago, Burlington and Quincy Railway 
company have been filed in the county 
auditor's ottice in Burlington, Ia., says 
a dispatch to the New York Tribune. 
The capital stock of the new company 
Is $100,000,000, and its object, as set 
forth in the articles of incorporation, is 
to acquire the Burlington system and 
other roads and to maintain a railroad 
in the states of Illinois, lowa, Missourl, 
Kansas, Nebraska, Colorado, Wyoming, 
South Dakota, Montana, Wisconsin and 
Minnesota. The rumor is that the new 
corporation is merely the first step to 
put matters in shape for the transfer 
of the property to the Morgan-Hill syn- 
dicate. 

According to the rumors that are 
floating around Burlington, but which 
cannot be verified, this corporation will 
take charge of the Chicago, Burlington 
and Quincy Railroad company and the 
many lines leased and eoniiolled by the 
company and then transter them alto- 
gether to the Morgan-Iill syndicate. 
This new corporation is legally entirely 
separated from the Chicago, Burling- 
ton and Quincy Railroad company. 
The old company is Incorporated under 
the laws of the state of Illinois, while 
the new one is controlled by the laws 
of the state of Iowa. 

There is only one change in the name 
of the company—the old is a “railroad” 
company, the new a “railway” com- 
pany.

AN OLD DEFALCATION 


What Bank Examiner Found 
In Lowell Bank 


MISSING $115,000 IN CASH 


Was Taken ‘During the Past Twe 


Years”—Lawyers Generally Think 
sartlett Did Right In -.Cting as He 
Did For His Clients 


Soston, Oct. 25.—The United States 
grand jury yesterday afternoon listened 
to evidence in connection with the 
cases of Louis H. Swift and Albert G. 
Smith, defaulting bookkeeper and tel- 
ler respectively of the Merchants’ Na- 
tional bank of Lowell. It is expected 
that the outcome of the testimony will 
be the issuance of an indictment wav- 
rant against the men, charging them 
With embezzlement and the abstracting 
of funds from the bank. 

Judge Lilley, a director of the bank, 
was one of the witnesses. Subse- 
quently he said to a reporter: 

“AIL T can say is that when the doors 
of the bank were locked on Thursday 
last, everything was in perfect order, 
but when the vaults were opened Fri- 
day morning everything was in confu- 
sion. Hlow the securities were stolen 
and then returned is now public prop- 
erty.” 

Mr. Lilley reiterated that the securi- 
ties and cash amounting to nearly 
$1,000,000 were returned, and he em- 
phasized the statement that a good por- 
tion of it was cash. Judge Lilley ad- 
mitted that the bank received  practi- 
enally everything except about $115,000. 
“But,” addcd the director, “that was the 
proceeds of an old defaleation.” 

“When was that committed 7" 
the reporter, 

“Bank Examiner Ewer says it took 
place duviug the pust two years,” re- 
sponded Judge Lilley. 

Many people have been criticising 
Charles W. sartlett, the Boston 
lawyer, who. with a Lowe’! attorney, 
returned the funds to the bank in the in- 
terests of Swift and Smith. They are 
inclined to believe that it was Mr. Bart- 
lett's duty instead of trying to settle up 
the affairs satisfactory to the defaulters 
and the bank officials to turn the men 
ver tothe police. Lawyers everywhere 
are interestd in the case and those in 
Boston think Mr. Bartlett did perfectly 
right acting as he did for his clients. 
One thing in connection with the re- 
turn of the property that is not quite 
understood, however, is why the bank 
should have paid Mr. Bartlett's fee, as 
rumor has it the directors did. 

TVormer Judge James R. Dunbar, who 
is counsel for the bank, believes Mv. 
Bartlett did exactly what he should 
have done under the cireumstances 
By so doing, Judge Dunbar says Mr. 
Bartlett prevented a terrible calamity

to Lowell, for if the doors of the Mer- 
chants’ National bank had not been 
opened on Monday morning, other 


financial institutions would have been 
seriously affected and might have had 
to close their doors. 

Judge Dunbar in an interview further 
says: 

“I think that the prevalent disposition 
of public opinion toward the directors 
of the bankis unfair. If they bad failed 
to do what they did do, they would have 
been derelict intheirduty. It was their 
bounden duty to get back those se- 


curities.” 


Stole Over a Million 

Washington, Oct. 25—The comp- 
troller of the currency has _ received 
from Examiner Ewer a full report of 
the recent robbery of the Merchants’ 
National bank of Lowell, Mass., by the 
late Teller Smith and Bookkeeper Swift, 
but declines to make the report public 
on the ground that reports of national 
bank examiners are confidential com- 
munications to the comptroller’s office. 
The comptroller says, however, that the 
report shows that the teller and book- 
keeper entered the bank during the 
night and abstracted $95,810 in cash, 
$808,239 of securities and $400,000 of 
collaterals. All of these securities and 
$92,000 of the cash were recovered 
through the counsel for Smith and 
Swift, aud the only loss the bank ap- 
pears to have sustained was about $115,- 
000, which has been made good out of its 
surplus and undivided profits. 

The examiner stated that no promise 
of immunity from punishment as a con- 
dition te the return of the cash and se- 
curities were made by the directors, and 
the facts have all been placed before 
the United States district attorney. 


Bond May jest Void 

Lowell, Mass., Oct. —One of the 
latest phases of the eat bank 
looting case is a report that a bond of 
£10,000 for Smith with a surety com- 
pany hasaclanse providing against any 
negotiation with culprits in case of a 
robbery without the co-operation of the 
surety company.

TAX-DODGING STOPPED 


filinois Supreme Court Gives a De- 
cision Against Big Corporations 


Springfield, Ill., Oct. 25.—The supreme 
court affirmed yesterday the decision 
of the lower court in the Chicago teach- 
ers’ tax case, in which they insisted that 
the capical stock of corporations should 
be assessed. Vhis ruling will add over 
$100,600,000 to the ‘axable oroperty in 
Chicago. 

The decision in effect awards a writ 
of mandamus against the state board of 
equalization to compel it to assess the 
capital stock, including franchises, of 20 
Chicago cerporations, the fair cash 
value of whose capital stock, including 
franchises over and above the value of 
their tangible property, is alleged to ag- 
gregate $255,000,000. The corporations 
directly effected include the street rail- 
Way, telephone, and gas and electrie¢ 
light companies. This case was insti- 
tuted by the state attorney of San- 
gamon county, at the instauce of the 
Chicago Teachers’ Federation. It was 
for a writ of mandamus to compel the 
state board of equalization to assess the 
foregoing corporations, which, it is al- 
leged, have hitherto escaped taxation 
by the board. The court holds that the 
board, in assessing corporations, docs 
not act as a board of review, but as an 
original assessor, and that the perform- 
ance of its duty to assess the fair 
cash value of capital stock, including 
franchises to and above the value of 
tangible property, may be enforced by 
mandamus. 


Survived Foolhardy Experiment 

Niagara Falls, N. Y., Oct. 25.—Mrs. 
Annie A. Taylor, 50 years old, went 
over Niagara Falls yesterday and sur- 
vived, a feat never before accomplished.

AS TANGLED AS EVER 


Pertod of Anxiety For Fall 
River Operatives 


REFUSAL OF AN INCREASE 


Certain to Be Decided Upon by Man- 
ufacturers—Labor Leaders Say That 
Strike~ Will Follow—Conference 
Might Straighten Out the Matter 


Fall River, Mass., Oct. 25.—A meeting 
of the executive committee of the Manu- 
facturers’ association will probably be 
held very soon, when the recent letter 
of the Textile Council asking for 10 per- 
cent increase in wages will come up for 
discussion. 

The only action that can be taken will 
be the refusal to grant the increase, and 
this will be embodied ir a letter to the 
‘Textile Council. The executive com- 
mittee has not the power to take aay 
other action, in view of the fact that 
the manufacturers have signed an 
agreement pot to advance at all in the 
present circumstances, Within the past 
few days all the manufacturers lave 
repeated their statements that they can- 
not afford to grant the increase under 
existing conditions. The manufac- 
turers are manifestly discouraged at the 
outlook and talk as if they believe the 
only hope lies with the operatives. 

Labor leaders say that the whole 
matter of a strike is in the hands of the 
unions. ‘They say they know the opera- 
tives will strike if the advance is not 
granted by Nov. 4. There is some talk 
of the state board of arbitration being 
salled into the matter, but this board 
is not regarded with confidence by the 
unions of this city and there is con- 
siderable doubt expressed as to whether 
the operatives would accept a report 
from it favorable to the manufacturers, 

If a strike is finally decided upon, 
both sides will lose more than they can 
gain in years if it lasts but a few weeks. 
The secretaries of the various unions 
refuse to talk on the matter at all. 
There is a strong disposition on their 
part to remain sileut on the matter and 
allow the operatives to take whatever 
action they may see fit. 

Some of the operatives who have 
studied the situation carefully are in- 
clined to believe that the manufacturers 
are not wholly wrong. The margin 
between cotton and cloth at the present 
time is not looked upon as assured, and 
the reports of many of the mills at the 
annual meetings have shown what 2 
poor year it has been. There is olso 
a certain element among the operatives 
who believe that the advances which 
have been made will prove but tempo- 
rary, ip order to accomplish a certain 
definite purpose. 

Labor leaders declare that the opera- 
tives will fight for the extra wage and 
in the opinion of many a labor struggle 
is Imminent. As to whether there will 
be another conference is notknown. It 
is very likely that both sides are willing 
to talk matters over and that some sat- 
isfactory conclusion might be arrived 
at in view of the present condition of 
affairs,

Columbia, Miss., Oct. 25.—Bill Morris, 
a negro, who assaulted Mrs. John Ball, 
at Balltown, La., was burned at the 
stake yesterdny. The negro made no 
outcry when the flames first reached 
him and only when he was partly con- 
sumed did the spectators notice any 
movement on the part of the wretch. 
He made no resistance when being 
bound to the stake and said that he de- 
served his fate. 


Many Victims of Train Wreck 

Ottumwa, Ta., Oct. 25.—Two people 
were probably fatally hurt, five were se- 
riously and a number of others slightly 
injured yesterday In the wreck of a 
Chicago, Burlington and Kansas City 
passenger train near Exline. Thetrain 
left the rails and plunged down a 40- 
foot embankment.

To him the 
great mills were of marked interest, for 
from such as they he and others of his 
trade will now procure their goods, 
But he begged—and the other dele- 
gates joined with hini—for co-operation 
from the manufacturers of the United 
States. “You do not realize,” said they, 
“what Porto Rica means to you. We 
do not come to you as beggars. You 
know that onr market is yours, but you 
must not disrespect the peculiar fash- 
ions and tastes of the people. They will 
not take anything thatissent. If only 
you, with the merchants of Porto Rico, 
make a study of the market, you have 
it secure.”

“My babit in lfe, not only in principal 
command of a squadrun, but alse in 
command of a ship, was to assume the 
responsibility and to venture the cen- 
sure of any movement that might jus- 
tify that, but that I was never willinz 
under any circumstances to be a par- 
ticipant in glories I would not divide. 
That was the general principle upon 
which I acted in this matter.

The informa- 
tion which these people gave led me to 
infer that telegraphic information was 
a ruse precisely similar to that which 
was telegraphed from Cadiz that the 
squadron had returned from the Verde 
islands. That would have been my 
policy if I had not been in control and if 
any of us at any tlne made any mis- 
takes during the campaign of Santiago 
or elsewhere it was in supposing that 
the Spaniards would ever do right at the 
right time. That probably was the only 
reason we made any mistakes that we 
did make. It would not have been wise 
for me to have uncovered Santiago. 
The military importance of that move- 
ment would have been to guard the 
westward, as that would have been the 
only place they could have gotten in 
behind. As those in the interior had an 
absolute control of the entire lines our 
movements every minute of the day 
were known in Havana.” 

Admiral Schleg explained his retro- 
gade movement, so called, to the west- 
ward, saying that he had not considered 
the economical aspect of this step, as 
the economical features could never be 
taken into consideration in military 
movements.

HE AGREED WITH SAMPSON 


When Studj og Military Situation of 
the Island—Says ‘*Disobedience of 
Orders” Charge Can Be Easily 
Wiped Out 


Washington, Oct. 25.—Admiral Schley 
yesterday took the stand in his own be- 
half at the court of inquiry which is in- 
vestigating his conduct as commander- 
in-chief of the flying squadron during 
the Santiago campaign. 

Admiral Sehley began his testimony 
by relating the particulars of his tak- 
ing command of the flying squadron at 
IIampton Roads, where, he said, “the 
general plan of campaign was thrashed 
out.” He said that the captains of his 
squadron had diversitied views and he 
resolved to take the helm himself. The 
question of torpedoes in the fleet was 
early discussed, and he decided the man- 
ner in which they should be cared for. 
Continuing, le said: 

“L put the squadron immediately upon 
a war footing, established the matter of 
pickets and patrols and also the mask- 
ing of lights which were under inspec- 
tion on several occasions to ascertain 
how effective and complete it was. At 
first there was some fault found, later, 
the masking was absolutely complete 
so that it was impossible, when the 
ships were under way, in the column or 
line of baitle, to distinguish any one at 
more than ordivary distance from it.”

Discovery May Explain Cause 
of McKinley's Death. 


IT I8 A GAS FORMING BAOILLUS, 


the Culture 
Taken From the Late President's 
Wound—The Discovery of the New 
Germ Was Made by a Vienna Bac- 
terlologist. 
Professor Gussenbauer, a prominent 
surgeon at the Vienna university, says 


the Vienna correspondent of the New 


York Sun, has armounced the discovery 
of a new bacillus. In a lecture recent- 
ly he sald he had noticed that several 
operations during which asepsis and 


antisepsis were carefully watched had 
not resulted as favorably as anticipat- 


ed, the process of healing being hin- 
dered by so called gas abscesses in the 
wound. 

Bacteriological investigation showed 
that a new bacillus was the cause. The 
peculiarities of this organism are that 
it develops only when oxygen is ex- 
eluded and generates gases during its 
growth. The same bacillus was then 
found on the ceiling and walls of the 
operating room. 


In this connection it is interesting to 
note that in one of the cultures taken 
from President McKinley’s wound a 
“gas forming germ of unknown iden- 
tity’ was found. 

The Medical Journal of New York 
publishes in detail the report of the 
surgeons who attended the late Pres!- 
dent McKinley, but with its main fea- 
tures the public dias already been ac- 
quainted through printed summaries of 
addresses of Drs. Mann and Mynter. 

The offigial reports of the autopsy and 
the bacteriological examination are, 
however, of timely interest. The au- 
topsy report is signed by Dr. Harvey 
R. Gaylord, pathologist to the State 
Pathological laboratory. Dr. Gaylord 
says that the search for the bullet was 
most thorough and painstaking, but in 
spite of all efforts it could not be found. 
The autopsy hgd to be discontinued 
because the time allotted to it by the 
family of the late president had already 
been exceeded. Dr. Gaylord adds: 

“As we were satisfied that nothing 
could be gained by locating the bullet, 
which had set up no reaction, search 
for it was discontinued.” 

Examination of the heart muscle 
showed that it was affected with well 
marked fatty degeneration and in some 
places the muscle fibers showed groups 
of dark brown granules, demonstrating 
a diseased condition of the cardiac 
muscle. 

Dr. Gaylord believes that the repair 
to the stomach wounds had been ef- 
fective and that the gangrene around 
these wounds does not seem to have 
been the vesult of any well defined 
cause. He attributes the gangrenous 
condition of the tissues solely to low- 
ered vitality in the parts. The appear- 
ance of the gangrenous tissues, he says, 
shows that the gangrene took place 
shortly before death. 

There was no leakage of pancreatic 
fluid into the surrounding tissues. The 
extensive gangrene of the pancreas 
seems to have been an important factor 
in the case, however, Dr. Gaylord says, 
thongh it has never been shown how 
much of this organ must be destroyed 
to cause death. The diseased condition 
of the heart muscles shows why the 
pulse was so frequent and why it did 
not respond to stimulation at the criti- 
cal time. 

The report of Dr. Matzinger, the 
bacteriologist, says that a culture tak- 
en from the wound during life showed 
several varieties of germs, but such a 
showing is rather expected in such 
cases. There were present two of the 
ordinary germs of suppuration and one 
gas forming germ of unknown identity. 
As the result of an examination of va- 
rious tissues and fluids removed post-

A NEW STREET SWEEPER. | 


Device Intended to Lessen Cost of 
Keeyiag a Town Clean. 


The adoption by cities of the asphalt 
pavement has necessitated the employ- 


; ment of an army of men to keep it 


clean, and this has attracted attention 
to the advisability of devising a me- 
chanical apparatus for performing some 
part of the work, so as to reduce the 
expense, says the Philadelphia Times. 
Jesse M. Harr of Washington has in- 
vented a machine for the purpose. In 
operation it is pushed along by a man, 
while its movement actuates through a 
gear wheel attachment a long brush,

which pushes the dirt in front of it un- 
til a bucket, open toward the brush, 
standing on the pavement, is reached 
into which it sweeps the dirt. 

At the same time the forwardly pro- 
jecting shaft engages the bueket and 
by a suitable ratchet deviee on the 
large wheel pulls it up and automatical- 
ly dumps its contents into a large can. 
After this the bucket is lowered to the 
pavement and thrust some distance in 
advance of the brush, where it rests 
until it is again reached.

The speech in which Sir Redvers 
Buller replied to the animadversions 
was made at a luncheon given to cele- 
brate the return of the Westminster 
rifle volunteers, attached to the King’s 
Royal rifies. It made a_ sensation 
among the audience and was almost 
universally condemned in the press for 
its “amazing indiscretions,” and espe- 
cially inasmuch as it admitted a vir- 
tual authorization to Sir George White 
to surrender his force of 10,000 men 
shut up in Ladysmith. 

These are Sir Redvers Buller’s own 
words: 

“I attacked Colenso on Dee. 15. I 
was ulsuccessful. It was a very try- 
ing day. I was at work thirty-six 
hours and in the saddle fourteen. It 
was the hottest day of the whole year, 
and I had rank bad luck. I still be- 
lieve and hope to show that if I had 
not had b: luck I bad enough men 
to get in. But that is another story. 
I attacked Colenso and failed, and, 
having failed, I had to consider, not 
myself, but the people in front of me

The old man’s eyes filled with tears 


as he replied deliberately: ‘Tell Leon 
that I hope he may rest in peace; that he 
will become reconciled to God and will 
meet his end bravely. Tell him that as 
much as I and aif of our family regiet 
his most unhappy plight, that we can do 
nothing to interfere, that he alone is 
responsible for bis unfortunate  posi- 
tion and that he must meet his punish- 
ment as a consequence.” 

Further conversation elicted the in 
formation that the purpose of the visit 
of Waldeck Czolgosz to Auburn is to ar- 
range for the disposition of the body 
after the law’s mandate has_ been ful- 
filled. Up to yesterday afternoon no 
communication bad been received by 
the elder Czolgosz from Waldeck aud 
this is taken to mean that the father’s 
presence is not desired at the death 
scene. 

The entire arrangement of the after 
part of the law’s course are in Waldeck’s 
hands and what steps he will take isa 
matter of uncertainty. ‘The expense of 
conveying the body from Auburn to 
Cleveland is one of the considerations 
that causes hesitancy in the announce- 
ment of definite final arrange vents. 
Paul Czolgosz, the father, stated that 
there was some fear of mutilatien or 
other undesirable occurrence at some 
time or other if the body should be 
brought to Cleveland immediately after 
the eloctrocution. This fear has led 
to the consideration of cremating the 
body at Buffalo or some other city wher 
a creniatory is available. 

Some anonymous communications to 
the Czolgosz family have mentioned the 
fact that the body might be valuableas 
a scientilic object to medical pr ople aud 
wonld bring a sood sum of money, but 
further than mere hints node finite offe rc 
has been made. It wasstated that such 
an offer would be distasteful to the fam- 
ily of the assassin and would not be eon- 
sidered. Fear that the body might be 
stolen if buried in the usual manner is 
also a reason for cremation being fa: 
vored. 

As said above all postmortem = ar- 
rangements are in the hands of Waldeck 
Czolgosz and whatever he does the fam- 
ily here will acquiesce in, 


Shows No Repentauce 

Auburn, N. Y., Oct. 28.—Leon F. Czol- 
gosz had au hour's interview on Satur- 
day with his brother, Waldeck. At its 
conclusion the latter said thut the as- 
sassin did not show any emotion, did not 
inquire as to the members of the family 
and declared he did not again care to 
see a priest. 

The interview between the brothers 
took place in the office of the prison. 
They conversed in English more than 
an hour. After the interview Waldeck 
said that his brother was never de- 
monstrative, but appeared glad to see 
him. Leon said he did not care to see 
a priest again. The assassin expects to 
die tomorrow and will make no effort to 
appeal. Waldeck will visit his brother 
again today. 

It has been planned to have Leon's 
body taken in charge by a local under 
taker immediately after the autopsy 
tomorrow. If the financial part of the 
propositiog can be satisfactorily ar- 
ranged the remains will be removed at 
once to a Buffaocrematory. After the

Will Be No Relics 

Auburn, Oct. 28.—The time that Leon 
F. Czolgosz, the assassin of President 
McKinley, has to live is reckoned by 
hours now, but there has been no relax- 
ation of the stringent rule under which 
the prisoner bas been secluded since his 
confinement. Auburn prison is closed 
to any who seeks to see the assassin and 
so it will remain until the prisoner has 
paid the penalty which the law exacts. 
In fact the plan to deprive Czolgosz, 
living, of any notoriety, has been ex- 
tended to deprive Czolgosz, dead, of no- 
toriety. 

Imuniediately after the execution the 
tlothing of the murderer, w!th the vast 
accumulation of mail that came to the 
prison for him, will be burned and, if 
possible, the request of the parents of 
the dead man for his remains will be 
evaded. It Is feared that the removal 
of his body to Cleveland would lead to 
scenes of an unfortune.te nature and the 
prison officials are very anxious to 
avoid anything of the kind. The plan 
of burning the clothes and letters of the 
murderer will prevent he exhibition of 
relics by those who pander to the 
morbid. 

The chair in which Czolgosz will sit 
to receive the deadly electrical shock 
was examined and tested yesterday by 
State Ele-trician Davis and is ready for 
the part that it is to play in the tinal 
scene of the great national tragedy. 
Davis carefully examined the wiring, 
switchboard and electrodes and satis- 
fied himself ahat they were in good con- 
dition. He also inspected the dynamos 
in the prison shop where the current Is 
generated, and at his direction the cur- 
rent was for a brief period sent pulsat- 
ing into the death house, as it will goon 
Tuesday mornipvg, carrying final pun- 
ishment to the murderer.

Insurgents Got Worst of a 
Brush In Panay 


THE CONDITIONS IN CEBU 


Said to Be of an Encouraging Nature 
—Energetic Measures Being Taken 
to Suppress Insurrection In Samar— 
A Fight at Sabang 


Manila, Oct. 28.—The constabulary re- 
port a fight with insurgents near Passi, 
island of Panay, in which 25 insurgents 
were killed and three captured, together 


with a quantity of arms and ammuni- 
tion. 


The news from General Hughes re- 
garding affairs in the island of Cebu is 


encouraging. Lorega has surrendered 
with his entire force and one cannon and 
Seven rifles, while General Hughes is 

Negotiating for the surrender of Maxi- 
lot, who styles himself governor po- 
Ntico-militar. His surrender will mean 
the pacificution of the province. 

Lack of food and the harrassing ef- 
fects of the aggressive tactics now pur- 
sued by the American forces are having 
their influence upon the natives. In 
many places where rice is doled out by 
the government only enough is given 
for one meal, so that it is hardly possi- 
ble for any large quantity to find its 
way to the insurgents, 

Dispatches from Catbalogan, Samaar, 
say that stringent and cnergetic meas- 
ures are being taken to suppress the in- 
surrection in that island. General 
Smith has notified all the presidentes 
and head men of the pueblos that, in 
order to avoid trouble, they must sur- 
render all arms and turn over the per- 
sons implicated in the Balangiga mas- 
sacre before Noy. 6, threatening that 
otherwise the presidentes will be sex’ 
to the island of Guam, the village de- 
stroyed and the property confiscated. 

Marines under Major Waller have 
been stationed at Banangiga and Bas- 
sey, and 10 gunboats are vigilantly pa- 
trolling the Samar coast. Most of the 
towns in the southern part of the island 
have been destroyed. 

Naval Cadet Loveman Noa, com- 
manding the gunboat Marivales, who 
had gone ashore at Nipa-Nipa, South 
Samar, to prevent smuggling, was at- 
tacked by the insurgents. He lost his 
revolver and was shot and boloed.

The first milestone on the journey to- 
ward bloodless surgery has been reach- 
ed. Its name is adrenalin, that being 
the title of a chemical composition re- 
ceutly discovered by Dr. Jokichi Taka- 
mine, a well known and highly educat- 


ed Japanese. Adrenalin is to medicine 
what liguid air is to science, the only 
difference being that the chemical is 
under complete control, with unlimited 
possibilities before it. 

By the local application of adrenalin, 
in solution of one part to 5,000, opera- 
tions may be performed on the nose, 
ear and eye without the spilling of a 
drop of blood. Such operations have 
also been performed with adrenalin in 
solution of one part to 10,000, 

Thus has it been demonstrated that 
the discovery is the most powerful 
medicine known and at the same time, 
it might be said, the most expensive. 
Physicians buy it at $1 a grain, or 
$7,000 a pound 

The isolation of the blood pressure 
raising constituent of ye » suprarenal 
gland is of course the chief ¢irtue of 
adrenalin, and its uses and devyelop- 
ments along this particular line are un- 
limited. It has also been ascertained, 
however, that adrenalin Is a most pow- 
erful cardiac stimulant, and it has been 
hinted by physicians that it may be pos- 
sible to resuscitate persons who have 
apparently died of heart failure. 


Diphtheria Germs Fifteen Years Old. 

In a recent investigation which was 
made to discover in what manner diph- 
theria was contracted it developed that 
two children had made their way to an 
attic and had there opened an old trunk 
and played with toys that belonged toa 
child who had died of diphtheria fif- 
teen years previously. There was no

Sensickuess Exposition, 

An exposition dealing with all the 
means for preventing seasickness has 
been held at Ostend, It comprised ap- 
paratus for diminishing the effects of 
the motion of a vessel, plaus of special 
vessels; designed to avoid movements 
producing seasickness; apparatus for 
holding the viscera (abdomen) rigidly 
in place, plans for ventilation and re- 
newal of the air of cabins, deodorizing 
agents, hygiene of seasickness, reme- 
dies, ete. 

Effect of Light on Silkworms. 

Some curious experiments with silk- 
wortls made recently in France may 
be used as the basis of a new sex theo- 
ry even more remarkable than that of 
Dr. Schenk of Vienna. The experl- 
ments were made by M. Camille Flam- 
marioh, the celebrated French astron- 
omer, and were described at a meeting 
of the Academie des Sciences by M. 
Bouquet de la Grye, who declared that 
tests made on a great number of silk- 
worms showed that those bred under 
natural light produced an equal numn- 
ber of male and female wornis, while 
those bred under a glass of a light vio- 
let color produced 77 per cent of males 


Device to Measure Wits. 
An lowa professor, Carl EF. 
comes to the center with a psycho me- 
chanical device to measure brain pow- 
er. Professor Seashore says: “I can 
tell what scholar is the brightest, what 
pupil is the earnest plodder, what one 
is quick but unreliable. In short, the 
psychergograph will test the power of 
the individual and compare the ca- 
pacity of many persons to do certair 
kinds of work specified, to assoc into 
ideas, to develop mental working pow- 
er With age and to perform any cther 
mental acts and services.”

Boon For Submarine Travel, 

The new cleptoscope of Signors Rosso 
and Laurenti, two Italian naval engi- 
neers, is claimed to be the most success- 
ful solution thus far of the problem of 
giving vision to the crews of submarine 
vessels. It bas a range of 60 degrees, 
showing objects on the water distinctly 
and withovt distortion, and the only 
part of the apparatus reaching above 
the surface is a practically invisible 
tube five inches in diameter. 


Boiler Inspection In France. 
The laws governing boiler inspee- 
tions in France are exceedingly liberal, 
which does not imply that they are ex- 
ceedingly 3 rs 


safe to the public. Boi 
must be inspected when made, when 
repaired and when changing owners; 
also every tenth year anyhow. “Vel- 
untary inspection,” whatever that may 
be, must be at “reasonadie intervals.” 


Gunnar Anderson, a Scandinavian 
botanist, makes a specialty of the 
study of plant growth inside the arctic 
circle. The total number of flowering 
species so far identified is about 900, of 
which 485 are in Iceland, 286 in Green- 
land and the rest mostly in Spitzber- 
gen. 

The arctic summers, though short, 
are often hot and dry, and the lack ¢ 
moisture keeps plant life dwarfed. 
Many of the species are the same as in 
sarger forms In southern lands. 


Parsnips Poisonous When Wild. 

The common garden parsnip, Pasti- 
aaca sativa, when it runs wild becomes 
a skin poison, somewhat after the man- 
ner of Rhos toxicodendron. It is espe- 
cially poisonous when the dew is on, 
but when dry is said to be entirely 
safe. Upon children’s hands and feet 
this wild parsnip will set up quite a 
smart rash, but a wash of salt water is 
said ta be a speedy cure.

PLANS GREAT MUS

Scheme to Erect One In New York 
Costing $20,000,000. 44 

Henry A. Spaulding, a member of 
the Metropolitan Museum of Art and 
several other art societies, has project- 
ed plans for what may be the greatest 
museum in the world, says the New 
York correspondent of the Pittsburg 
Dispatch. It is to be called the United 
States Museum of Living History and 
Court of All Nations. Its estimated 
cost Is approximately $20,000,000, and 
it will contain a permanent exhibition 
of everything good in contemporaneous 
art and manufactures in every country 
of the world. At first blush Mr. 
Spaulding’s plans might appear more or 
less chimerieal, but his standing in the 
community warrants the interest and 
respect which his announcement has 
received. Mr. Spaulding for twenty 
years was the foreign representative 
of Tiffany & Co., and during his visits 
at the European courts and palaces he 
formulated his plans. They were part- 
ly disclosed two years ago, when he 
suggested that the museum should be 
built on Riverside drive, but at that 
time the money was not forthcoming. 
Since then several millionaires of this 
city, according to Mr. Spaulding, have 
assured him that they will contribute 
several millions to the project. 

The proposed site for the museum, 
however, has been changed to Pelham 
park, which is In the borough of the 
Bronx, on Long Island sound, just east 
of Hell Gate, and is in many respects 
ideal for the location of the museum. 
The museum, according to the plans, 
will be in the form of a circle 800 feet 
in diameter, including five circular gal- 
leries. These galleries are to be inter- 
sected diametrically on the ground 
floor by four wiugs at right angles to 
aich other. The wings are to be known 
respectively as the Donor's Hall, the 
Hall of Literature, the Hall of Re- 
igion and the Hall of Gifts and are to 
be surmounted at their intersection by 
a central and open dome rising to a 
height of 404 feet and having at its 
base a diameter of 250 feet. George 
GB. Post, the architect, estimates that 
it will take five years to construct the 
building. 


HOW THE OREGON FOUGHT 


Licautenant’s Graphic Story of Her 
Part Inu Santiago Battle. 

One of the most graphic bits of de- 
scription heard at the Sehley inquiry 
was the story told by Lieutenant A. A. 
Ackerman, who was in command of 
the after 13 inch turret and the after 
8S inch turrets of the Oregon on the day 
of the battle off Santiago. Describing 
the beginning of the action he said: 

“We closed up the hatches and laid 
out fire hose and immediately turned 
the guns on the entrance to the harbor. 
As we passed between the Iowa and 
the Texas those ships seemed to be 
practically at anchor. We were going 
very fast then, and forced draft was 
covering our quarter deck an inch or 
more deep with cinders, many of them 
redhot. Water was running from 
every hydrant; we had to keep the 
decks from burning. At that time the 
fire of the enemy and of our ships was 
very heavy. The water was whipped 
up in all directions; shots flew over- 
head. I think it was the most exciting 
time of the whole engagement. 

“Just at that time it was reported 
that the torpedo boats were coming 
out. I saw two of them come out of 
the entrance to the harbor and steam 
close along the shore. One would seem 
to run a little ahead of the other and 
the other would catch up, and one 
turned off a little as if she was going 
to attack the Gloucester. The Glouces- 
ter ran up very close to them. As 
I could net get my guns to bear on the 
heavy ships of the enemy I thought I 
would try a shot at the torpedo boats. 
I took my time about it, waited until 
those boats were lapping and estimated 
the range as 2,200 yards from the tor- 
pedo boats. I fired a 13 inch gun, and 
when the smoke cleared away I saw 
one of those boats blow up. I do not 
claim it was done by my shot. There 
were several others firing at that time. 
It is a wonder to me they were not 
blown up sooner.” 


M. HUTIN’S NOVEL SCHEME 


Plan to Inspect Panama Canal Route 
From Airship. 

To inspect the route of the proposed 
isthmian waterway from a balloon or 
flying machine, says the Washington 
correspondent of the New York World, 
is the plan which M. Maurice Hutin, 
president of the Panama Canal compa- 
Ly, is urging before the isthmian canal 
commission. 

Fresh from Paris and the atmosphere 
of flying machines, M. Hutin is himself 
convinced that this method is wholly 
practicable for a study of the topogra- 
phy of the isthmus of Panama and that 
such an inspection of the proposed ca- 
nal route would be of inestimable 
value. 

A panorama of photographs might be 
taken showing minutely every elevation 
and depression, eyery hill, slope, vale 
and water course and the topography 
of the entire route. Furthermore, those 
making the inspection would be remov- 
ed from the dangers and discomforts 
of the burning heat, fever and malaria. 

M. Hutin is said to have impressed 
several members of the commission 
with the feasibility of the plan and that 
a midair view of the situation is the 
most direct way of ascertaining bow 
much work has been done or how much 
there is left to do. It is not thought 
likely, however, that the commission as 
a whole will take the suggestion seri- 
ously.

Many Clients Are Said to 
Mourn Their Departure 


WARRANTS OUT FOR ARREST 


wor Alleged Use of Malls In a Scheme 
to Defraud, but Officers’ Search Is 
Unrewarded—Said to Have Handled 


$1,000,000 In Manipulative Deals 
Boston, Oct. 29.—What the United 
Siates marshal’s office declares to be 
one of the biggest frauds they have 
ever had to deal with in this city has 
just been brought to their attention and 
yesterday warrants were issued at the 
request of the United States district at- 
torney for the arrest of certain members 
of a tirm of State street brokers on the 
charge of using the United States mails 
in a scheme to defraud. ‘he names of 
the men involved and of the firm were 
not disclosed by the district attorney, as 
it is understood that the men could not 
be found. 

A half dozen young women engaged 
as typewriters and as telephone opera- 
tives employed by the concern, upon be- 
ing asked for information, seemed to be 
wholly without knowledge of the 
whereabouts of the men wanted.

Pools were formed and 
those desirous of getting rich quickly 
were cordially invited to send all they 
had. “Send $100, $200, $500, $1000, or 
even $2000; send us all you can and get 
rich fast with us,” was the message 
sent, so it is said, and then the dupes 
began to be heard from. Money came 
pouring inco the office from all directions 
and from all sorts of sources, 

“Our manipulative deals” was the 
term used, and so the subscribers were 
not supposed to know what their money 
was to be invested for or when. So for 
this reason it did not cause any sur- 
prise if they did not hear from the com- 
pany as to the manner in which their 
money had been invested for two or 
three weeks. It is said when a report 
was made to the manner of the invest- 
ment, two or three weeks after the 
money had been sent out, it would be 
to the effect that the pool had been 
formed on some well known stock, and 
that as the quotations had gone down, 
the margin had been swept in, and that 
more money was necessary immediately 
in order to save the stock. 

And then, on receipt of this informa- 
tion, the investors would send money, 
only to have that too swept in. It al- 
ways happened, so it is said, that no re- 
port would be made about the stock 
purchased until it was found that the 
stock had gone down. 

Finally some of the subscribers of the 
fund becaine suspicious, and reported 
the matter to the postoffice authorities, 
with the statement that the scheme 
seemed to be fraudulent, and as the 
matls had been used for the promotion 
of the plan, it was determined to work 
the case up against the promoters.

TEACHERS IN PHILIPPINES. 


Many of Them Acting as Correspond- 
ents of Home Papers, 

“I suppose we have stationed 800 
local newspaper correspondents fn the 
V’hilippines,” remarked an army officer 
to the Washington correspondent of the 
New York Post as he digested a letter 
from a “Yankee schoolma’am” In the 
archipelago published in the Lewiston 
(Me.) Jour al, 

The publication at home of letters 
from the Philippine teachers is one of 
the effects of the educational move- 
ment which had apparently not been 
anticipated. A body of persons con- 
taining the elements of venturesome- 
ness and philanthropy which the teach- 
ers represent are likely to be interest- 
ng chroniclers of Philippine affairs and 
in their several home neighborhoods 
will be readily accepted as authorities. 
Heretofere most first hand {nformation 
Las com from army and navy officers, 
and, although they are well equipped 
men, the pecullar interests of their pro- 
fession could not but color their ob- 
servations, War department officers 
assume that this Lewiston letter is but 
the beginning of a series and that from 
all parts of the United States they will 
be compelled to meet similar reports. 
Thus far the teachers have made the 
impression here of finding a good deal 
of fault. They have not liked the set- 
tlements to which they have been as- 
signed in many instances, and in se- 
lecting food they have been compelled 
to choose between rice and fish at rea- 
sonable prices and such things as they 
were accustomed to eat at exorbitant 
figures. When one reflects that the 
schookKeacher is often the only person 
in a Philippine community calling for 
articles of dict famillar to us, the diffi-

supply become manifest. The teachers 
perhaps lack the self sacrificing spirit 
of foreign missionaries and so are not 
prepared to tolerate in the name of du- 
ty all the conditions which seem to be 
incident to their service. 


In Memory of Queen Victoria. 

An immense and elaborately built 
obelisk in memory of Queen Victoria, 
says Truth of London, is to be placed 
next year in the grounds at Balmoral 
by the tenantry of the royal estates on 
Deeside. The obelisk, which will be 
over thirty feet high, is to be con- 
structed of stone from a quarry in Bal- 
moral forest. The site selected for the 
memorial, of which the king has signi- 
fied his approval, is In the so called 
Mouument park, between the bronze 
statue of the prince consort and the 
jubilee statue of Queen Victoria, which 
last was erected in 1887 by the ten- 
antry.

RAYNER MAKES OBJECTION 


To Lemly’s Line*of Inquiry Designed 
to Criticize Schley’s Actlon—Search- 
ing Cross Examination of Admiral 
by Judge Advocate 


Washington, Oct. 29.—The cross-ex- 
amination of Admiral Schley began yes- 
terday before the court of inquiry and 
hardly more than a third of the ground 
was covered when the court adjourned 
at 4 e’clock.

Nothing sensational developed yester- 
day and the only outbursts in the 
court occurred when Mr. Rayner, Ad- 
mwiral Schley’s counsel, objected to a 
line of inquiry of the judge advocate 
designed to criticize Admiral Schley’s 
alleged failure to formulate a plan of 
battle, with the declaration that as Ad- 
iniral Sampson was in command his 
junior had no right to plan an order of 
battle. 

Admiral Schley concluded his direct 
examination, which continued only 
about 10 minutes after the court con- 
vened in the morning, with a statement 
about the effect of the tire of 
spective fleets at Santiago, showing that 
36 percent of the hits suffered by the 
enemy were scored by the Brooklyn's 
five-inch guns, while his ship received 
70 percent of the hits from the Spanish 
ships. 

Captain Lemly’s 
was very searching. 
however, appeared to be unruffled 
throughout the examination, frankly 
admitting on several occasions that he 
could not remember little details after 
the lapse of three years. One line of 
inquiry which the judge advocate tried 
to press, to show that Admiral Schley 
did not proceed “with despatch” from 


the re- 


cross-examination 
Admiral Schley, 


Key West to Cienfuegos, was an at- 
tempt to contrast the speed made

The judge advocate, in his cross-ex- 
amination, dwelt upon the interview 
between Adiiral Sampson and Commo- 
dore Schley at Key West before the de- 
parture of the tiying squadron, during 
which, the latter testified, Admiral 
Sampson instructed him not to expose 
his ships to shore batteries until the 
Spanish fleet had been destroyed; on the 
fact that Admiral Schley issued no 
written order of battle; on the question 
of coaling off Cienfuegos and the steps 
Admiral Schley took at that place to 
ascertain the presence of the Spanish 
fleet. He was cross-examining the wit- 
ness upon niatters connected with the 
cruise of the squadron from Cienfuegos 
to Santiago, when the court adjourned, 

The retrograde movement, the firing 
upon the Colon and the battle of 
Santiago, which constitute the main 
features of the precept, were not 
touched npon yesterday. 

In the forenoon Captain Lemly took 
up the question of the naval regulations. 
He read a number of articles of the reg- 
ulations, in each case asking witness if 
he had complied with the terms of the 
paragraph. The first paragraph was 
No. 267 and requires the commander- 
in-chief when preparing his fleet or 
squadron to meet the enemy to commu- 
nieate general orders, instructions, 
private signals and such other informa- 
tion as will enable each so far as pos- 
sible to understand his duty when in ac- 
tion and at all other times. “I think I 
complied with that,” replied the wit- 
ness, 

The néxt article was as _ follows: 
“Article 269—He shall, if possible. be- 
fore coing into action, communicate to 
the juniors in command, his chief of 
sta® and the captains, his secret orders, 
private signals and other information 
that will materially assist them if called 
upon to exercise command.” “That I 
do not remember to“have complied 
with,” said the witness. 

Captain Lemly then read article 271, 
which provides that the commander-in- 
chief shall, if possible, before 
into action, supply every captain witha 
plan of battle, showing thereon the po- 
sition each shall occupy. “Yes.” said 
the witness, in reply to Captain Lem- 
ly’s question, if he had complied with 
that article. “I do not understand that 
this is necessarily written. I think that 
that order is sufficiently carried out 
when a commander-in-chief decides to 
place his crews in the order of battle 
and inform each what he proposes to 
do.” 

“Do you think, admiral, that you can 
supply every captain with a plan of 
battle. and do that at an oral confer- 
ence?” asked Captain Lemly. “I donot 
think that is absolutely necessary,” re- 
plied the witness. “There are instances 
where battles have been fought with- 
out doing that. Any plan of battle that

PENNY COUNTERFEITING 


Has Raked In Many Dollars 
For the Weiner Gang 


EFFORTS UF SECRET SERVICE | 


| which appeared on the day of Presi- 


Rewarded After Years of Hunting 


For Those Responsible For Flood of 


Spurious Coins Pouring Iato the 


Sub Treasuries 
Washington, Oct. 30.—Almost at one 
swoop the secret service has captured 
William Weiner and a stepson who 
masquerades under the 
Usher in Boston and the Lerner family 
of New York and Baltimore, principals 
in a counterfeit cent enterprise of large 
proportions, and ove M. Lavine 
Brooklyn, a watchmaker who, having 
bought some tool steel of a size suitable 
for such operations and living next door 
to where a part of the counterfeiters 
plant was discovered, is held en sus- 
picion. 

The evidence in the possession of Chief 
Wilkie goes to show that Weiner, the 
head of the gang, must have cleared a 
protit of not far from 75 cents on every 
dollar’s worth of pennies he put out, 
and the tlood of this stuff which has been 
pouring into the subtreasuries for sev- 
eral years indicates that the whole 
ulation must have been a rich one, if 
not brought to a short stop. 

The “penny case,” as it is colloquially

styled in the secret service cireie. be- 
longs to the “pesky” cluss—those in 


which the specitie cause of offending 
is so small as to make the difficulty of 
rooting it out seem absurdly dispropor- 
tionate, and the machinations of the of- 
fenders take so many turns as to keep 
the whole staff on the qui vive for 
months or years. 

It will be recalled that a little Jewish 
girl named Fanny Lerner was arrested 
in New York a few months ago for sell- 
ing rolls containing 100 one-cent coins, 
all of them counterfeit, to Chinese 
laundrymen, who, as they use a great 
deal of small change, were profitable 
customers. Where the girl got her sup- 
ply no one could discover. 

Chief Flynn of the New York oftice 
therefore set on foot a systematic 
search. He went first to all the manu- 
facturers of sheet brass, bronze and cop- 
per, of whou there is a large group in 
Connecticut. From them he secured 
lists of dealers, and from the dealers in 
turn it was ascertained that ever since 
1897 one William Weiner had been in 
the habit of buying sheet bronze of 16 
gauge, the thickness used for the blanks 
of one-cent coins, in quantities of 100 or 
150 pounds at a time. He would al- 
ways send boys to order the 
which were shipped to Providence and 
Boston and various addresses in New 
York. 

A watch was set for Weiner in these 


xoods, 


cities, and he presently turned up in 
Boston in charge of a coin machine, 
which, however, lay in storage in a 


dwelling house, its parts not assembled. 
Some months later he opened a fur- 
niture store at 624 Canibridge street, 
Cambridge, removing his machine to 
the back of another store at 646 on the 
same street, and setting it up ready for 
work, but doing nothing with it at once, 


evidently waiting to accumulate some 
capital. One day the first store was 
mysteriously set afire, and its con- 


tents were burned. 

A fortnight later, having collecied his 
insurance, Weiner started his coinage 
machine running. The secret service 
watchers discovered that two Jews 
were in the habit of visiting his head- 
quarters after dark and st ig in the 
basement for awhile. The y  oWere 
tracked after leaving, and in a number 
of instances were found to have s ld 
rolls of cents to Chinese laundrymen. 

Meanwhile the secret service located 
Fanny Lerner's elder sister and father 
in Baltimore, whither they had removed | 
evidently to keep out of harm's way till 
Weiner got ready to set things actively | 
in motion. Lerner presently became a 


peddlar of spectacles and went out in | 


rural districts of Maryland, moving 
from place to place with such rapidity 
and following so erratic a course that, 
when the officers decided that it was 
time to take him into custody, it took 
them some time to catch up with him. 
He was brought to Washington Mon- 
day and kept in seclusion at secret 
service headquarters. He is apparently 
an ignorant German, not over bright— 
the sort of man whom shrewder rougues 
use as tools in crime. 

It now appears that Weiner has al- 
ready a criminal record of 20 years. 
He is a Russian by birth. and before he 
left his native country had a pretty 
large reward hanging over him. He 
lived for some time in l’ittsburg, and

Justice Maclean says the only proof 
to support the judgment is that Most 
purloined an article, expressing cer- 
tain sentiments, written by another, 
half a century ago, and published it as 
his own “in a paper professedly of some 
circulation, but which circulation is 
the sale of but a single copy, 


that purchased by the police probably 
for the purpose of prosecution.” He 
further says it may be doubted reason- 
able whether the judgment even with 
that support should stand, as plagiar- 
ism is not a criminal offense under the 
laws of the United States. 

“It is not shown,” said Justice Mac- 
lean, “that the defendant's expression 
of borrowed sentiments has worked in- 
| jury to any individual by falsifying any 
fact, or to the public peace or health, or 
that his acts Were attended with cir- 
cumstances likely to disturb cr endanger 


the public peace or health. 

“This pilfered screed” says Judge 
Maclean, prates of humanity, im- 
morality and morality, reason and con- 
science, but carries no suggestion of the 
obscene.” ‘These utterances, Justice 
Maclean says, do not come within the 
meaning of the section of the code under 
which Most was prosecuted.
